(Jur purpose in this paper is, first, to discuss the value 
to clinical medicine of a consideration of heredity, and, 
secondly, to show that sufficiently good genetic records 
cai: be obtained from hospital and private patients to 
be of use to future students. But the useful yield of 
de» ndable family histories, like certain chemical resi- 
ducs, is so small in proportion to the great mass of indi- 
vidnals who must be interviewed and discarded that the 
out.ook is discouraging to the impatient investigator. 
For example, in our experience only about one fourth 
of all the individuals interviewed were able to give reli- 
abl: histories. Furthermore, even these can seldom 
recull facts which concern ancestors or lateral connec- 
tio.s more remote than grandparents. 

‘he term human constitution, it was previously 
staicd, should connote that aggregate of hereditarial 
characters, influenced more or less by environment, 
which determines the individual’s reaction, successful or 
unsuccessful, to the stress of environment. But it is 
not always easy to decide which of the so-called inher- 
ite! values are true germ plasm transmissions, as, for 
example, eye color, and which are habit or imitative 
characters, such as certain family tricks of gait or ges- 
ture. It is not impossible that many familial functional 
disturbances such as morning headache, dysmenorrhea 
or phobias of various sorts are of this nature. Conse- 
quently there are in general two factors at work in the 
formation of an individual’s constitution: One of these 
is the expression of qualities which are inherent in the 
germ plasm, and are, so far as we now know, passed on 
from one generation to another through the physical 
agency of the chromosomes. This factor is truly inherit- 
able. Technically it is known as the idiotypic or genotypic 
factor. The other element expresses the effect of envi- 
ronmental influence and is noninheritable. It is spoken 
of by some as the paratypic factor; others, notably 
Tandler? and Julius Bauer,” call it “condition.” Con- 
sequently the individual who presents himself for study 
is the up-to-the-moment expression of the combined 
forces of heredity and environment. Such a specimen 
is technically called a phenotype (daivw, to appear) and 
obviously may vary to considerable degree from his

natural inheritance (idiotypic or genotypic) pattern. 
The term paratypic is given to those environmental 
influences which, acting on the genotype, help to pro- 
duc¢e the actually realized individual or phenotype (fig. 
1). It must be remarked at this point that among genet- 
icists there is a proper objection to the dependability 
of morphology as an index of the presence of other 
inward or unseen qualities in the organism. As Siemens * 
puts it, “Individuals that are similar in appearance (as 
phenotypes) may be very different from one another in 
their inheritance patterns (idiotypes). But, reversely, 
individuals that are identical in their inheritance pat- 
terns (idiotypes) may look very different as realized 
organisms (phenotypes ).” 

The problem is somewhat modified in clinical medi- 
cine. For it must not be forgotten that the predisposi- 
tion to a given disease may well be a dominant character 
which cannot display itself until the appropriate disease, 
arising from the clash with the specific external agent, 
demonstrates its latent presence. Thus, such a domi- 
nant susceptibility may lie unrecognized in a fortunate 
person who escapes the clash, just as an unexpressed 
recessive character does in the skipped phenotype. 

The literature of clinical medicme is rich in reports 
of familial disease, and numerous special anomalous and 
pathologic conditions have been so fully studied that 
their place in the list of truly inherited states is estab- 
lished. Among these may be mentioned polydactylism, 
deaf-mutism, chronic hereditary trophedema, harelip, 
and cleft palate, congenital cataract and dwarfism. Per- 
haps the most exhaustive study of polydactylism is that 
of Aschner,* working in Julius Bauer's clinic. One 
cannot read this monograph without realizing that 
faulty inheritance is concerned far more with tissue sys- 
tems than with details of structure. Aschner makes it 
clear that throughout the families from which a given 
case of multiple fingers arises there appear other evi- 
dences of reduplication. In other words, the doubling 
fault is not limited to the digits. Our experience, as 
will be shown later, strongly supports the thesis which 
is offered by this view of polydactylism. 

Pathologic conditions such as polydactylism have not 
been emphasized directly in the present studies. Rather 
has the attempt been made, in each family, to study the 
strengths and weaknesses of the general systems of the 
body ; as, for example, the respiratory, digestive, circu- 
latory, nervous, hematopoietic and glandular. The 
hypothesis which has been followed is based on the 
present belief not that each separate type of infection 
or disease is inherited as a gene but that the basic con- 
stitutional weakness of the affected system is the inher-

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ited factor. This weakness is expressed by widely 
varying clinical conditions in different individuals in the 
same family. Thus it is not heart disease or acute rheu- 
matic fever which is inherited but rather the sensitiza- 
tion capacity known under the general heading of 
rheumatism which passes through the family tree. This 
displays itself in one branch member as heart disease, 
in another as inflammation of serous membranes, in still 
another as myositis. This broader conception of system 
fault inheritance finds further illuminating support in 
Sir Archibald Garrod’s “Inborn Errors of Metabo- 
lism.” ° Therein one finds a scholarly discussion of 
such remarkable faults in body chemistry as albinism, 
alkaptonuria, cystinuria, hematopor- 
phyria congenita and pentosuria. 

It has been found that general hos-

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REPORT OF CASES 

Case 1—A woman physician of Russian Jewish extraction 
suffered from migraine, myopia, hypertension and_ nephritis 
and, at the time of the examination, was passing through the 
menopause. In the past she had had miti rheumatism, arthritis 
and asthma. She was also the mother of a feebleminded child 
and this circumstance, coupled with the pathologic states which 
she had observed in her ancestry, had stimulated her interest 
in securing an account of her forebears and collaterals which 
was as accurate and detailed as possible. The genetic history 
showed a marked weakness of the cardiovascular system. The 
patient’s mother, two of the patient’s mother’s brothers, and 
three of her sisters had died of cerebral hemorrhages, all hay- 
ing died at the third attack. The patient’s maternal grand- 
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lend themselves well to human genetic 
studies. A large percentage of our 
patients are foreign born and the fam-

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tories are sought. Language difficul- 
ties and faulty diagnosis likewise 
present obstacles. Notwithstanding 
such hardships in the pathway of clin- 
ical genetic studies, it is possible, with 
patience, to gather from a large mass of uneven material 
a small slowly increasing collection of veracious family 
histories. Kecently in all cases they have been included 
in the patient’s hospital record. The form in which the 
genetic record is entered on the chart is shown in figure 
2. These studies do not always display any genetic 
facts of significance but help to round out the picture 
of the patient’s constitution, 

The following two cases are presented in order to 
emphasize the notion that it is not the disease which is 
inherited but rather a system or tissue defect which may 
find expression in a variety of fundamentally related 


clinical entities.

mother had died of the second attack of cerebral hemorrhage. 


More remote family history was not available. A brother and 
a sister of the patient’s mother died when 45 years old of 
cardiac diseases. The patient’s only brother had a history of 
a heart lesion, angina pectoris, asthma and syphilis, the treat- 
ment of which in 1927 caused arsphenamine poisoning. There 
were four known cases of rheumatic heart disease in the 
maternal line of this family and one case of nephritis and 
hypertension aside from the ones already referred to. There 
was likewise one case of diabetic gangrene. It was not possible 
to get histories on all the relatives because they were in 
Europe and there was little contact between the two families. 
The patient’s mother had severe myopia and at the time of 
her death, at the age of 60, was. practically blind. No other 
member of this family, except the patient, was known to have 
had any eye trouble, and so far as was known none of them 
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wore glasses. Both the patient’s father and mother gave a 
history of migraine, but except for the patient no other cases 
of migraine were reported. The patient’s brother had a micro- 
cephalic idiot child. Since the birth of this child he had had 
a normal child by a different wife (fig. 3). 

CasE 2.—The outstanding quality of disease susceptibility in 
both sides of this patient’s family appeared to be the capacity 
of the members to develop rheumatism with cardiac sequelae. 
There was besides an obvious lack of resistance to pneumonia, 
which had appeared regularly for five generations in the direct 
line on the father’s side. While this pulmonary inadequacy 
was not so intensively developed in this family as in the 
Hinking Nowlihed family reported by Pearl,’ its occurrence 
was so constant as to merit consideration from a constitutional 
standpoint. Duodenal ulcer also was a disease which the patient 
developed and there were three others with this condition on 
the maternal side. Curiously enough, all these duodenal ulcers 
occurred in women, a circumstance which is quite foreign to 
our experience. Furthermore, these women were slender, deli- 
cate and essentially feminine types. This likewise does not 
accord with our experience that it is the more masculine type 
of woman who develops ulcer. In addition to the patient's 
own rheumatic fever, heart disease and pneumonia, she was 
extremely sensitive to skin eruptions and urticaria. In this 
connection it is interesting to observe the scattered cases of 
eczema and hives which appear in the accompanying chart

All members of this family of average build—no abnormalities of developement. 
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frail health largely on the basis of her possession of those same 
tissue and secretory defects which are strongly intrenched 
within the family germ plasm (fig. 4). 


In addition to these family trees of individual or iso- 
lated interest, the subject of clinical genetics has like- 
wise been approached by studying the family histories 
of a group of patients suffering from the same disease. 
The purpose of this method was to discover whether or 
not the occurrence of the condition under investigation 
was more frequent in a population composed of fore- 
bears, siblings and collaterals of patients than it was 
in the general population. For this phase of the work 
the conditions of indirect inguinal hernia and of acute 
rheumatic fever were chosen. Many patients with one 
or the other of these maladies were questioned before 
even a small series of accurate and reliable histories 
were finally obtained. Thus a whole forest of family 
trees, as it were, was analyzed in each of these patho- 
logic preserves. It is not possible here to reproduce 
in graphic form the families in each series, but the 
figures and percentages give a fair idea of the per- 
sistence and constancy of occurrence of the disease 
tendency.

(fig. 4). So far as physical habitus was concerned, practically 
every member of the entire family was of the marked linear 
type, many indeed being well above the average height. In 
the fifth generation of the family there were several instances 
of congenital anomaly, two heart lesions, and one case of 
undescended testes and inguinal hernia. 

The living conditions in which this whole family developed 
have always been of the very best. Many of the members have 
followed the highest types of professional careers and in some 
instances there has been more than average wealth. The 
patient’s mother was an extremely nervous woman who was 
continually emphasizing the importance of disease prevention 
to her children. She was evidently oversolicitous in respect of 
her children’s health because the patient remembered vividly, 
as the outstanding episodes of her early childhood and adoles- 
cence, the various moves and procedures which were insistently 
carried out in the cause of health. 

One of the interesting aspects of the patient’s condition is 
that her working efficiency is being continually interrupted by 
illness. These attacks, or perhaps rather depressions of health, 
take on a considerable variety of form. Some of them, marked 
by temperature elevation, and apparently favorably influenced 
by salicylates and rest, must be classed as vaguely defined 
theumatic episodes. At other times she may lose weight and 
be badly fatigued, or she may have a series of severe colds. 
In view of the history one is forcéd to account for the patient’s 
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INGUINAL HERNIA 


The material for this study is drawn from the his- 
tories of the families of thirty unrelated male patients 
whose indirect inguinal hernias were demonstrated at 
operation. Because of the extreme rareness of occur- 
rence of this anomaly in females, only the male popula- 
tion of the involved fraternities has been used for 
calculating the percentages. In these thirty families, 
then, there was a total male population of 253 whose 
disease histories were dependable. Of them, sixty-one, 
or 24.11 per cent, have had hernia. It is interesting to 
cite here that a hernia rate of 5.1 per cent was reported * 
in about 16,000 health examinations made by the Life 
Extension Institute on white males. Besides this, 2.1 
per cent of postoperative hernia was found in the same 
series. Thus a total of 7.2 per cent would seem to rep- 
resent the average hernia rate for the general male 
population. Further, on analysis of the data from the 
thirty families, it appears that when the patients are 
excluded there remains a male population of. 233 per- 
sons. Of these, thirty-one, or 13.9 per cent, had hernia. 
Of the thirty fathers of the patients, fourteen, or 46.66 
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per cent, had hernia. Of the fifty-five brothers of the 
patients, eight, or 16.36 per cent, have hernia. 

In the sixteen families in which the father of the 
patient did not have hernia, there are twenty-two male 
children exclusive of the patients. Of these one, or 
4.54 per cent, have hernia. On the other hand, in 
the fourteen families in which hernia is. present in 
the father there are thirty-three sons exclusive of the 
patient. Of these, seven, or 21.21 per cent, have her- 
nia. In view of the small numbers involved in this 
study, it is obviously unjustifiable to draw general con- 
clusions concerning a possible heredity factor in hernia. 
Furthermore, the literature is barren of specific data 
bearing on this point. However, when the records of 
this series are compared with those of the Life Exten- 
sion Institute, they would seem to present enough impli- 
cation of an hereditary factor to warrant further 
investigation,

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latter histories, all rheumatic manifestations were care 
fully sought out and recorded. In this group there was 
a population of 910 individuals whose definite disease 
histories were known. Of these, forty-five, or only 
5 per cent, showed a rheumatic history. It would seem 
fair to assume that this figure represents the incidence 
of rheumatism in the general population. 

Now, then, if the immediate fraternities of the 
patients with rheumatic fever are analyzed, it appears 
that there are 211 individuals in a group formed of the 
patients and their siblings. Of these 211, seventy-three, 
or 34.6 per cent, have suffered from rheumatism. In 
a study of fifty families of patients with acute rheumatic 
fever made by the Constitution Clinic in 1923, 37.6 
per cent of 243 patients and their siblings were found 
to be affected. A similar analysis of 100 families stu:|- 
ied by Dr. St. Lawrence,’ to which he has kindly given 
us access, shows 31.5 per cent affected fraternity men- 
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ACUTE RHEUMATIC FEVER 

The material for this discussion is derived from a 
study of the families of forty-four unrelated patients 
suffering from acute rheumatic fever. Only the patients 
vith a history of joint symptoms were used. All are 
of northern European or English extraction. All of 
these family histories cover two generations, a large 
number three, and several as many as five. There is a 
total population of 1,343 persons of whom rather com- 
plete disease histories have been obtained. 

Of this population of 1,343 there are 205 individuals, 
or 15.2 per cent, including both our patients and their 
affected relatives, who have a history of rheumatism. 
Cardiac cases have not been included in this group 
unless there was a definite diagnosis of a valvular 
lesion; nor have patients with chorea been used except 
when there were also rheumatic manifestations. If the 
forty-four patients are excluded from these figures, 
there remain 161 rheumatic individuals, or 12.4 per 
cent, in a population of 1,299 persons. As a basis of 
comparison for these figures, a group of family studies 
of patients with ulcer of the stomach and gallbladder 
disease were employed. In the course of taking the

bers. If the patients are excluded from these figures 
and only their siblings are considered, it appears in the 
present study that 18 per cent are affected ; in the second 
study referred to, 20 per cent, and in Dr. St. Lawrence's 
study, 14.7 per cent. These figures approach the 12.4 
per cent incidence in the population of the rheumatic 
families and are considerably higher than the 5 per cent 
incidence for the general population. The close approx- 
imation of the percentages in the three separate studies 
is remarkable. It should be stated that in the present 
study nine of Dr. St. Lawrence’s families have been 
reinvestigated and used. 

The ratio of males to females is 122 to-89, or 137 to 
100, in the present group of patients and their fraternity 
members, and_the ratio among the affected individuals, 
forty-one males to thirty-two females, 128 to 100. 
Hence a slightly higher percentage of females are found 
to be affected: 35.83 per cent females to 33.5 per cent 
males. Twenty-four of our families are represented 
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by a male patient and twenty by a female. This selec- 
tion was purely accidental. If the number of patients 
is deducted from the total, the ratio of male to female 
fraternity members remains high. 

In seventeen of the families, rheumatism was found 
in the paternal line. In these families twelve fathers 
gave a history of rheumatism. In the remaining five 
families the disease appeared. in the father’s forebears 
and collaterals. In twenty-nine families, rheumatism 
appeared in the maternal line. In these families seven- 
teen mothers gave a history of rheumatism. In the 
remaining twelve families the disease was present in the 
mother’s forebears and collaterals. Hence not infre- 
quently an unaffected parent whose forebears or collat- 
erals had rheumatism produces a rheumatic child. This 
suggests the possibility that a parent may carry the 
susceptibility for rheumatism, though he or she may not 
develop it. 

\s the analysis of the family histories of patients 
with rheumatic fever proceeded, an unexpected finding 
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was encountered which brings up for consideration the 
question of specific age susceptibility in children of the 
same fraternity. In twenty-two families in which there 
was more than one case of rheumatism, exact informa- 
tion was obtained as to the age when clinical symptoms 
of rheumatism were first exhibited. The accompany- 
ing table shows the striking correlation between the age 
of onset in members of the same fraternity. 

In only two of these families (2 and 14) have two 
children been affected simultaneously. In family 2 it 
was during the patient’s second attack that his youngest 
brother developed acute rheumatic fever. But it is 
noteworthy that this child was exactly 5 years old, the 
saine age to a month of the patient at his first attack. 
The third brother to be affected had his first attack 
during his sixth year. In family 14 there appear 
instances of simultaneous affection and also of age simi- 
larity. A boy was taken sick first at 14, his sister, next 
in line in the fraternity, at 12, a year earlier. The third 
child in line, a boy, was affected at 7, three years earlier, 
and the fifth in line, a girl, also at 7, but in the same 
year as the first patient. It is interesting to note that 
in families 20, 21 and 22, in which the first attack in

After looking at the examples of family trees here 
presented, and reading even a small part of the enor- 
mous literature on the subject of heredity, one cannot 
escape the conviction that there is a justifiable basis for 
the ancient saying that “blood will tell.” Clearly if this 
is true for all human capacities it must likewise include 
the telling of disease potentialities. Doubtless as a 
means of illuminating genetic mechanism such studies 
as these are inadequate. Nevertheless they offer pow- 
erful support for the empiric belief that characters of 
plants and animals breed true and so exert an inexorable 
force for good or evil in the lives of individuals. In an 
analysis of his patient’s constitution, therefore, the phy- 
sician may find inquiry into the genetic background of 
inestimable value.

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STRICTURES OF THE URETHRAL 
MEATUS IN THE FEMALE

My object in this paper is to call attention to the fact 
that congenital strictures of the meatus of the female 
urethra, long disregarded by the medical profession, 
actually exist and are really of great importance; that 
they are probably at times the unsuspected cause of 
“pyelitis” in little girls and of urinary infection in 
women, and that they are easily treated by meatotomy. 

A congenital stricture of the urethral meatus has the 
same deleterious influence on the urinary tract that an 
acquired stricture of the meatus has. As a matter of 
fact, a congenital stricture located anywhere along the 
urethra is little different in its effects from an acquired 
stricture, and unless I am greatly mistaken there are 
few urologists who would disagree with such a 
statement. 

Urethral strictures or urethral obstructions to the 
outflow of urine are, generally speaking, injurious not 
only in proportion to the amount of obstruction which 
they produce but also in proportion to their proximity 
to the bladder; e. g., a 12 French meatus of congenital 
origin is often well borne by a man until after middle 
life or even until old age, provided he does not develop 
gonorrheal urethritis, or bladder or kidney infection, 
while the same obstruction in the posterior urethra or 
at the vesical orifice, whether it is of congenital or 
acquired origin, would cause in no great time after its 
appearance a urinary infection, or at the least a marked 
injury to the urimary organs.’ 

If it is true that obstructions near the vesical orifice 
are productive of greater mischief than those farther 
away, and if, as I contend, congenital strictures of the 
urethra in the female do exist, then (a) even slight 
urethral obstructions in women must be considered of 
real importance (as posterior urethral strictures are in 
the male), and (b) congenital strictures of the female 
meatus must be included among the explanations of 
the causes of urinary infection in the female. In the 
treatment of urethral strictures in the male, the urolo- 
gist has for a long time recognized the necessity of 
performing a meatotomy when the meatus was too 
small to permit the passage of dilating instruments 
large enough to bring about the absorption of the scar 
(stricture) tissue. But the necessity for performing a 
meatotomy in women for any — seems to have 
been almost completely disregarded. Cocainization and 
dilation of the meatus have been recommended, but I 
cannot find in the literature any discussion of the 
advantages of meatotomy in the female and very little 
mention of congenital strictures in the female.’ 

My attention was first drawn to strictures of the 
female meatus (principally the congenital ones) by 
finding it difficult in some cases to pass the ordinary 
24 or 25 French observation cystoscope. On investi- 
gation I found that the tightness was limited to the 
neatus and that it was relieved completely by the per- 
formance of a meatotomy. It was to make cystoscopy 
less uncomfortable that I first performed meatotomies 
in these cases, but the beneficial effect on the urinary 
infections, for the discovery of the cause of which the 
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cystoscopies were usually performed, soon convinced 
me that the meatotomy was the most important part 
of my treatment. 

Subsequent observation has convinced me that there 
is not infrequently a congenital narrowing of the female 
meatus. Rarely is the orifice as small as 20 French. 
More frequently it will permit the entrance of a 
22 French or even a 24 French instrument, but I would 
have those who are familiar with urology remember 
how much mischief even that much narrowing fre- 
quently causes when appearing in the male urethra, 
which is, by the way, not supposed to be normally of 
as large a caliber as the female urethra. 

It may be argued that these narrowings are not con- 
genital but inflammatory, since Dr. Howard Kelly * 
and others say that all strictures in the female urethra 
are of traumatic or inflammatory origin. But that is 
not essentially the case, for I have seen these small 
openings in very young children and young women who 
had never had any traumatic or inflammatory injury 
of the urethra. Then, too, since many of the other 
anatomic abnormalities found in the male are found 
also in the female urethra, there is the more reason 
to presume that congenital narrowing of the meatus 
should rather than should not occur. Of course, the 
development of the male meatus is not the same as 
that of the female, but:in man (and in woman) it is 
not alone the urethral meatus that is found congenitally 
narrowed; there is found also a congenital narrowing 
of the mouth, and of the anus, larynx, nose, penis, 
vagina and ears. In other words, it is neither surpris- 
ing nor unusual to see in both infants and adults open- 


‘ings and organs which have from birth been too small 


to be considered normal. 

I wish to make it clear that I am not advancing the 
theory that a congenital] narrowing of the meatus is the 
sole or even the principal cause of “pyelitis” in little 
girls, and of cystitis in women. There are many factors 
to be found in such conditions, and the congenitally 
small meatus is only an occasional, though, when it 
occurs, an important factor in the production of these 
disorders. Nor do I intend to convey the impression 
that I believe that too small a meatus invariably pro- 
duces urinary infections. This is hardly the place for 
a detailed discussion of the changes caused by urinary 
obstruction. It is enough td say that, if the meatus is 
considerably smaller than normal, its first effect is 
usually to produce those changes in the urethra and 
bladder which commonly accompany urinary obstruc- 
tion and prepare those organs for the ready develop- 
ment of an infection should it happen that suitable 
bacteria reach them. This happens frequently, as is 
well known, in acute and sometimes chronic colitis, or 
acute tonsillitis. Nor am I suggesting that urethral 
strictures in women other than those of the meatus do 
not exist. I am convinced that meatal strictures of 
inflammatory and perhaps of traumatic origin do exist, 
and it seems reasonable to suppose that strictures of 
the female urethra back of the meatus could be pro- 
duced by trauma and perhaps inflammation- (as in peri- 
urethral extravasation of urine); but in my perhaps 
limited experience the only really important strictures 
that I have seen have been at the meatus. Attention 
is directed to the fact, which is well known to the urol- 
ogist, that strictures of inflammatory origin practically 
never occur in that part of the male urethra lying 
between the vesical orifice and the verumontanum—the 
part that is homologous to the female urethra. The

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inflammatory strictures of the meatus which I have 
seen have probably been produced by inflammatory 
change in and about the meatus rather than as the result 
of urethral inflammations. 


ETIOLOGY 

The cause of the congenital narrowing of the meatus 
is no more to be satisfactorily explained than the cause 
of an abnormally small mouth, eye, ear or head. There 
may be a sufficiency of theories, but it is better not to 
direct attention toward them here. The female urethra 
is homologous to that part of the male urethra which 
lies between the bladder and the verumontanum. The 
permanent normal meatus of the male is formed by 
the ingrowth of a group of cells through the glans. 
So far I have not been able to discover how the meatus 
in the female is formed. If there is some special 
development as in the male, I have been unable to find 
a description of it in the literature. 


THE CONGENITALLY NARROWED 
FEMALE MEATUS 

In all of the cases of congenital narrowing which I 
have seen in females there is present a thin-walled, 
protruding lower lip or fold. When this is pulled for- 
ward with a probe or the tip of a small glass catheter 
(which has been introduced into the urethra), its 
existence is made very evident. These folds are natu- 
rally of varying sizes and thickness but are ordinarily 
0.5 cm. high and 2 or perhaps 3 mm. thick. If chronic 
inflimmation has changed the. orifice, the fold will 
naturally be somewhat thicker and perhaps somewhat 
shorter, and will protrude much less. 

‘he upper wall of the urethra, on the other hand, 
shows only a slight pocket or none at all back of the 
margin of the meatus. The cause of the lower lip or 
fol! has not (as far as I know) been explained, but its 
existence makes a meatotomy a very simple procedure. 
It is perhaps not always present. In a few cases I have 
secil it perhaps only 3 mm. high, but in those cases the 
lips of the meatus were thicker and more resistant to 
dilation. 


DESCRIPTION OF 


SYMPTOMS 


Symptoms of only a congenital narrowing of the 
meatus are scarcely those which wouid be noted by the 
patients, except in rare instances in which the opening 
is very small. It is unusual to find a patient with an 
obstruction to urination of small or even moderate 
degree (even though the obstruction is an acquired 
one) who knows whether or not he or she passes a 
stream of normal force, size and direction. An oppor- 
tunity for comparison of the urinary stream with that 
of others is, for many reasons, limited. 

The parents of some of these little girls, however, 
frequently notice that the child’s stream of urine is 
directed abnormally upward, so that there is a ten- 
dency for the stream to.come over the top of the small 
vessels commonly used for children. Young women 
too may observe this as an inconvenience, considered, 
however, to be a normal one until its abnormality is 
called to their attention by the physician. The cause 
for this upward deflection is the urinary stream striking 
the lower lip which I.have just described. With the 
upper urethral wall almost straight back from the lip 
of the meatus, the ejected stream of urine is naturally 
deflected upward when it hits this lower fold, or lower 
lip, of the meatus. 

Not infrequently a congenital narrowing of the 
meatus is, I am sure, the unsuspected cause of cystitis 
and pyelitis in little girls; the proof being that after a 
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meatotomy the child is, if otherwise properly treated, 
soon freed from the infection and of recurrences. In 
fact, I should not be surprised if the congenital nar- 
rowing of the meatus (with the short urethra) did not 
explain why pyelitis (often really only a cystitis) is so 
much more common in little girls than in little boys, 
since with the short female urethra a narrow meatus 
would cause far more trouble than a similar meatal 
narrowing in a male. 


DIAGNOSIS 


The question of exact diagnosis of the cause of a 
narrowing such as a congenital narrowing of the meatus 
is here one of no great importance. Indications for 
treatment, which should consist of meatotomy, are the 
same whether the stricture of the meatus is congenital 
or acquired. If inflammatory changes are found, it 
would be difficult to determine whether a narrowing 
was altogether acquired or altogether congenital—each 
might play a part. Freedom of the tissues from inflam- 
matory changes and a narrowing limited to the meatus, 
for example, a meatus of 20 or 22 French or even 
larger at times, would undoubtedly indicate a congenital 
stricture of the meatus. 


THE MEATUS 


As I have already pointed out, it is in my experience 
necessary when performing a meatotomy only to divide 
the lower lip of the meatus with a hurried stroke of 
the knife. My usual procedure is to place in the meatus 
a small amount of 4 per cent cocaine on a little cotton; 
then pack a piece of gauze into the vagina just below 
the meatus, and, with a small, round-bellied knife blade, 
make the opening as large as is desired. There is nearly 
always a little bleeding, so that a perineal dressing is 
applied for a few hours. 

Subsequent treatments to prevent the meatus from 
growing up are rarely needed, for the cut in the thin 
lip is usually opened by the stream of urine when the 
patient voids. It is advisable, of course, to make an 
inspection of the wound every few days until it is 
evident that it will remain open satisfactorily. 

Meatotomy is naturally the treatment of choice for 
this condition. It seems extraordinary that so many 
female urethras have been dilated with sounds for so 
many years through congenitally narrowed meatuses 
without some one proclaiming the, need of performing 
a meatotomy. 


INDICATIONS FOR MEATOTOMY 

Dr. Edward Keyes says, “The normal urethra is a 
hose, and a good hose has a small nozzle. But the 
inflamed urethra is a drain, and a good drain has 
a wide orifice.” Whenever urinary infection has 
occurred and there is any possibility of the meatus 
being small enough to interfere with my treatment of 
an existing urinary infection, I do a meatotomy. Con- 
genital narrowing of the urethra, whether at the meatus 
or elsewhere, is never satisfactorily treated by dilation. 
There is no scar tissue to be absorbed as there is with 
strictures of inflammatory or traumatic origin, and the 
relief obtained is only transient. There is no sound 
reason for carrying on dilation of the strictured meatus 
caused by inflammatory changes except under very 
unusual conditions—not when the whole obstruction 
can be cleared up immediately by a simple meatotomy. 
There is neither necessity nor excuse for carrying out 
a course of dilation of the urethra through a small 
meatus, even though it can be done without pain as, 
e. g., with a Kollman dilator (when the dilation does 
not include the meatus). When dilation of the urethra 
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is being performed for the purpose of curing the 
urethral and urinary inflammations and infections, by 
securing free urinary drainage, what is the reason, 
what sensible argument is there, for leaving unopened 
a narrow meatus? 

There is as great a need for meatotomy in the female 
as in the male, perhaps greater, as I have tried to indi- 
cate. Meatotomy in the male, its indications and con- 
traindications, are so well understood and are so nearly 
the same in the female that it is hardly worth while to 
discuss them further. Certainly no harm can result 
from a meatotomy properly performed under suitable 
surgical precautions. 

SUMMARY 

In the female, congenital stricture of the urethral 
meatus seems to have been almost entirely overlooked, 
and for many years dilation has been employed instead 
of the clearly indicated meatotomy. Such a narrowing 
is often responsible for pyelitis in little girls. It cer- 
tainly helps to cause some urinary infections, as 1s 
clearly demonstrated in certain cases by the prompt 
disappearance after meatotomy of an infection that has 
been resistant to all the measures usually employed in 
treating urinary infections.

RESPIRATORY DISORDERS IN INFANTS 


ATTEMPTED PREVENTION BY CONTROL OF 
CONTACT INFECTION *

Mere and more attention has been directed in recent 
years toward the problem of the prevention and control 
of the acute respiratory diseases of infancy and child- 
hood. According to a survey made by the Chicago 
Pneumonia Commission,’ the prevalence of these infec- 
tions has caused more deaths than all other infectious 
diseases combined, outranking in mortality even the 
diarrheal disorders. Whereas the death rate from 
enteric infections has steadily decreased, that from the 
acute respiratory diseases has remained stationary, so 
that the -winter peak has come to exceed the summer 
peak of mortality. In view of this situation it is evident 
that there is an urgent need for a careful analysis and 
proper evaluation of the various factors which induce 
acute pulmonary infections in infancy and childhood. 
Vital statistics reveal the incidence only of the severe 
forms of respiratory disorders and do not give any indi- 
cation as to the frequency of the minor infections, such 
as the common cold, which causes more disability than 
any other single ailment. In 1916, Hess? stressed the 
necessity for the prevention and control of the ordinary 
coryza of infants, showing that at this period of life 
the mortality from the acute respiratory diseases, 
although for the most part due to pneumonia, origi- 
nated mainly in the apparently benign ailment known 
as grip. The problem of respiratory diseases is of 
importance throughout the community, and_particu- 
larly so in child caring institutions where “winter com- 
plaint” is so apt to assume epidemic proportions. In

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our institution the winter months always bring a sharp 
increase in the incidence of the acute respiratory dis- 
orders, especially pneumonia. A conception of this 
seasonal variation may be obtained from chart 1, which 
illustrates graphically the seasonal morbidity and mor- 
tality of more than 500 cases of pneumonia which 
occurred in the institution during the twelve year 
period from 1916 to 1927. 

In previous communications we * reported the results 
of attempts to lessen the incidence of respiratory dis- 
eases in infants. In order to achieve this end, endeavors 
were made to create an increased immunity in groups 
of infants by systematic exposure to ultraviolet radia- 
tion during the winter and early spring months. Dur- 
ing the first winter the mercury vapor lamp was 
employed, but no diminution in the frequency of 
respiratory infections was noted. The following year 
we repeated our study, substituting the carbon arc lamp, 
the radiation of which more closely approximates that 
of the sun. Again the results were unsatisfactory. It 
was evident that we could not depend on ultraviolct 
irradiation as a means of decreasing the incidence of 
acute respiratory disorders. 

We next turned our attention to nutrition, and mace 
an analysis of the relationship of nutrition to pneu- 
monia.* It was thought that a review of our expc- 
tiences of the past ten or twelve years in this field might 
afford points of interest and of value in conducting a 
campaign against respiratory diseases. A careful sur- 
vey showed that nutrition, as gaged mainly by body 
weight, did not bear any relationship to the occurrence 
of pneumonia or to the frequency with which children 
developed respiratory disorders. Nor did nutrition play 
a definite role in the fatality from pneumonia, exce)t 
in infants under 6 months of age. Most surprising was 
the result that mild rickets, the form most preva- 
lent today, did not entail increased susceptibility to 
pneumonia. 

The present communication embraces a further study 
of the problem of the prevention and control of the 
acute respiratory diseases of infancy. Our object was 
to determine whether the spread of infection could be 
prevented in a ward of infants during the winter and 
spring months by purely mechanical measures. An 
attempt was made to prevent the transmission of infec- 
tion not only from attendant to child but also from 
child to child by employing a nursing technic similar 
to that elaborated in the army during the recent war. 
All physicians, nurses and attendants coming in contact 
with the infants were required to wear surgical masks 
which were changed daily. Hands were scrubbed thor- 
oughly and immersed in a solution of mercuric chloride 
before the examination or handling of each child. 
Paper towels were used and discarded. No visitors 
were allowed in the ward except during the regular 
monthly visiting days; such visitors were then provided 
with masks. The fondling and petting of the children 
were prohibited. An adequate nursing staff was pro- 
vided ; each nurse was inspected daily when reporting 
for duty and was excluded from service temporarily 
if found to have a cold or sore throat. Physicians who 
had similar ailments refrained from entering this ward. 
Infants were examined only when necessary, and were 
bathed, diapered and cared for separately. The dress-

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ing table linen was changed for each child; such arti- 
cles as bottle pads, blankets, clothing and toys were 
kept at the individual bedside. Any rise in temperature 
was reported at once and the infant segregated imme- 
diately and cared for by a special nurse. The nurses

were provided with clean gowns, which were left at 
the bedside. Whenever it was deemed necessary sick 
infants were removed from the ward, particularly if 
c.tarrhal symptoms were evident. Cooking utensils, 
plates and spoons were boiled after each 
iceding. No dry dusting or sweeping was 
prmitted. The precautions taken thus 
included all of the essential points advo- 
cated by Zinsser ° for the control of contact 
iniection. 

Two of the main infant wards were 
s-iected for the study; one served as the 
protected ward, the other as the control. 
The protected ward was closed to new 
aimissions and the personnel was main- 
tained the same throughout. No change 
was made in the routine care of the infants 
kept in the control ward; the methods used 
were the same as in previous years. Both 
wards are spacious, similarly ventilated and 
hcated, and have a southern exposure. In 
the protected ward there are twice as many 
cribs as bassinets, whereas in the control 
ward they are about equal in number. The 
space between beds is maintained at a dis- 
tance of 3 feet (91 cm.). The children were of similar 
age, all being under 1 year. Their dietary consisted of 
sufficient quantities of pasteurized milk, cereals and 
vegetables, as well as orange juice and cod liver oil. 
Routine physical examinations were made monthly and 
careful notation was made at all times of infections.

The results of this study are shown graphically in 
chart 2. During the early months of observation it 
appeared that our efforts to lower morbidity were meet- 
ing with success ; the frequency of respiratory infections 
was decidedly less in the protected than in the control 
ward. But as the test progressed the situation changed. 
For the entire period of investigation the rate of infec- 
tion for the control ward averaged about 45 per cent,

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being highest (72 per cent) in November and lowest 
(27 per cent) in December (table 1). The rate for 
the protected ward averaged 35 per cent. Thus we 
were able to bring about only a 10 per cent reduction 
in the incidence of respiratory disorders. If, however, 
the month of March is excluded from consideration, 
the rate of infection for the protected ward was less 
than 25 per cent. 

It is of interest to analyze the causes of the peaks 
which occurred during the months of January and 
March in the curve representing the protected ward. 
As stated, one of the greatest difficulties with which 
we had to contend was the breaking of technic by 
nurses. The details of aseptic nursing were not easy 
to master and to execute. The human equation was 
therefore great and, as Spencer ° has aptly stated, ‘‘It 
[aseptic nursing technic] is only as strong as the weak- 
est link in the chain practicing it. One person can undo 
in a few moments the careful work of many.” The 
increased number of respiratory disorders which 
appeared in January were directly attributable to a 
nurse who, in spite of having a sore throat, remained 
on duty in the protected ward and escaped supervision 
and daily inspection. This break in technic was fol-

lowed by an outbreak of respiratory infections mild 
in character and soon controlled. The epidemic of 
March, however, was more severe. Infection was 
introduced into the ward by a nurse who reported ill 
with tonsillitis. Once in the ward, the infection spread 
rapidly from child to child and despite every effort 
almost all of the infants were taken ill in the course 
of two or three days. Masking, scrubbing of the hands, 
and all of the precautions previously described were 
of no avail against the spread of this severe infection. 

As the study progressed it became evident that it 
was important to prevent the transmission of infection 
not only from adult to child but also from child to 
child. As the infants who were kept in cribs grew 
older, it became increasingly difficult to maintain the 
prescribed interval of 3 feet between their beds; they 
managed to manipulate them closer together, with the 
result that contact was greater and a larger number of 
infections occurred. That such was the case is borne 
out by a comparison of the incidence of respiratory 


disorders in the children who were kept in bassinets with 


those in cribs. A more accurate comparison from this 
point of view may be obtained by combining the num-

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ber of infants in both the protected and the control 
wards. Among forty infants who were cared for in 
bassinets there occurred fifty-five acute respiratory infec- 
tions, whereas among thirty-nine who were kept in cribs 
the number totaled eighty-four. Thus the frequency 
of respiratory disorders was almost 50 per cent greater 
in the older than in the younger group. This result 
is quite in accord with the observations recorded in 
our previous communication.‘ It was found that the 
incidence of respiratory diseases is highest in children 
between 6 months and 2 years of age, at which stage 
of life contact is greater than during early infancy. 
During the course of investigation, an incidental out- 
break of varicella occurred in the protected ward. Its 
origin was traced directly to a mother who had been in 
contact with a case of chickenpox just prior to her 
visit to the institution. The first case appeared exactly 
two weeks after the regular monthly visiting day and

afforded us the opportunity of studying the prophylactic 
value of “aseptic nursing technic” against the spread 
of this disease. Our experience may be summarized 
by the statement that, once exposed, the infants soon 
developed varicella. 

It might be stated in favor of aseptic measures that 
the frequency of infection per child was reduced by 
this means. Examination of table 2 shows that under 
these conditions each infant had only one infection of 
the respiratory tract in every three months, whereas 
those in the control ward developed one every two 
months. The types of infection, duration of fever, and 
number of complications were about the same for the 
two wards. Routine physical examinations, as well as 
weight and height measurement, did not show any 
appreciable difference between the infants in the two 
wards. As was to be expected, the percentage of hemo- 
globin declined somewhat during the winter months, 
returning to about the normal level in the spring. 

Although the results obtained in the protected ward 
did not equal our expectations, the attempt cannot be 
considered a complete failure. To some degree we 
succeeded in reducing the incidence of respiratory dis- 
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orders. However, we do not believe that it is possible 
to control fully the spread of infection by purely 
mechanical measures. 


SUMMARY 


In the foregoing clinical study of the acute respira- 
tory diseases of infancy, an attempt was made to lessen 
the incidence of these infections by putting into prac- 
tice the principles of “aseptic nursing.” During the 
course of a winter all persons coming in contact with 
the infants in one ward were required to wear surgical 
masks and to scrub their hands thoroughly before the 
examination or the handling of the children. A com- 
parison made with infants in a control ward where no 
such measures were carried out showed that a decrease 
in respiratory diseases of only 10 per cent was accom- 
plished by this means. The greatest difficulties lay in 
occasional infractions of technic on the part of the 
nurses, as well as in the impossibility of absolutely 
preventing contact infections from child to child. 
Infants who were kept in cribs showed almost a 50) 
per cent higher incidence of respiratory disorders than 
those cared for in bassinets. The frequency of infec- 
tion per child was less in the protected than in the 
control ward. 

Aseptic nursing was of no value in preventing the 
spread of an outbreak of varicella.

AN IODINE SURVEY OF NEBRASKA*

Nebraska, while far distant from the sea coast, has 
usually not been listed as belonging to the goiter 
belt. Occasional analyses of the water supply in the 
Kansas-Nebraska region have indicated the presence of 
a fair amount of iodine in the drinking water sup- 
posedly due to an ancient Permian sea whose salt 
residues contain an appreciable amount of iodine. It 
would appear that the prevalence of simple goiter is 
inversely proportional to the amount of iodine in the 
drinking water supply, and, in general, goiter seems to 
be characteristic of the geologically older regions where 
the iodine has been leached out of the soil. McClendon 
and Hathaway,’ in mapping the goiter areas of the 
United States, show the nongoiter belt jutting inland 
to include Nebraska. 

McClendon? has also determined the iodine content 
of foodstuffs from goitrous and nongoitrous areas in 
the United States. In central Europe, Fellenberg ? has 
made a study of iodine in nature; similar surveys have 
been made by Bleyer * in Bavaria; Hercus, Benson and 
Carter,t and Hercus and Roberts® in New Zealand; 
McCarrison® in India; Pfister? in the Dutch East 
Indies, and Lunde* in Norway. Perfected methods

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for minute quantities of iodine have made possible 
recent investigations on the iodine content of food 
materials.

METHODS OF ANALYSIS 


Samples of food materials, water and soil were 
analyzed for their iodine content according to the 
meihod of McClendon.* <A large silica tube (75 by 
6 cn.) was used which permitted the ashing of large 
quantities of material without loss of iodine. This 
method employs a limited number of reagents, and 
these can be obtained free from iodine or are easily 
purified. After the final concentration, tenth-normal 
arscuious acid (H,AsO,) was added to reduce any 
iodate formed, and then nitrosyl sulphuric acid was 
added. Purified carbon tetrachloride was used to 
extract the iodine, and a factor was used to correct for 
the partition of iodine between water and carbon tetra- 
chloride. Comparison was made with the color of an 
iodine standard prepared from purified iodine, a Bausch 
& Lomb colorimeter being employed. The color inten- 
sity of this standard did not change after standing

several months, as was shown by comparison with a 
freshly prepared standard. Blank tests with a sample 
of pure cotton instead of the food material showed 
that the reagents were free from iodine. Control tests 
were made with a similar quantity of absorbent cotton 
which had been treated with 5 cc. of potassium bi-iodate 
solution (equivalent to 0.01243 Gm. of iodine). The 
ee for two control experiments are shown in 
e i. .

A number of methods have been proposed for the 
estimation of iodine in drinking water. Before the 
more laborious method of McClendon was decided on, 
a number of analyses of Lincoln water were carried out 
by a modification of the method of Hunter, as adapted 
by Brubaker, van Blarcom and Walker.° Typical 
results are presented in table 2. 


MATERIALS FOR ANALYSIS 


The samples of food materials were secured from 
farms near Lincoln. The vegetable materials from which 
the skin was not removed were air-dried at room tem- 
perature in a room free from dust. It was desired to 
avoid the possible loss of iodine which might result 
from drying at higher temperatures. From 1 to 1.5 Kg. 
of dry material was taken in each case for an iodine 
determination. In view of the small amount of iodine 
involved, in general less than 100 mg. per metric ton, 
it is doubtful whether methods employing less than 
1 Ky. of the dry vegetable material can be expected 
to yield reliable results. The soil samples were secured 
through the courtesy of the department of agronomy 
of the University of Nebraska, and represented the 
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Iodine map of Nebraska based on 
analyses of drinking water. An 
iodine content of less than 5 parts 
per hundred billion may be regarded 
as generally characteristic of goitrous 
regions. 











first two feet of soil. Nebraska soils are essentially 
unmanured soils and therefore do not show the result 
of possible additions of iodine-containing material. 
The water samples were secured from different parts 
of the state through the cooperation of high school 
laboratories. In all cases, the samples represented deep 
well water. One hundred liters in each case was evap- 
orated on a water bath with the addition of a small 
amount of pure sodium carbonate, according to careful 
instructions. The residues were then sent to Lincoln 
for the iodine analysis. 


EXPERIMENTAL DATA 


The results of analysis are shown in tables 3, 4 and 5. 
Table 3 also includes comparative figures secured from 
other sources** on the iodine content of these food 
materials as found in goitrous and in nongoitrous areas. 
Results are expressed in parts per billion of dry mate- 
rial, i. e., milligrams per metric ton, except in the case 
of the water analyses (table 4), in which results are 
expressed in parts per hundred billion. In the accom- 
panying map the data on water supply are used to 
divide the state into zones according to the iodine con- 
tent of the drinking water. . The results on Nebraska 
soils (table 5) accord with this division of the state 
into iodine-rich and iodine-poor areas.

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SIMPLE GOITER IN NEBRASKA 


It has been generally conceded that the amount of 
iodine in the drinking water may be taken as a measure 
of the goitrous tendency in a given area. But along 
with the examination of food and drinking water for 
iodine content, it was desired at the same time to secure

data on the occurrence of simple goiter in Nebraska. 
A thorough search revealed that no systematic records 
had ever been made on goiter in the state. The only 
statistical information on Nebraska is that tabulated by 
the War Department,’* in which the results of the draft 
examinations of 1917 and 1918 are recorded for dif- 
ferent states. The report shows a total of 26,162 men 
examined from N :braska, with an incidence of simple 
goiter of 2.14 casves per thousand. When a man’s neck 
was too large for a regulation military collar, he was 
diagnosed as having simple goiter. In this report the 
figure of 4.5 cases per thousand was regarded as mark- 
ing the borderline between goitrous and nongoitrous 
regions. This figure of 2.14 cases per thousand 
ranks Nebraska with the states of Virginia, Vermont, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. It is interesting to 
note that, when the occurrence of exophthalmic goiter 
is considered, Nebraska is ranked in this report with 
nongoitrous states, while all the states surrounding it 
are listed as goitrous. 

School physicians in Nebraska assert that, in exami- 
nations of many thousands of school children, a single

case of goiter may occasionally appear, but these cases 
are so infrequent and apparently so unimportant that 
no accurate statistics have been kept. Medical authori- 
ties are aware that goiter exists in the state, but its 
occurrence would appear to be so limited that it has 
never caused concern. 


CHARACTER OF THE IODINE IN SOIL AND IN 
FOOD MATERIAL 
It is commonly recognized that the iodine in the soil 
often exists in organic combination of such form that 
the iodine is not readily converted into free iodine. In 
an experiment to determine the concentration of iodine 
in soil, 1,000 Gm. of a soil sample known to contain 
15 parts of iodine per billion was treated with distilled 
water in a beaker for a period of one week, with stir-

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ring at intervals. The mixture was then filtered and 
the filtrate carefully evaporated and analyzed for its 
iodine content. No iodine was found when it was 
analyzed by the methods of this study. It would seem 
that the process by which the iodine is said to be leached 
from the soil presupposes weathering and disintegra- 
tion of the iodine compounds. 

An experiment was carried out to determine what 
change, if any, took place in the iodine content of vege- 
tables on cooking. It is often asserted that careless 
cooking of vegetable food materials with water robs 
the food of important inorganic constituents. Five 
hundred grams of dried spinach, of known iodine con- 
tent, was placed in a large beaker and cooked at gentle 
boiling for three hours with distilled water and 25 Gm. 
of sodium chloride. The liquid remaining, about 
600 cc. in volume, was filtered off and the residue, as 
well as the liquid, evaporated to dryness. Analysis was 
made of each fraction for its iodine content, with the 
results shown in table 6. 


CONCLUSIONS 
Nebraska water supplies contain sufficient iodine for 
the maintenance of thyroid equilibrium. Nebraska food 
materials are not low in iodine content. Simple goiter 
is not prevalent and Nebraska can be properly grouped 
as one of the nongoitrous states.

Examination of the soils failed to show the presence 
of iodine in significant amounts in Nebraska soil. It 
must not be overlooked, however, that the iodine in 
soil may be present in either a soluble form or in what 
is apparently an organic combination. In the former 
case, it would have been leached out by rain and surface 
water ; and this seems to have happened in the case of 
the loess and sandy soils of the state. Experiments 
indicated that those soils containing an apprecialle 
amount of organic matter showed measurable amounts 
of iodine, while sandy soils did not show any iodine. 
Organic iodine in the soil would appear to be a pre- 
requisite for iodine-containing vegetable food material. 
On the whole, the data for the iodine content of surface 
soil would not appear to be nearly so significant as those 
of the underground water supply. 

Experiments indicated that appreciable quantities of 
iodine are not lost in the cooking of vegetable food 
materials. 








Seeing Wisely.—Faulty inspection is undoubtedly one of 
the greatest sources of error in diagnosis. Frequently it can 
be attributed to thoughtlessness or carelessness on the part of 
the physician. In other instances it may be-due to lack of 
knowledge, so that the physician cannot properly interpret what 
he does see. Corrigan, whose classic description of aortic 
regurgitation was based wholly on his powers of observation, 
stated that the trouble with most doctors is, not that they don't 
know enough, but that they don’t see enough. However, Os'er 
entertained the view that the value of experience is not in seeing 
much but in seeing wisely. This applied especially to Corrigan, 
who, with a hospital service of only a few beds, was able to 
recognize unaided a complete clinical picture, to which little 
has been added since his‘ original description—Beck, H. G.:

calcium, phosphorus, magnesium, chlorine, iron and the 
alkali metals. Others, however, which have attracted 
recent interest are iodine, fluorine,“ manganese, copper 
and zinc. While the exact part which some of these 
elements may play in nutrition is as yet problematic, 
the rdle of iodine has been quite definitely established. 

American scientists generally have accepted the the- 
ory that endemic thyroid enlargement, myxedema and 
cretinism are results of iodine deficiency, and the 
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studies of McClendon on surface waters and on vege- 
table foods have shown that there is very little iodine 
in the food and the waters of that part of the United 
States in which simple goiter is a serious problem. In 
fact, no surface waters in the country contain sufficient 
iodine to provide for the needs of nutrition. Goiter 
is not endemic in South Carolina; that is to say, the 
incidence of thyroid enlargement among school chil- 
dren is probably lower than that in any part of the 
United States where surveys have been made, with the 
possible exception of the coastal region of the state 
of Connecticut. It appeared, then, that South Carolina 
would be a desirable place to make an exhaustive study 
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General topographic and soil areas of South Carolina. 


on the occurrence of iodine in the human environment, 
and this project was accordingly taken up in the 
laboratory. 

Since the methods in existence for the estimation of 
minute traces of iodine were very time consuming and 
intricate, it became necessary to develop a simplified 
method that would make possible the examination of 
a considerable number of samples. This simplified 
method was described in a joint paper with Dr. 
McClendon‘ of the University of Minnesota. 

Early results of a survey of vegetables were so strik- 
ing that preliminary announcement was made? in 1928. 
Amounts of iodine found to be present in South 
Carolina vegetables are enormously greater than those 
reported by other workers in vegetables from northern 
and western states (table 1). 

Up to the present time, the number of samples exam- 
ined for iodine in this laboratory is probably greater 
than the total number of samples that have been 
analyzed in the United States during the entire history 
of iodine investigation. It has been found that green 
leafy vegetables are richest in iodine, as they are in 
vitamins and in iron. Root crops come next, with the 
Irish potato showing more iodine than the sweet potato 
or most other edible roots. Cereal grains are poor in 
iodine regardless of where they are grown. In view 
of the theory as to the source of iodine, it has been 
found that the average amount of iodine in Irish pota- 
toes increases slightly as one proceeds from the coast 
toward the Blue Ridge of the Appalachian Mountains 
(table 2). This seems to oppose the theory that the 
normal source of iodine in our soils is from sea spray.

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Mitchell * has made quite extensive studies of the 
rivers of South Carolina, finding from two to six parts 
per billion of iodine in the waters of those streams. 
But the sample that contained the highest amount was 
obtained at a point about 150 miles from the coast, and 
the water of the stream did not contain a correspond- 
ing amount of other sea salts as it should if all the 
iodine were derived from wind-borne spray. 

In this upper half of the state the soils are mostly 
clay or clay loam, resulting from the erosion of

igneous rocks in the Blue Ridge, while in the lower 
part they are very sandy. Across the center of the 
state extends an irregular, barren strip of sand hills, 
as is shown in the accompanying map. Potatoes grown 
above the “fall line” contain more iodine than those 
below, although the sand hill country shows lower 
values than the narrow coastal belt (table 3). 

It has been said that the higher iodine content of 
South Carolina vegetables is due to the fact that 
Chilean sodium nitrate has been used for many years 
in this region. Chilean nitrate may contain as much 
as a few hundredths of 1 per cent of icdine in the form 
of iodate. 

However, the section of South Carolina that shows 
the highest goiter incidence (5 per cent) and relatively 
the lowest percentage of iodine in vegetables is the 
section where sodium nitrate from Chile has been used 
in large quantities by successive applications for many 
years (area marked A on the map). Sodium nitrate 
is not used as a dressing on legumes such as peas and 
string beans, which have been found to contain 
relatively large amounts of iodine. 

The large variations in the iodine content of a single 
crop recall the observations of Greaves and Hirst * on 
the variations in the mineral content of cereal grains. 

A most complete investigation is being made ‘of the 
diets of patients with goiter. In this connection we 
consider time a most important factor. Therefore, in

order for the study to be of value the diet from birth 
until the thyroid enlargement was first observed must 
be known in detail. Since its first appearance what 
changes have taken place in the diet? If any, what 
influences have these changes in diet had on the size 
of the gland and the clinical manifestations? In 
twenty-seven cases that have so far been investigated 
by the chairman of the commission, the interesting 
information develops that in only four cases did vege-

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tables enter into the daily diet. These were of 
unknown origin, usually from cans, and were consumed 
in small portions. 

The investigation of the South Carolina Research 
Laboratory in the study of the goiter problem is being 
conducted with the cooperation of the field force of 
the state board of health and the departments of physi- 
ology and pathology of the Medical College of the State 
of South Carolina. 

Certain foods have been considered desirable as fur- 
nishing iron or calcium or other mineral elements in 
readily assimilable organic form, but it is evident from 
our work that not only the kind of vegetable but also 
the place where it is grown, and the conditions sur- 
rounding its growth, are of importance in fixing its 
nutritive value. 

Some preliminary’ analyses seem to indicate that 
foods which are high in iodine content are also rela- 
tively rich in iron and manganese. This points to the 
suggestion that there may be a correlation among these 
elements in plants, and that possibly they may be more 
or less interdependent in the parts which they play in 
plant and ammal nutrition. Studies on the occurrence 
of iron and manganese in vegetables from different 
areas are now under way. 

A rat colony has been established for the purpose 
of studying the nutritive value of those vegetables 
which have been found to be particularly rich in these 
mineral elements. 





THE HEART RATE DURING SLEEP 
AS DETERMINED BY THE 
CARDIOTACHOMETER 


ITS CLINICAL SIGNIFICANCE *

About a. hundred years ago Dr. Johann Ludwig 
Formey,' in a book on the pulse that has long since 
been forgotten, wrote: 

The evaluation of the significance of the pulse in disease is 
made very difficult by the fact that there is no normal pulse 
and that therefore it is impossible to know when deviations 
from the normal are pathologic. Every individual, every age, 
every constitution, each sex, is in itself of determining influence 
on the character of the pulse. These factors are further modi- 
fied by the climate, the seasons, the mode of life, and emotional 
make-up of the individual. 


Volkmann * put the case more strongly: 


Counting the pulse of persons whose previous rate is unknown 
is worthless for the diagnosis and treatment of disease, and 
the use of the second watch at the sickbed approaches char- 
latanism unless one takes pains to inquire into the many 
circumstances on which the pulse rate is so very dependent. 


The heart rate fluctuates from moment to moment in 
response to manifold intrinsic and extrinsic stimuli. 
Indeed, the frequency may be considered a most sen- 
sitive gage of the physiologic processes of the body, 
Bodily exercise and rest, alterations in environmental

netic counter, every turn of which signals a heart beat. 
A pen writing on a moving tape of paper makes a stroke 
with each beat of the counter. This graphic record 
serves as a check on the accuracy of the counter and 
makes it possible to study the cardiac rhythm as well.

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60 foot wire, so that they have free mobility. In the 
first report on the cardiotachometer it was stated that 
the patient had to be insulated from the floor. This is 
no longer necessary, owing to improvement of the 
apparatus. 

If one studies the heart rate by means of the cardio- 
tachometer, one can recognize the frequent changes in 
rate by listening to the clicking of the counter or by 
inspecting the graphic record on the tape, even without 
recording the readings on the counter. A simple move- 
ment such as putting the hand to the head, the ringing 
of a telephone bell, the mere sight of food or the act 
of micturition accelerates the heart considerably. These 
short periods of acceleration are usually followed by 
slowing. Brief observation will convince any one that 
a sample casual measurement of the heart rate is of 
little significance. The recognition of this fact is not 
new ; consciously or unconsciously it is given due weight 
by every experienced clinician. But a quantitative 
knowledge of the extent of these fluctuations is lacking. 

By the employment of the cardiotachometer these 
facts can now be established. It is possible to study 
anew the question: What is the normal heart rate, and 
under what conditions must it be measured? It is 
possible for the first time to learn the range of varia- 
bility of the heart rate in any individual under the cir- 
cumstances of everyday life, or under certain arbitrary 
test conditions. It is possible for the first time to record 
the actual number of contractions of the heart during

twenty-four hours, or any other period of time, with a 
view to gaining an insight into this phase of the work 
of the heart. It is possible to study the heart rate dur- 
ing sleep, a time when it is least affected by extrinsic 
stimulli. 

It is our purpose in this communication to report 
preliminary observations on subjects with normal and 
abnormal circulations, and to indicate some of the many 
problems arising therefrom. 


METHOD 


The record was begun, as a rule, in the late afternoon 
and was continued without interruption until the fol- 
lowing morning after breakfast. Physicians on the 
house staff served as normal male subjects. The appa- 
ratus was placed in one of the bedrooms in the physi- 
cians’ quarters at the hospital, and the observations 
were made there. This was done to avoid possible 
disturbances of sleep due to unfamiliar surroundings. 
Nurses who volunteered their services for the normal 
female series were observed in the nurses’ infirmary. 
Patients were placed in single rooms adjacent to the 
wards. In the earlier experiments the cardiotachometer 
was in the same room with the subject. Later longer 
wires leading from the patient to the machine were used, 
and the latter was placed outside the room so that the 
subject could not observe its operation. Readings of 
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the counter were made at varying intervals, sometimes 
every minute, sometimes every half hour or every hour, 
during the whole run. The heart rate for each interval 
was calculated by dividing the total number of beats 
by the time. The graphic record was carefully inspected 
to verify the accuracy of the counter readings. If there 
were a few false registrations, a correction for them 
was made. If, as happened occasionally, the graphic 
record showed many inaccuracies over certain time 
intervals, this portion of the record was discarded. 

With only one instrument and with the necessity of 
staying up all night to note the readings, the accumu- 
lation of data has been slow. We now have three 
instruments at our disposal and shall soon be able to 
report in greater detail on a much larger number of 
Cases. 
NORMAL HEART RATE 

Kighty years ago, Volkmann ® tried to establish the 
normal heart rate. The pulse was counted before the 
noon meal with the subject in a_ sitting position. 
Males and females were not listed separately, although 
Volkmann noted that the rate in females was more

of 20 and 40 had an average rate of 71.6, with a maxi- 
mum of 104 and a minimum of 41. These observations 
have remained classic and are still accepted as standard 
in the literature. In 1910, Korosy * counted the pulse of 
255 soldiers between the ages of 20 and 24, early in the 
morning, immediately after awakening and before they 
got out of bed, and found an average rate of 63.3, with 
a maximum of 108 and a minimum of 42. The lower 
average is due to the fact that the observations were 
made under more uniform conditions with stimuli that 
might react on the heart largely eliminated. This rate 
corresponds to what is now called the basal pulse rate ; 
i. e., the pulse rate with the subject in the postabsorptive 
and resting state. Measurements of the basal pulse rate 
have become numerous in the past ten years as a result 
of the great popularity of the basal metabolism test. 
The fundamental work has been done by Benedict and 
his co-workers. The accumulated data have been well 
summarized by Sutliff and Holt,® who report that the 
average basal pulse rate in adults aged from 20 to 
40 years is 62 for males and 69 for females. The 
variations are less than in Volkmann’s tables. Rates 
under 50 and over 80 are decidedly uncommon in males, 
and rates under 55 and over 90 are rare in females.

The difference between Volkmann’s figures and those 
obtained under basal conditions, as well as the wide 
range in rate of different persons even under basal 
conditions, emphasizes the difficulty of establishing 
standard heart rates. Even in the same person under 
basal conditions there is a considerable fluctuation of 
heart frequency from moment to moment. Bleuler and 
Lehmann °* counted the pulse of a fasting subject lying

in bed, every five to ten minutes from 8:25 a. m. to 
8:12 p. m., and found that the rate varied from 49 to 
54, or 5 per cent above and below the average. They 
attributed these variations in pulse rate to salina 
sensations from the gastro-intestinal tract. Aulo 7 noted 
a gradual fall of pulse rate during rest to a level 
reached after from eighty to 100 minutes. At what

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appeared to be complete rest. with a curve the average 
point of which remained constant at about 50 beats a 
minute, variations continued to occur from minute to 
minute as great as 10 per cent above and below the 
average. Benedict and Carpenter * reached the conclu- 
sion that “there is no normal pulse rate which can be 
accurately referred to in all cases even with the same 
individual.” 

The wide range in the heart rate of normal persons 
under ordinary physical activity over a period of many

hours is well shown in charts 1, 2 and 3. These curves 
have been plotted from readings made with the cardio- 
tachometer during the whole period of observation 
The horizontal lines represent the average rate for the 
indicated periods of time. Only the general trend of 
the curves is significant. The degree of irregularity of 
the curves—that is, the number of peaks that appear— 
depends on the frequency with which readings are 
inade. The shorter the time intervals on the abscissa, 
the more irregular the curve. The accompanying table 
is the protocol of chart 2. 

The basal heart rate is lower and less variable than 
the heart rate measured under less standardized condi- 
tions, because many factors that affect the heart rate 
are eliminated in the postabsorptive resting state. Dur- 
ing sleep these stimuli are at a minimum, and it would 
secm that the heart or pulse rate during natural sleep 
would be still lower and still more constant and would 
indicate more truly the actual state of the heart. 

Few accurate measurements of the heart rate during 
sleep have been reported. Klewitz ® tied a stethoscope 
bell to the chest of the subject, and from it led a long 
rubber tube through a hole in the wall to an adjacent 
room. He was thus able to count the heart beats with- 
out disturbing the patient. His observations were made 
on twenty normal persons who were kept in bed during 
the whole period of observation. The average rate 
during the day was 74.1, during sleep 53.3. The low- 
est sleeping rate was 43, the highest» 80. Klewitz 
found that the depth of sleep did not affect the heart 
rate and that absolute rest at night might be accom- 
panied by rates as low as those observed during sleep. 

Klewitz’s method is not a sure one because, as actual 


trial has demonstrated to us, the stethoscope is apt to 


be dislodged by movements of the patient, or the tube 
may become kinked. Moreover, he was able to obtain 
only sample readings from time to time and restricted 
his observations to, the hours of 11 p. m. to 1 a. m. and 
4to5a.m. We have continuous counts of the actual

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number of heart beats during the whole sleeping and 
waking hours, and thus are able to draw a more accu- 
rate picture of what occurs. At this time we do not 
wish to present average figures for the heart rate dur- 
ing sleep on the basis of our scanty early observations. 
We shall soon have available accurate data on more 
than 100 normal persons. It will suffice to point out 
that the minimum heart rate during sleep ranges 
roughly from 40 to 55 beats a minute in males and 
about 10 beats higher in females. We have studied 
some normal persons whose rate dropped as low as 36 
to 39 during sleep, and others in whom it did not go 
below 75. In no case was the minimum rate above 75. 
A good deal, we believe, depends on the soundness of 
the sleep and the degree to which disturbing influences 
can be eliminated. The subject must become accus- 
tomed to the routine of the experiment and to sleeping 
in a strange room and bed. Observation of the same 
person on successive nights will show lower heart rates 
during the second and third nights. The sleeping rate 
is less variable, however, than the waking rate and even 
than the basal rate. 

The heart rate during sleep, therefore, is the best 
available index of the chronotropic activity of the heart 
itself. The multitude of stimuli that influence the heart 
rate reflexly over the nervous pathways to the heart are 
to a large extent eliminated. For the establishment of 
standard normal heart rates, observations of sleeping 
subjects are the most valuable. Conversely, because of 
the close relationship between heart rate and sleep, an 
investigation of the heart’s action in sleeping persons 
is an important approach to the study of the obscure 
field of the physiology of sleep. 

In clinical medicine great value attaches to a knowl- 
edge of the heart rate during sleep, particularly in 
patients with rapid heart action. Tachycardia may be 
determined by increased metabolism, as in exophthalmic 
goiter or in fever; it may arise from injury to the heart 
itself ; it may be an adaptation to increased work placed 
on the heart, or it may be only a manifestation of 
increased reflex excitability of the heart due either to 
an exaggerated sensitivity of its nervous pathways or

to an unusual number or intensity of the peripheral or 
visceral stimuli that reflexly affect these nervous path- 
ways. During sleep the influence of the first three of 
these several factors will be but little diminished, 
whereas the increased reflex stimulation of the heart is. 
greatly reduced. In other words, the heart rate during 
sleep is an index of the speed at which the heart must 
beat to meet the physiologic needs of the individual, 
unobscured by the superimposed accretions in rate due 
to influences acting primarily through the cardiac 
nervous pathways. 
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FUNCTIONAL SINUS TACHYCARDIAS 

Functional sinus tachycardia is shown graphically in 
the simple functional tachycardias. One frequently sees 
persons with heart rates ranging from 90 to 110 when 
they are up and about, and it is often difficult to know 
whether or not this is indicative of disease. The con- 
dition is encountered most commonly in the syndrome 
of neurocirculatory asthenia, which had such a high 
incidence among soldiers during the war. The patients 
may complain of palpitation, shortness of breath and

precordial pain, and whenever they are examined they 
exhibit rapid heart rates, As a rule they perspire freely, 
and have tremor of the hands and marked vasomotor 
instability. In civil life this syndrome is found most 
often in persons with a constitutional nervous instabil- 
ity who have, in addition, an anxiety neurosis. It is 
also common during convalescence from acute infec- 
tious diseases, such as pneumonia, influenza and 
typhoid. It is a problem in each case to decide whether 
the symptoms are due to exophthalmic goiter, to a true 
myocarditis, or to a functional disturbance. In life 
insurance examinations the interpretation of an accel- 
erated pulse rate is often difficult. 

In these cases the study of the heart rate during 
sleep by means of the cardiotachometer is of inesti- 
mable value (charts 4, 5 and 6). It may be set up as 
a rule that whenever the tachycardia is functional, that 
is, whenever it is determined by increased excitability 
of the heart to emotional and other reflex stimuli, it 
will disappear during sleep.'® We should like to leave 
open the question whether the heart rate in these 
patients sinks to the same low levels as in the more 
phlegmatic type of individual. 

EXOPHTHALMIC GOITER 

In true exophthalmic goiter the picture is a different 
one. Several factors are responsible for the rapid heart 
rate in this condition: the increased metabolism, the 
action of the dilated thyroid arteries and veins as an 
arteriovenous shunt,'! and the increased irritability of 
the heart or, rather, of its nervous pathways. The 
increased metabolism indicates a greater oxygen con- 
sumption by the body, so that the blood must flow 
faster to carry a larger quantity of oxygen per minute 
from the lungs to the tissues. The tachycardia is a 
response of the heart to this need and will therefore 
persist even during sleep. Because of the increased 
excitability or responsiveness of the heart to emotional 
and other stimuli which are active particularly during 
the waking hours, a neurogenic tachycardia is super- 
imposed on the basic acceleration, One would expect, 
therefore, some drop in heart rate but nevertheless a

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persistence of tachycardia during sleep, the latter paral- 
leling the increased metabolism. Actual -observation 
supports these theoretical considerations... A »woman 
with exophthalmic goiter and a basal. metabolism. of 
+ 70 exhibited a heart rate of from 140 to 160 during 
waking hours, and during sleep the rate never dropped 
below 120. In another woman with.a basal rate of 
-++ 30, the heart rate ranged from 109 to 142 during 
the day and dropped to 98 during sleep (chart 7). 
Exophthalmic goiter, therefore, is characterized by a 
persistence of the tachycardia during sleep. 

We believe that the heart rate during sound sleep is 
a better test of the degree of activity of a given case 
of exophthalmic goiter than is the basal metabolism 
test. It is less subject to error and less influenced by 
the emotional state of the patient. 


MYOCARDITIS 


We have already mentioned that a functional tachy- 
cardia during convalescence from acute infectious dis- 
ease is difficult to distinguish clinically from a rapid 
heart rate caused by a true myocarditis. Here, again, 
the study of the heart rate during sleep by means of 
the cardiotachometer is of great help. 

In the presence of a true myocarditis the heart rate 
during sleep is rapid. This observation is of great 
assistance in the treatment of patients with rheumatic 
fever. The frequency with which the heart is involved 
in this disease gives rise to great concern in every case. 
In children, in particular, there may be no signs point- 
ing to cardiac infection save a rapid heart rate. It is 
most important, therefore, to determine in any particu- 
lar case whether or not such a tachycardia is significant. 
This can best be accomplished by ascertaining the heart 
rate during sleep. As a guide during convalescence 
from rheumatic myocarditis, this determination is also 
of great value. 

Chart 8 shows the heart rate curve of a girl, aged 10, 
with an old rheumatic mitral stenosis and aortic insufii- 
ciency. Six days before the record “was taken she 
became febrile, the temperature ranging around 101 I. 
Joint manifestations, sore throat aud other objective 
signs of rheumatic infection were absent, except for 
fever, tachycardia and a slight leukocytosis. The heart 
rate dropped very little during sleep; at no time was it 
below 103. Before this febrile episode the patient had

a waking rate of from 80 to 90. The evidence there- 
fore pointed to a rheumatic carditis, a conclusion that 
was substantiated by the subsequent .course of~ the 
illness. 
CARDIAC INSUFFICIENCY 

In patients with cardiac insufficiency, the same phe- 
nomenon is observed. The heart rate, which is usually 
rapid, does not drop to the same low figures as in nor- 
mal persons. For instance, a womarr-with hypertension 
and secondary heart failure, with edema and_hydro- 
thorax, had a heart rate of from 93 to-131 during-the 
day. During sleep the rate did not drop below 92. A 
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number of other cases have shown similar reactions. 
Klewitz ° made like observations. This persistent rapid 
heart rate is of real diagnostic value in many instances. 
Not uncommonly one encounters patients with valvular 
heart disease and symptoms such as dyspnea, palpita- 
tion and precordial pain, which: may indicate either 
myocardial insufficiency or only a superadded functional 
derangement similar to neurocirculatory asthenia. Here

the heart rate during sleep may give invaluable infor- 
ma'ion; a drop in rate below 70 would speak against 
car: iac insufficiency. 

l‘atients with advanced mitral stenosis but without 
heart failure form an exception to this generalization. 
In them a persistent moderate tachycardia seems to 
compensate for the diminished blood flow through the 
mitral valve. 

‘This is illustrated in chart 9, the rate curve of a girl, 
age! 19, who had acquired a valvular lesion four years 
prcviously, following an attack of chorea. She had a 
rather advanced mitral stenosis, and complained chiefly 
of palpitation. The heart rate was very labile, and 
usually rapid. There was acrocyanosis. The lungs 
were Clear, the liver was not enlarged, and there was 
no edema or evidence of active rheumatic infection. 
The record exhibits the rapid, labile rate, as well as 
the relatively slight drop during sleep to only 86. 


AURICULAR FIBRILLATION 


Among the most interesting patients whom we have 
studied are those with auricular fibrillation. In all the 
other cases that have been discussed there was a normal 
sinus rhythm, and it was to be expected that the heart 
would react to nervous impulses reaching the pace- 
maker of the heart—the sino-auricular node. In 
auricular fibrillation the action of the pacemaker is 
abolished and the ventricular rate is determined by the 
number of impulses that reach the ventricles from the 
auricles, fibrillating at a rate of about 450 a minute. 
Yet here, too, there seerns to be as immediate a nervous 
control as in patients with sinus rhythm. 

This is well shown in chart 10, the record of a 
woman, aged 46, with rheumatic mitral stenosis and 
insufficiency, auricular fibrillation and a moderate 
degree of heart failure. She was a high strung ner- 
vous woman who had received 51 cc. of tincture of 
digitalis in the fifteen days preceding the test. We 
have many other observations duplicating this one, 
which are being published elsewhere,’* and which may 
be briefly summarized.

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The ventricular rate in patients with auricular fibril- 
lation is more variable than the normal heart rate, and 
responds particularly to emotional stimuli and to bodily 
effort. A dose of digitalis that may be adequate to slow 
the ventricles while the patient is resting in bed may be 
insufficient to keep down the rate when the patient is 
up and about. In patients in whom calculated body 
weight doses of digitalis do not produce adequate ven- 
tricular slowing, the heart during sleep may show a 
slow rate. This suggests that in these patients the 
ventricular rate is peculiarly subject to nervous control 
and that in them sedative treatment may efficiently 
supplement the action of digitalis. 

So far we have spoken only in terms of heart rate. 
With the aid of the cardiotachometer, one can record 
the actual number of systoles of the heart during the 
twenty-four hours, and so study one phase of its work. 
The case illustrated in chart 5 may be taken as an 
example. While up and about for six hours and fifty- 
four minutes in the evening and in the morning, the 
subjected registered 41,490 heart beats. During the 
six hours and forty-eight minutes of sleep, the heart 
beat only 31,790 times. There was thus a saving of 
9,700 beats, or a reduction by almost one fourth. A 
man with auricular fibrillation and rapidly beating ven- 
tricles had by actual count 63,894 ventricular systoles 
during eight waking hours, and 50,357 during eight 
sleeping hours—a difference of 13,537. Such data give 
quantitative expression to the great value of rest and 
sleep in the treatment of heart disease. 


SUMMARY 
It is possible to study the heart rate by means of 
the cardiotachometer, which is an instrument that auto- 
matically counts and records the ventricular beats while 
the subject follows his usual activities. The tremen- 
dous variability of the normal heart rate, as well as its

marked reduction and relative stability during sleep, 
have been demonstrated by such study. In exophthal- 
mic goiter, in the presence of cardiac insufficiency, of 
active myocarditis, and at times in mitral stenosis, the 
drop in rate during sleep is greatly diminished. This 
may serve as a valuable aid in diagnosis, particularly 
since patients with neurogenic tachycardia, whose con- 
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dition may often be confused with one of these dis- 
orders, show a decided lowering of heart rate during 
sleep. Patients with auricular fibrillation show a 
marked instability of ventricular rate, and the observa- 
tions suggest that neurogenic factors are of great 
importance in determining the ventricular rate in cer- 
tain of them. These neurogenic factors in the tachy- 
cardia of auricular fibrillation cannot be controlled by 
digitalis alone. 

Studies with the cardiotachometer will throw new 
light on many physiologic and clinical problems.

REMOVING BLOOD CLOTS 
BLADDER 


METHOD FOR 
FROM THE URINARY

Many practitioners and all urologists are familiar with the 
difficult problem of removing clotted blood from the urinary 
bladder; the larger clots clog the fenestrum of any instrument 
passed into the bladder through the urethra, preventing the 
bladder contents from being evacuated through an instrument 
of very large caliber, regardless of the expulsive efforts of the 
bladder detrusor, even when aided by the voluntary abdominal 
muscular efforts of the patient. 

A method which I have used for some time has enabled me 
to empty the bladder completely and in a few minutes of a 
large quantity of clotted blood. The instruments required are 
in the armamentarium of all urologists, with the addition of a 
small wire curet which is simple to construct. 

The wire curet consists of a small loop on one end of the 
wire which will fit easily into the instrument, this loop being 
at right angles to the wire shaft. The wire should be of about 
14 gage steel wire. 

A size 24 F. double catheterizing Brown-Buerger cystoscopic 
sheath is passed into the bladder through the urethra and the 
obturator is withdrawn. If the bladder is greatly distended 
with blood clots and urine, the clots will be forced into the 
fenestrum; in many instances the bladder will force the clotted 
blood out through the cystoscopic sheath. If the clots are large 
and clog the fenestrum, the wire loop curet is inserted into the 
sheath and the clots are curetted into the sheath; this breaks 
the clots into smaller pieces and allows the bladder contractions 
to force the contents through the instrument. The bladder is 
irrigated with sterile water until all clots are removed. It may 
be necessary to curet the clots which engage in the fenestrum 
of the sheath several times during the repeated irrigations before 
all clots are removed.

In patients with clots which have become partially organized 
or have been in the bladder several days, the instillation into 
the bladder of a papain solution, which is allowed to remain 
in the bladder for thirty minutes before an attempt is made 
to remove the clots, will aid materially in causing the dis- 
integration of the clots. I have also used the papain solution 
to remove large tenacious plugs of mucus from the bladder,

NEW FORM OF PATELLA’ CLAMP * 


C. Kennetu Cook, M.D., Mapison, Wis. 


Transverse fractures of the patella often give considerable 
difficulty in approximation of the fragments. This is especially 
true in fractures which are not of recent origin. In order to 
facilitate the approximation in such cases, I have found the 
patella clamp of great assistance. 

This instrument is small, strong, simple in operation and very 
easy to use. The single prong is placed through the tendon 
above the patella and in direct contact with the fragment. The 
clamp is fully opened and the double prong is placed in similar 
position against the lower fragment. With the prongs in such 
a position, the thumb screw is tightened and the fragments are 
approximated. A slight downward pressure is sometimes neves- 
sary in order to keep the fragments from everting during the 
closure of the clamp. 

Hairline approximation is often possible in. recent. fractures 
and any satisfactory approximation can be maintained. It is 
possible to suture or wire the patella between the prongs of 
the clamps in most cases. When the fragments are fixed in 
position, the clamp is loosened by turning the thumb screw and

the prongs are removed. The swivel joint, on which the prongs 
are mounted, allows the pressure to be applied in a straight line 
during the closure of the instrument. 

This clamp has also been practical in‘ maintaining the frag- 
ments of an oblique fracture of the tibia while a vanadium plate 
was applied in an open reduction. Other similar uses may 
suggest themselves. 





DIABETIC IDENTIFICATION CARD * 
H. J. Joun, M.D., CLevetanp 


Not infrequently one reads of an accident or mishap which 
has befallen a diabetic patient when he has had an unexpected 
insulin reaction. He may have become unconscious and been 
picked up by the police, hauled to court and charged with 
drunkenness; or he may suddenly have become ill while driving 
an automobile and may have had an attack of double vision, 
thus becoming a menace to traffic. Again, a diabetic person 
may be the victim of an accident and be rushed to a hospital, 
where an emergency operation is performed without the cus- 
tomary precautions that would ordinarily be taken in operating 
in the presence of diabetes. When this occurs, it is unfair not 
only to the patient but also to the physician in charge of his 
case, for if the latter knew that the patient was diabetic he 
would not give him an ether anesthetic, and would, moreover, 
take every precaution to safeguard him. The attending physi 
cian is not to blame for an unfortunate outcome in such a case, 
for in an emergency one cannot lose time but must act, quickly. 
Another possibility is that a diabetic patient may hecome y uncon

AN AID TO DETERMINATION OF CONDITION OF 
THE FETAL HEART DURING LABOR 


JoserpH L. Baer, M.D., Cuicaco 


Constant observation of fetal heart tones, especially in second 
Stage labor, is generally accepted as fundamental in the proper 
conduct of labor. 

When any portion of the scalp becomes visible in cephalic 
delivery, whether spontaneous or instrumental, I find the capil- 
lary circulation in the scalp a useful index of the presence and 
quality of the fetal circulation. Intermittent finger pressure 
with the consequent blanching and more or less rapid return 
of color affords a reliable criterion of the condition of the fetal 
heart. This sign, as far as I am aware, has not been described. 

The scalp is usually quite wrinkled, covered with mucus and 
sometimes very hairy. Virgorous wiping, however, exposes the 
skin and reveals the capillary color change plainly. This is 
true even in the presence of a marked caput succedaneum. 

The control of the fetal heart tones has been made easy by 
the use of the head stethoscope, but some derangement of the 
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sterile linens is required, and if the examination is done by the 
operator his attention is taken from the delivery. 

For those who do spontaneous deliveries in the lateral position, 
the index described here is much easier than the use of the 
stethoscope.

TREATMENT OF UNDULANT FEVER WITH ACRIFLAVINE 


Artuur M. Horrman, M.D., Los ANGELES 


The treatment of undulant fever is still empiric. Symptomatic 
treatment can do nothing to shorten the usual duration, which 
varies from six weeks to eighteen months. As the economic 
loss from a disease producing disability for any such length 
of time is considerable, any method which tends to shorten 
that period should be of value. Vaccine therapy has been 
attempted with varying results. Reports by Chiriaco,’ Gaté and 
Billa,’ Fiessinger and Blum,* Alfred Coury,‘ Keefer,’ and 
Guiffre, are far from encouraging. Too often, no effect what- 
ever on the course of the disease is noted. Colloidal metals 
have been used, as reported by Souleipe* and by Chierici.* 
Mercurochrome-220 soluble has been used by Ross and Martin’ 
and by Todd” with indifferent success. Izar and Mastroeni™ 
in 1927 found that acriflavine dyes have considerable bactericidal 
influence on Brucella melitensis in vitro. In November, 1927,” 
they reported favorable results by the intravenous injection of 
0.01 Gm. per kilogram of body weight of acriflavine (acriflavine

hydrochloride). Two or three injections were given. They 
felt that, in addition to the bactericidal action, there may be 
some vaccinating action by killed germs because of the increased 
agglutinating power in the blood of patients. In October, 1928, 
Darré and Laffaille* reported a case cured by the injection 
of acriflavine. No reports in this country have been made. 
Acriflavine therapy was therefore attempted in two cases under 
observation since January, 1929, and the success in terminating 
the fever prompts this report. Dr. Karl Meyer ™ feels that the 
drug should be used in any case with the hope of proving or 
disproving its value. He is now planning to conduct a number 
of experiments on monkeys in which acriflavine will be used. 

The following case demonstrates the natural course of the 
disease in one of its short phases. 

CasE 1.—A. L., a man, aged 57, a railroad engineer, entered 
the Santa Fe Hospital, Los Angeles, Aug. 13, 1928, from 
Phoenix, Ariz., with the complaint of fever and night sweats 
of two weeks’ duration. The fever had come on suddenly

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following exposure and had risen daily to about 102 F. He had 
a slight cough but no expectoration. He had been drinking 
raw milk from a dairy in Phoenix. He had never tasted goat’s 
milk. Physical examination did not reveal anything abnormal 
except a moderately enlarged spleen. The temperature record 
for his hospital stay is shown in chart 1. The urine showed a 
trace of albumin. Roentgen examination of his chest was nega- 
.ive for pulmonary disease. Smears for malaria were negative. 
There were 6,500 leukocytes, with 57 per cent polymorphonuclear 
neutrophils, 36 per cent lymphocytes, 5 per cent large mono- 
nuclears and 2 per cent cosinonhi!s. A Widal test gave a 
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March 13, three days after the second injection, a third: intra- 
venous dose of 0.4 Gm. was given. The temperature was down 
to 99 F. within three days and has remained at 98.6 to date, 
The spleen could not be felt after Marchi17. The- patient has 
been up and has been healthy to date. A recheck to see the 
effect on the agglutinating power of the blood, March 28 
demonstrated a drop from the 1: 640 dilution originally reported 
to 1:320 with Brucella aborius and 1:160 with Brucella 
melitensis.

negative reaction in dilutions of from 1:20 to 1: 320. A blood 
culture was taken on the day of admission—the fourteenth day 
of his disease. On the seventh day of growth, the culture was 
positive for Brucella abortus, as was confirmed by Dr. Karl 
Meyer, director of the Hooper Foundation for Medical Research 
at San Francisco. In the week the blood culture was growing, 
and before the organism had been isolated, blood had been 
sent for agglutination and was reported positive for Brucella 
melitensis in a dilution of 1:640. A vaccine was made from 
the organism isolated from the patient, but by the time it was 
ready to be administered the patient's fever had subsided. His 
fever had lasted in all eight weeks. His hospitalization was 
for just eight weeks. Since his discharge from the hospital, 
October 13, he has remained fever free. 

Case 1 is reported as an instance ot the spontaneous remis- 
sion of the fever in a relatively short period. It remains as a 
challenge to any type of therapeutic endeavor to shorten the 
course of the disease. 

The following case record is one in which acriflavine appar- 
ently was the cause of a remarkable cessation of fever: 

Case 2.—Mrs. R. J. F., aged 27, a housewife, of Los Angeles, 
seen, Feb. 28, 1929, had been having chills and fever since 
February 1. Night sweats were the rule. She felt well enough 
except for the fever, chills and night sweats. She had remained 
in bed two weeks previous to 
my seeing her, and had been up 
and about with fever the two 
weeks preceding that. She had 
been drinking large quantities of 
raw milk from a_ small local 
dairy for some months. Physi- 
cal examination did not reveal 
any pathologic condition except 
a spleen felt two fingerbreadths 
below the left costal margin. 
It was slightly tender. Her 
temperature record is shown in 
chart 2. Two leukocyte counts, a week apart, demonstrated 
4.200 and 4,500 white cells, respectively, with normal differential 
counts. Smears for malaria were negative. 

Blood teken February 28 for a Widal test was negative with 
dilutions of serum of from 1:20 to 1:640. <A blood culture 
remained free from growth on plates and on broth. Agglu- 
tination was positive in a 1:640 dilution of serum against 
Brucella organisms. !

was only a very slight cough and expectoration was largely 
saliva. He had been drinking raw milk from a large city dairy 
but had never tasted goat’s milk.

Physical examination was essentially normal at 
all times. His temperature record for the time under observa- 
tion is given in chart 3. How high his temperature was in ‘he 
five weeks before observation is not known. The urine showed 
a faint trace of albumin. - His leukocytes numbered 7,000 arid 
9,800, with 63 per cent polymorphonuclear neutrophils, 31 »ér 
cent lymphocytes, and 6 per cent large mononuclear Cells. ‘| he 
Widal reaction was negative. The blood smear was negative 
for malaria. Blood culture remained sterile. Examination of 
the sputum failed to reveal tubercle bacilli, and’a roentgenogram 
of the chest did not reveal a pulmonary ‘pathologic condition. 
Nose and throat and genito-urinary consultants could not ‘ind 
any cause for the fever. 

February 19, two weeks after admission, the blood showe:i a 
positive agglutination with Brucella organisms in a dilution of * 
1: 640. 

3ecause of the general trend of the temperature curve. it 
was felt that the patient would soon be fever -free; and the 
acriflavine was withheld until March 7, after a return of fever 
to 100 F. for several days. The patient received 0.2, 0.3 and. 
0.4 Gm. of acriflavine base intravenously, March 7, 9 and 12,

respectively. With each injection, he had a moderate though 
distressing reaction while the injection was being administered. 
The slower the rate of injection, the less distress. Follow- 
ing the second injection, the temperature dropped to 98.6 F. for 
the first time_under observation. With the exception of two 
days one week later at 99.4 and 99.2, it has remained normal 
to date. He was discharged from the hospital, March 28, and 
has been working to date. Blood taken on the day of discharge 
showed an agglutination of 1:320 to Brucella melitensis and 
1:640 against Brucella abortus. The original titer had been 


1: 640. 
It was felt that the duration of the disease in this patient had 
been considerably shortened. J j 
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CONCLUSION 

With the rapidly increasing recognition of undulant fever in 
the United States, any method of treatment that will shorten 
the duration of the disease without doing harm should certainly 
be of value. It is with the hope that more cases will be treated 
with acriflavine in an attempt to prove or disprove its value 
that these cases have been reported. Acriflavine, if given 
properly, can do no harm. In the dosage attempted, it did abort 
what apparently would have been ‘prolonged sieges of undulant 
fever.

A NEW TYPE OF SPLINT FOR FRACTURES OF BONES 
OF THE HAND

In industrial practice, one is often confronted with injuries 
that are serious enough to hamper the workman’s efficiency 
but not quite sufficient to keep him from work the prescribed 
lev sth of time. An example of such an injury is a fracture of 
a carpal or metacarpal bone. It has been my custom, after

reduction of such fractures, to splint them by yucca board or 
tongue blade, and after two weeks to begin motion. The patient 
usually begins work before he should. 


CONSTRUCTION OF SPLINT 


Recently, a patient with mechanical ability devised a splint 
that I have been using since with excellent success. The splint 
is composed of an old kid glove, cut out at the fingers (except 
for the finger or fingers involved). On the outside of the 
glove a thin pocket of leather is sewed, the size of which is 
dependent on the area to be immobilized. Into these pockets 
are slipped cartridges of thin sole shoe leather, one-eighth inch 
thick. The glove is then split on the side and eyelets are placed, 
incorporating the shoe lace idea. A shoe string then laces this 
side to the desired tension. 

Such a splint allows for comfort and immobiliz.tion and is 
the closest thing to an ideal splint that I have found.

REPORT. W. A. Puckner, Secretary. 


KERASOL AND KERAPHEN NOT 
ACCEPTABLE FOR N. N. R. 


In the advertising of the Picker X-Ray Corporation, acting as 
distributor for the Kerasol Chemical Company, New York, 
the term “Kerasol” is applied to tetraiodophenolphthalein 
sodium and to capsules containing the drug. The “Kerasol 
Capsules” are claimed to resist the action of the gastric juice, 
but the character of the enteric coating that is used is not 
declared. 

Under the name “Keraphen,” with “Soluble Kerasol” as a 
synonym, the Picker X-Ray Corporation (as distributor for the 
Kerasol Chemical Corporation) markets a mixture of tetra- 
iodophenolphthalein sodium and tartaric acid. In the infor- 
mation furnished the Council this mixture was stated to be 
composed of: “Acid tartaric 5; Saccharium alb. 20; Sod. 
Tetraiodophenolphthalein 25 ;. Saccharium Lactis 50; Al. menth. 
pp. q. s.” 

In the information furnished the Council, it’ was stated that 
when the mixture is treated with water, the sodium tetraiodo- 
phenolphthalein is converted into sodium tetraiodophthalophenon. 

According to the trade package, “Keraphen” is “tetraiodo- 
phthalophenon.” In the advertising “Keraphen” is referred 
to as “A Soluble, Pleasant Form of Tetraiodophthalophenon 
for oral administration” and the claim is advanced that the oral 
administration of tetraiodophenolphthalein has been “solved 
through the creation of Keraphen.” While the statements made 
by the firm in regard to the compound formed when “Keraphen” 
is treated with water are somewhat ambiguous, and while the 
firm did not supply the information on this point which was 
requested, the A. M. A. Chemical Laboratory reports that from 
a stoichiometrical calculation and from the appearance of the 
mixture which results on the addition of water it is evident 
that the well known colorless insoluble tetraiodophenolphthalein 
(tetraiododihydroxyphthalophenon) is formed. It is evident, 
therefore, that in the preparation of Keraphen no new principle 
is involved. Thus the decomposition of tetraiodophenolphthalein 
sodium by acids is referred to in the description of the proper- 
ties of tetiothalein sodium which appears in New and Nonofficial 
Remedies. The reaction has also been made use of in the 
administration of tetraiodophenolphthalein sodium in grape 
juice by Levy and Aron (New York State J. Med., March 1, 
1928, p. 264). 

To avoid the confusion that is caused by the application of 
different names to the same substance, the Council does not 
recognize proprietary names unless they are applied by the 
discoverer of an article or by the one who discovers its 
therapeutic use, or with his consent. When the marketing of 
a product becomes open to general competition, the Council 
attempts to coin a convenient title for it, adopts this as the 
N. N. R. name, and then accepts the marketed brands only if 
they are offered under the N. N. R. name or the descriptive 
chemical name. In the case of tetraiodophenolphthalein sodium 
the Council adopted the contracted name tetiothalein sodium 
and adopted tests and standards for the control of products 
admitted to New and Nonofficial Remedies. 

Since the Picker X-Ray Corporation and the Kerasol Chem- 
ical Corporation are not the discoverers of tetraiodophenol- 
phthalein sodium and since the marketing of this chemical in 
the form of capsules or in admixture with tartaric acid is not 
the discovery of these firms, nor of such fundamental importance 
as to justify the application of special names, the Council 
declared Kerasol and Keraphen inadmissible to New and 
Nonofficial Remedies. 
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IODINE AND GOITER 

The view that a deficiency of iodine in the diet is 
the chief factor in the etiology of simple thyroid 
enlargement has become well established by repeated 
prophylaxis and cures, both in 
experimental animals and in man. Although attention 
was definitely fixed on the role of iodine by Baumann’s 
discovery in 1895 that in the 
thyroid gland in organic combination, iodine-containing 
materials such as sea salt and the ashes of sponges

this element occurs 


and of sea weeds are ancient remedies for simple 
goiter. Through the combined efforts of various 
investigators both in this country and abroad, a series 
of apparently dissimilar diseases has been related to 
a deficiency of iodine in the food, which, in turn, can 
be correlated with the paucity of this element in the 
rocks and soil of the locality in question. As might 
be expected, then, simple goiter in man is, to a striking 
extent, regional in occurrence, certain places, such as 
the eastern sea coast, being comparatively free from the 
disease, while other localities, such as the Great Lakes 
basin, are known for the high incidence of thyroid 
enlargement. 

The mode of action of iodine in the organism 1s not 
entirely clear. The minute quantity of this substatce 
involved in the metabolism of the thyroid has made 
analytic procedures difficult to carry out. However, 
through the combining of known facts of goiter inci- 
dence with such metabolic studies as are possible, 
knowledge of significance has been obtained. Investi- 
gations of this nature have been recently reported by 
Lunde? in Oslo. He points out that, contrary to 
statements that have appeared in the literature, endemic 
goiter can be found in certain regions in Norway, a 
sea-swept country where one would least expect it. 
Proceeding on the principle that, in a person in iodine 
equilibrium, the output of iodine in the urine is an 
index of the amount of iodine absorbed, he investi- 
gated the excretion of iodine in a considerable number 


of men. They were chosen from districts in which 
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goiter was prevalent but did not themselves have 
enlarged thyroid glands. The concentration of iodine 
in the urine was found to be influenced markedly by 
the use of sea fish in the dietary. When the persons 
studied were given a controlled diet not containing 
fish, the analyses showed that there was an inverse 
proportion between the incidence of goiter in the youth 
of the region and the concentration of urinary iodine 
of nongoitrous individuals of that locality. The aver- 
age iodine output in the urine was 0.040 mg. in twenty- 
four hours in a district showing a goiter incidence of 
59.7 per cent, while in a region free from goiter ihe 
iodine excretion 0.173 mg. Similar studies 
conducted in Switzerland have given parallel results, 

Since the relative concentration of iodine in the 
urine is an index of the level of body metabolism of 
this element, the correlations cited serve to emphasize 
again the essential dependence of the thyroid gland 
on iodine for its normal activity. A prolonged deii- 
ciency of this substance may from experience be 
expected to result in a hyperplasia of the gland. The 
minute traces in the food and water, as well as the small 
concentrations in the urine, indicate that the abso- 
lute requirement of the body for iodine is exceed- 
ingly small. Indeed, from this fact has developed the 
now well founded dictum of the importance of litile 
things in the diet, one of the fundamental tenets of 
the modern position on nutrition.

CITY RIOTS AND SOME OF THEIR 
SEQUELS 

Warfare in large cities always has original aspects, 
depending on such varied factors as city architecture, 
the race and its mode of fighting and, in the so-called 
more civilized countries, the efficient and prompt aid 
the survivors receive. During the three riots in 
Calcutta in 1926, 141 persons were killed, but of 511 
wounds in 124 bodies only nineteen were due to byllcis, 
so general was the use of stabbing and cutting weapons.’ 
When investigations of the injuries caused by the 
recent riots in Berlin are published, it will be interest- 
ing to see how the conditions there compared with 
those of the Vienna communistic uprisings in 1919 and 
1927. It is remarkably advantageous that Meixner,’ 
who described the peculiarities of the wounds of 
the first Vienna street fighting, should previde with 
Werkgartner® the experiences gained from studying 
the wounds of the second insurrection, which took 
place in July, 1927. This affair took place in twenty- 
four hours and yielded eighty-nine: dead, one death 
being due solely to acute dilatation of the heart. 
Authority to proceed with the postmortem examina- 
tions was not received until four or five days after the

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riot, the weather was warm and the bodies were con- 
siderably decomposed, since the icebox at the institute 
was limited to twelve bodies. There were only three 
persons to make the postmortem examinations, and 
eighty-two bodies were examined in three days. 

The work was hastily done and restricted necessarily 
to describing the bodies of. unknown persons, tracing 
and removing bullets, and ascertaining what parts were 
wounded. Sketches and photographs made at the time 
were frequently found unsatisfactory. Many Viennese 
physicians were away on vacations and more than a 
thousand wounded required care. As a result, hospital 
records were less helpful than usual. On the other 
hand, they were heavily relied on for details of the 
wounds of the more decomposed bodies. In spite of 
such difficulties, much was learned about bullet wounds. 

As in the first riot, the authorities were apprehen- 
sive and rifles were issued to the police beforehand. 
Accusations were made that the rifle cartridges con- 
tnined soft-nose dumdum bullets. This was not true, 
ulthough some of the ammunition distributed previ- 
ously for target practice had bullets only partly man- 
tied, to obviate or lessen the damage by deflection, such 
as may be caused by fully mantled bullets from acci- 
dents during such exercises. Similar charges made 
against the French during the war of 1870 had their 
‘oundation in the high velocity of missiles from the 
(hassepot rifles, and the denunciations of the Viennese 
arose from the frightful character of the wounds made 
ly the great velocity of rifle bullets fired at close range. 
| nfamiliarity with such wounds was quite general. 
‘There was little opportunity to study them during the 
\\orld War with the dead buried where they fell and 
artillery, hand grenades, machine guns and _ small 
weapons rather than rifles so generally in use. There- 
fore one result of the investigations by the pathologists 
at the institute was amazement at the severity of the 
injuries, 

When the rifle missiles passed lengthwise through 
the head, large fragments of the cranial bones opened 
up about the exit wound like the petals of a huge mature 
flower, tearing the scalp far away from the bullet path 
and hanging to the scalp. All or nearly all the cere- 
brum was often blown out and the base of the cranium 
bared. The cerebrum was entirely absent from the 
head of a young woman killed by a deflected rifle bullet 
as she was hanging out clothes on a roof. In another 
body nearly all the small bowel was stripped away from 
its mesentery; in a third the descending aorta was 
severed by a rifle bullet passing ventrally. The usual 
marks of entrance wounds were absent where the skin, 
failing to pouch in ahead of rifle bullets, had been 
cleanly cut out, carried in and dispersed along the bullet 
paths. Only three persons with head wounds lived long 
enough to arrive at a hospital; only one left the hos- 
pital alive, his head wounds being from a revolver. 
When rifle bullets made wounds in a second person 
after passing through another human being, they resem-

bled revolver wounds. In spite of immediate death, 
the scalp and brain about these large head wounds was 
the seat of considerable hemorrhage. But this also may 
have had its origin more in the strewing of blood by 
explosive violence than in heart pulsations, for on some 
of the buildings the sheaf-shaped stains from blood 
spread out and up to 9 or 10 feet above the street level. 

In eighty-seven bodies, the wounds in fifty-six were 
from in front, in twenty-nine from behind, in fifty- 
eight in the middle of the trunk or cephalad, in 
seventeen abdominal, and in thirteen of the pelvis or 
extremities. The head, neck and thorax bore most of 
the wounds. Rifle wounds outnumbered those from 
revolvers * between five and six times; of eighty-eight 
killed, the weapons used for twenty-seven were not 
determined. Fifty-five persons were found dead on 
the street, twenty-four died within thirty-four hours 
after the rioting, and, of the eleven deaths still later, 
two were from thigh wounds and gas gangrene. Four- 
teen bodies bore multiple wounds from bullet frag- 
ments. The rifle (Mannlicher) missiles were 8 mm. 
caliber, 32 mm. long, weighed 15.8 Gm., and were 
completely jacketed with the exception mentioned of 
some in the target ammunition. The revolvers had a 
caliber of 7.65 mm. 

Bullets were found in thirty-two bodies: in twenty- 
six from rifles, in the rest from revolvers. There were 
no wounds of any of the bodies from deflected revolver 
bullets. Such bullets were usually unbruised. In the 
search for bullet fragments, viscera or other tissues 
were allowed to decompose spontaneously as in the 
sludge method of sewage disposal. This was found 
particularly suitable for recovering fragments from the 
brain. In this way countless numbers of particles of 
lead as fine as poppy seed or ground meal were fre- 
quently recovered. Such detritus often left innumer- 
able long wound-paths in the tissues from the great 
speed at which they were traveling. The damage to 
the jacketed rifle missiles by collision with the stone 
and bricks of the streets and buildings had remarkable 
results. The mantle and core often separated and made 
separate wounds entering the body close together, the 
lead core passing on farther than the jacket and fre- 
quently on out of the body. Some of the lead cylinders 
after being thus set free from their metal sheaths were 
cut more or less sharply in two or three portions, and 
these making separate wounds in a single body were 
subsequently found and matched together. About some 
such fragments portions of the jacket, usually the butt 
end, remained. The mistake was made of thinking that 
the entire missile had passed on through and out of 
the body, when, as a fact, only the cylindric lead core 
had done so, more careful search revealing the jacket, 
or parts of it, still within the body. This error occurred 
in the examination of ten and possibly more bodies. 
About many of the rifle entrance wounds there were

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numerous fine or coarser wounds made by particles of 
stone or sand from street structures. 

Valuable illustrations accompany this report. It is a 
distinct contribution to knowledge of the definite char- 
acteristics possessed by wounds made by projectiles 
from modern military rifles fired at close range, but 
more especially to the features such wounds acquire 
irom the missiles being first diverted by buildings, 
pavements and other hard objects hit in street fighting. 
To these should be added the disclosure of the many 
varieties of damage the projectiles themselves sustained. 





THE “RECOVERY OXIDATION” FOLLOWING 
MUSCULAR EXERCISE 

Theories of muscular contraction and related phe- 
nomena have undergone profound revision in recent 
years. The long supported conception of the analogy 
between the work of a muscle and that of a heat engine 
has been abandoned in favor of the hypothesis that the 
contractile tissues function essentially as a sort of 
chemical engine. It has long been known that acids, 
specifically carbonic and lactic acids, are by-products 
or concomitants of muscular work. The studies of 
A. V. Hill and of Meyerhof have served to promote 
an explanation of the attendant chemical transforma- 
tions that has attained widespread vogue. It maintains 
that during muscular contraction there is a breaking 
down of glycogen into lactic acid, with liberation of 
energy. This chemical change is not a direct one; 
probably the carbohydrate is first resolved into a com- 
pound with phosphoric acid, a hexose phosphate, which 
is the direct precursor of the lactic acid. The precise 
character of the alieged “lactacidogen” is not yet satis- 
factorily elucidated. So long as there is a shortage of 
oxygen in the process, the acid accumulates and 
glycogen disappears. This is apparently what happens 
during the continuation of vigorous muscular effort 
while the supply of oxygen cannot keep pace with the 
need. Whenever, as during the succeeding periods of 
rest, oxygen again becomes relatively abundant, it 
functions to remove part of the accumulated lactic acid 
by oxidative destruction while the rest 1s reconverted 
to glycogen. According to this view, if the contrac- 
tions of muscle are at all violent as in exercise, the 
production of lactic acid is always occurring more rap- 
idly than its restoration, so that, as Hill expresses it, 
an “oxygen debt” is contracted, which has to be made 
up for during the resting period that follows. 

The phenomenon of “recovery oxidation,” which is 
generally accepted, involves certain debatable factors. 
As a recent writer! has reviewed them, for some time 
after the cessation of exercise the oxidative metabolism 
of the organism is pitched on a higher level than before 
the exercise. Evidently some stimulus to oxidative 
metabolism is brought into operation in consequence

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of exercise, the effect of which subsides slowly. The 
agent to which the role of stimulant has been assigned 
is lactic acid or, more strictly, the lactate ions. We 
are reminded further that an important point in the 
theory as developed by Hill is that the amount of excess 
oxygen consumed is taken to be a definite function of 
the quantity of lactate removed during the recovery 
process. Recovery oxidation is pictured, therefore, as 
due to the calorigenic action of lactate ions and as 
operating quantitatively to remove excess lactates from 
the exercised organism. 

Most of the foregoing hypothesis has been built up 
from experiments on animals. It is important alike in 
its bearings on muscular behavior and on the recovery 
from the fatigue resulting from exercise. The prob- 
lem has been reinvestigated by Martin, Field and 
Hall? at Stanford University under conditions of 
experimental anoxemia. The expected fairly definite 
quantitative relationship between “recovery” oxygen 
consumption and the concurrent disappearance of 
excess lactates due to exercise was not observed. The 
inference was consequently drawn by the Stanford 
physiologists that under the conditions employed by 
them the excess oxygen consumption following exer- 
cise is not determined by the amount of lactate dis- 
appearing from the body concurrently. Evidently the 
questions at issue regarding the theories of muscular 
function cannot yet be regarded as finally answered.

IODINE SURVEYS 


The high incidence of goiter in recruits from certain 
parts of the United States in the World War 
stimulated the first general iodine survey of the country. 
McClendon,’ on the theory that the iodine content of 
water was an indication of the iodine content of the 
soil with which it came in contact, compared the iodine 
content of drinking water with the number of goiter 
cases per thousand of army recruits. Roughly speak- 
ing, he found that the northern half of the country, 
which had from 5 to 111 cases of simple goiter per 
thousand recruits, contained from 1 to 22 parts of 
iodine per hundred billion parts of water, and the 
southern half, which had from 0 to 5 cases of simple 
goiter per thousand recruits, contained from 23 to 
18,470 parts of iodine per hundred billion parts of 
water. The maps of the survey which were published 
by the war department and by McClendon have been 
widely used. They have stimulated the taking of other 
iodine surveys, especially state and community surveys. 
The method of determining the iodine content used by 
McClendon was developed by him, and in 1924 he? 
published an account of his final method, which was

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believed to be the most accurate then known. A some- 
what similar method was developed by von Fellen- 
berg * in Europe, independently, at about the same 
time. These methods have been widely used and have 
proved to be reliable. Their only disadvantage was that 
they were somewhat complicated, intricate and time 
consuming. A new simplified method that has been 
described by McClendon and Remington‘ now bids 
fair to supplant the older methods. It can be used in 
determining the iodine content of foods, soil and water. 
These methods have stimulated new interest in iodine 
surveys, as evidenced by the articles of Adolph and 
Prochaska ® and of Weston and Remington ® in this 
issue Of THE JouRNAL. It is hoped that within a few 
years every state will have had a comprehensive iodine 
survey and been thoroughly charted as goitrous or 
nongoitrous. That relatively small districts in a com- 
paratively small area can be highly goitrous has been 
shown in Switzerland * and New Zealand.’ As a public 
health measure, comprehensive iodine surveys are 
iniportant ; for, with the general dissemination of infor- 
mation to the public on the relation between iodine 
metabolism and goiter, the future question about a new 
piace will not be “How is the weather?” but “How 
about goiter ?”

FOREIGN PROTEIN RETENTION 


The possibility that parenteral alien proteins may not 
be promptly destroyed or eliminated from human tis- 
sues, as 1s currently assumed, but may be denatured and 
semipermanently hybridized with these tissues has been 
overlooked by many investigators. Following intrave- 
nous injection of. egg white into rabbits, for example, 
workers agree that egg proteins are not demonstrable 
in the rabbit’s blood and fixed tissues later than the 
fourth day, by the use of rabbit precipitin. A con- 
ceivable error in such tests arises from the fact that 
the precipitating antiserum and the injected animal are 
of the same species. By selecting widely different 
species, Manwaring and his co-workers® report quite 
different results. They find that horse proteins injected 
intravenously into normal dogs are gradually denatured 
and develop interfering zonal phenomena to rabbit pre- 
cipitins but give quantitative reactions suggesting a 
100 per cent horse protein retention in the canine circu- 
lation for at least four months. Precipitin titrations, of 
course, may well be misleading, particularly in the com- 
plex serum mixtures with which the authors work. The 
observation, however, is sufficient to show that pro- 
longed alien protein retention is not yet definitely ruled 
out as a possible etiologic factor in anaphylaxis, 
immunity and degenerative diseases.

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RAYON AND IRRADIATION 

Originally man made his textiles from such animal 
and plant fibers as he found; then he began growing 
cotton and flax, silkworms and sheep; soon he will 
make his fabrics chemically. The astonishingly rapid 
growth of the rayon industry indicates that the world 
is already far along toward synthetic clothing. In a 
recent account ' it is shown that, whereas ten years ago 
9,000,000 pounds of rayon was made in this country, 
the production for 1928 was almost 97,000,000 pounds. 
The raw material is wood pulp which, after treatment 
to loosen the fibers and to remove the lignin, is finally 
obtained as a solution of cellulose nitrate, acetate or 
the cuprammonium compound and forced through tiny 
apertures to form threads. The fabric made from this 
thread has been found well adapted to use in many 
garments and has already become well established in 
the textile trade. Rayon is similar to silk in appearance 
and is cool and nonabsorbent. Spun rayon has been 
used with cotton and wool and even to replace the latter 
in many fabrics. A small change in the process results 
in a kinky fiber similar to wool and at times difficult to 
distinguish from it. A hollow filament rayon has been 
produced, the contained gas of which increases the 
resemblance to silk, while filaments of great strength 
and elasticity are about to be introduced as rayon sew- 
ing thread. Rayon can be dyed satisfactorily, and the 
possibility of improvement from further research 
indicates that the industry has the prospect of indefi- 
nite life. Of unique physiologic interest is the obser- 
vation of Dozier and Morgan? that ultraviolet rays 
penetrate rayon better than certain widely used cotton 
and silk fabrics studied. This effect depends not only 
on the interspaces of the cloth but also on the quality 
of the fiber itself. On the other hand, measurements 
by Coblentz of the Bureau of Standards indicate that 
the mesh and thickness of the material are primarily 
concerned in transmission of ultraviolet rays. The 
certain method of dosage is the application of the rays 
directly to the skin.

Tetanus Is Most Common in July.—Tetanus has been 
more prevalent in Connecticut in July than in any other month 
in the last ten years. This is attributed, the state department 
of health says, to Fourth of July accidents with toy pistols and 
to splinters and nails. The department advises that all Fourth 
of July injuries be seen by a physician so that, if necessary, 
tetanus antitoxin can be obtained from the local health officer 
to prevent the development of the disease. One hundred and 
sixty-seven deaths from tetanus have been reported in Con- 
necticut in the period 1918-1928. Tetanus has been more com- 
inon during this period in the summer season when people are 
out much of the time, and subject, therefore, to injuries.

Study of Teeth in Disease and Health.—President Angell 
of Yale University announces that the school of medicine will 
institute, July 1, an intensive study of the teeth in relation to 
the body in general by physicians, radiologists, bacteriologists, 
pathologists and dentists, with Dr. Milton C. Winternitz as 
chairman. The study will comprise clinical investigations of 
the teeth and the bacteria found at their roots in conjunction 
with fundamental research in the structure and function of 
teeth. The bacteria found at the roots will be studied in rela- 
tion to bacteria found in the mouth and other parts of the body 
and their effect on the organism. The project has been made 
possible by a grant from the Rockefeller Foundation. The 
purpose is not to interfere with training in dental technic now 
practiced in dental schools, but to create a group of medical 
specialists in teeth and a liaison between dental technicians and 
physicians. Several graduates of dental schools will be admitted 
to the medical school each year to continue medical studies and 
work with the dental pathology study group.

— The 
law recently enacted by Congress, the object of which is to rid 
the District of unqualified practitioners of the healing arts, has 
been interpreted by the commission on licensure as requiring 
that Christian science practitioners register with the commission. 
The health officer, Dr. William C. Fowler, has so informed 
the head scientist of each church, requesting the names of all 
practitioners. The fee for registration is $1.

Traveling Milk Laboratory.—The mobile laboratory of 
the state health department, which travels about the state exam- 
ining milk supplies and inspecting pasteurizing plants, covered 
3,158 miles during 1928, making possible the certification of 
338 pasteurizing plants based on a physical inspection and a 
laboratory analysis of samples of milk from these plants, and 
an examination of the employees. The laboratory staff did all 
of this work except the physical examinations of the 1,807 
employees connected with these plants. These examinations 
disclosed that forty-five employees gave a history of typhoid, 
and one proved to be an active carrier. The state department 
says that about half of the population in Illinois now has avail- 
able a pasteurized milk supply from approved sources, but there 
are still thirty-four counties that have no pasteurizing plants.

Winthrop Avenue, who, the Tribune says, had a star which 
had been given him by W. H. H. Miller, former head of the 
Illinois Department of Registration and Education. Miller, it 
will be recalled, was once indicted for issuing false medical 
licenses. The seven men were charged with bringing about the 
issuance of licenses for sums of money.

According to the Indianapolis News, the 
charges were intoxication while in charge of hospital patients, 
misrepresenting his ability to cure cancer and the distributing 
of advertising material. The May 23 issue of the Bulletin of 
the Better Business Bureau said, in part: 

For approximately twelve years the bureau has had a file on the Indian- 
apolis Cancer Hospital, 538 West New York Street; Charles C. Root, 
M.D., medical director. Complaints, and inquiries have been received 
from many cities and rural communities throughout the states of Ohio, 
Texas, Louisiana, North Dakota, Iowa, Michigan, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Alabama, Wisconsin, Oklahoma, Florida and North Carolina, 
and have indicated nation-wide operation of an institution that, in our 
opinion, has been a disgrace to the community. 

One method of securing prospects was the use of a list of ministers 
throughout the United States to whom literature was mailed promiscu- 
ously with an offer to send a premium or gift, usually a fountain pen, but 
formerly a pocket knife or cuff links, to that minister who could send in 
one or more names of persons in his congregation that might be suffering 
from some form of cancer.

The 
chairman of the Joint Administrative Board, Mr. Edward 
Sheldon, removed the first earth, and the son of the late Payne 
Whitney, who worked for many years to make the medical 
center possible, applied the silver spade; others present were 
Drs. Walter L. Niles, formerly dean of Cornell Medical Col- 
lege; G. Canby Robinson, director of the medical center; Wil- 
lam Darrach, dean and professor of clinical surgery of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia University, 
and Samuel A. Brown, dean and professor of therapeutics, 
University and Bellevue Hospital Medical College. The main 
hospital building of this group will rise twenty-four stories.

Stephen Steuben Arrested—Posed as Doctor Lapierre. 
—Federal officers arrested Stephen Steuben, May 6, at the 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, where he was on duty as assistant 
psychiatrist under the name of Dr. Joseph Charles Lapierre. He 
was charged with forging a civil service application. The New 
York Times says that Steuben previously held a position at the 
Danvers State Hospital in Massachusetts. He learned that 
Joseph C. Lapierre, a reputable physician, had quit practice 
and returned to Canada; Steuben used the name and family 
history in an application for a government position. He was 
eiven a position at the Gallinger Hospital, Washington, D. C.; 
from there he went to other positions at Ellis Island and 
Jellevue Hospital, New York. He was taken to Washington 
for arraignment. Steuben claims to be a graduate of an 
unrecognized medical school in St. Louis. Material in the 
files of the American Medical Association, some as far back 
as 1923, indicates that one Stephen Steuben, or Von Steuben, 
was born in Poland in 1892. He attended high school and the 
Hahnemann Medical College in Chicago for a year; he was 
dismissed for insubordination and poor scholarship, but later 
was readmitted. These records indicate that he enrolled in the 
Chicago Medical School, a class C institution, in 1921, and was 
admitted to the Homeopathic Medical School of the University 
of Michigan as a special student, Jan. 10, 1922. He did not 
receive the faculty's recommendation for graduation as he 
lacked the residential requirement. , The records do not show 
that he is licensed to practice in any state. He was refused 
examination by the California board but was admitted to the 
Colorado examination, in which he failed in April and Octo- 
ber, 1925. 


OHIO 


Dr. Wilce Remains with State University.—Dr. John 
W. Wilce, for years coach of the Ohio State University foot- 
ball team, which position he resigned last fall (THE JOURNAL, 
June 9, 1928, p. 1879), has been appointed assistant physician 
in the student health service of the state university and reap- 
pointed professor in the men’s physical education department.

Dr. Steuer 
was electrocuted a year ago while taking a roentgenogram of 
a patient’s knee. He was a demonstrator of anatomy in the 
imedical school. 
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Dr. Barnes Resigns.—After more than two years of coop- 
eration with the Rockefeller Foundation in the work of the 
Darke County Health Unit, Dr. Milford E. Barnes has resigned 
as health officer of the county and city of Greenville, and 
Dr. Willoughby D. Bishop, Hollansburg, has been elected to 
the position. Dr. Bishop had been deputy health commissioner. 
This unit was a health officers’ school during the period of 
participation by the foundation. The plan followed out here by 
the foundation has been that which it has pursued elsewhere of 
withdrawing when the unit is well organized. Dr. Barnes goes 
to Lansing, Mich., where the Rockefeller Foundation has been 
requested to cooperate in the establishment of ten county health 
departments. The training station at Greenville was discon- 
tinued, June 15, 


What the Antis Do for Ohio.—Twenty-seven cases of 
smallpox were reported in Morrow County, May 30, necessitat- 
ing the quarantine of homes and the vaccination of hundreds of 
persons. A recent comment by the Ohio State Health Depart- 
ment is significant. From 1912 to 1919 about 33,401 cases of 
smallpox were reported in Ohio, and in the nine years 1920- 
1928, about 33,874 cases, a total for the seventeen years of 
67,275, or a yearly average of 3,975. Up to March 29, this 
year, there had been 524 cases of smallpox, nearly twice the 
average for the same period in the previous year. The health 
department believes that the cases reported are far below the 
actual number. They consider that 100,000 cases is a fair 
estimate of the amount of smallpox in the state in these seven- 
teen years. This vast aggregate of disease is due, the depart- 
ment says, to the activities of antis of various kinds as they 
oppose every effort to provide the only known safeguard against 
smallpox. The health department says that smallpox is the 
disgrace of Ohio and the responsibility rests on the antis and 
cultists whose activities are an index of a low grade of con- 
munity intelligence.

PENNSYLVANIA 


Medical Anniversary of Johnstown Flood.—The Cam- 
bria County Medical Society issues its June bulletin as a memo- 
rial to the Johnstown flood of forty years ago. Dr. Williain 
E. Matthews, the only surviving physician who assisted in the 
disaster, was a witness of the flood, in which 2,200 people died 
in about five minutes. The minutes of the first meeting of the 
medical society following the flood show that members of the 
Philadelphia societies who came to Johnstown with instruments 
and funds for relief, requested that $60 of the first check he 
given to the widow of Dr. J. K. Lee and to each of the flood 
physicians. Earlier records of the society were lost. Regular 
meetings, however, continued to be held. The society main- 
tained a field hospital for months. Local physicians organized 
the Bedford State Hospital, and it was equipped by the morn- 
ing following the flood. This was the center from which med- 
ical relief was directed. Throughout the valley there were field 
dispensaries in charge of physicians. Dr. W. S. Forbes of 
Philadelphia took charge of the Cambria Hospital in the emer- 
gency and two days later Dr. W. H. Pancoast of Philadelphia 
established a Red Cross hospital, which was transferred later 
to the control of the local physicians, becoming the nucleus for 
the present Conemaugh Valley Memorial Hospital. The med- 
ical work which was done throughout the valley at this time, 
entirely without compensation, was highly commended.

Dr. Jackson Honored in Paris.—At a banquet in his honor 
in Paris, recently, the French government made Dr. Chevalier 
Jackson, professor of bronchoscopy and esophagoscopy, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Graduate School of Medicine, and Jeffer- 
sn Medical College, an officer of the Legion of Honor. 
lr. Jackson, who went abroad on concluding his courses in the 
giaduate school of medicine in Philadelphia this spring, has 
ben giving instruction in Paris in the work for which he is 
well known in the United States. 


Gift for Memorial Professorships.—At the one hundred 
and eighty-ninth commencement of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, June 19, it was announced that Edward B. Robinette 
had given $500,000 to the university to establish three memo- 
rial professorships. Mr. Robinette, a banker in Philadelphia, 
gave $250,000 to the university last year to establish the Robi- 
neite Foundation for the Study, Treatment and Prevention of 
Diseases of the Heart and Circulatory System (THE JouURNAL, 
July 7, 1928, p. 36). The recent gift brings the total of his 
donations to the university to $1,000,000. 


Hospital News.—Thomas M. Fitzgerald has provided in his 
will for a hospital, ultimately, and endowment to be known as 
fercy Hospital and to be built on the grounds of the Fitz- 
gerald state at Lansdowne. The funds will approximate 
$6,000,000. The hospital will be administered by laymen 
appointed by Cardinal Daugherty or his successor——The new 
Willow Crest Institution for Convalescents at Willow Grove 
dedicated, June 2, is a $400,000 building constructed with funds 
made available by the Federation of Jewish Charities. It will 
accommodate 100 patients. The chief of staff will be Dr. Solo- 
mon Solis Cohen. —— Penrose Robinson, Hatboro, left his 
$500,000 estate, on the death of his widow, to found a hospital 
in which treatment will be free or not more, when possible, 
than half the established price in other institutions. He stip- 
ulated that the hospital must be in Hatboro and be named in 
honor of him and his wife. 








TENNESSEE 


Health at Nashville.—Telegraphic ‘reports to the U. S. 
Department of Commerce from sixty-two cities with a total 
population of about 29 million, for the week ending June 15, 
indicate that the highest mortality rate (20.6) was for Nash- 
ville, and that the mortality rate for the group of cities as a 
whole was 12. The mortality rate for Nashville for the cor- 
responding week last year was 22.5 and for the group of cities, 
12.2. The annual mortality rate for the sixty-two cities for 
the first twenty-four weeks of 1929 was 14.8, as against a rate 
of 14.2 for the corresponding period last year. Caution should 
be used in the interpretation of weekly figures, as they fluctuate 
widely. The facts that some cities are hospital centers for 
large areas outside the city limits or that they have a large 
negro population may tend to increase the death rate. 


—_—_— 
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Permanent Endowment for Vanderbilt. — Chancellor 
Kirkland of Vanderbilt University, Nashville, announced, June 
11, that the General Education Board, New York, had given 
to the medical school a permanent endowment sufficient to equal 
the annual grants which the board has made since the new plant 
has been in operation. The amount of this endowment is said 
to exceed $5,000,000. The plan of giving grants to meet the 
deficit of the medical school has three years longer to run. 
The prominent place that Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine holds has been made possible largely by the assistance 
of the Carnegie Corporation and the General Education Board. 
Mr. Carnegie in 1913 contributed $200,000 for a laboratory 
building and equipment and later gave $800,000 as endowment. 
The building fund was expended subsequently in erecting the 
Carnegie Building. The General Education Board in 1919 
appropriated $4,000,000 to assist the university in reorganizing 
the medical school. After careful study, it was decided in 1921 
to construct a medical plant on the main campus. The Car- 
negie Corporation and General Education Board made this pos- 
sible, the latter by permitting the university to use what was 
needed of its initial $4,000,000 gift. About $3,500,000 was 
expended on the new plant. Then the General Education Board 
and the Carnegie Corporation each gave $1,500,000 to provide 
endowment for maintenance. According to the bulletin of the 
medical school $5,000,000 remains of the original Carnegie gifts 
and the appropriations by the General Education Board for 
endowment. Other needs, not fully provided for, have since 
been met by further appropriations over a period of years by the 
General Education Board and the Carnegie Corporation. 


UTAH 


Dr. Porter Resigns as Dean.—Dr. Ralph O. Porter, for 
six years dean of the Medical School of the University of 
Utah, Salt Lake City, has resigned, effective July 1, and will 
go back to his old home in Logan to resume practice. His 
successor at the medical school will be Dr. Beryl I. Burns of 
the anatomy department. 


GENERAL 


Medical Bills in Congress.—S. 1468, introduced by Sen- 
ator Smoot, Utah, proposes to amend the Federal Food and 
Drugs Act by extending its provisions to tobacco and tobacco 
products. H. R. 3832, introduced by Representative LaGuardia, 
New York, proposes to amend the existing law relating to the 
mailing of obscene matter by specifically exempting from its 
provisions all matter regarding sex hygiene or sex education, 
provided: such matter is “a medical or scientific publication, or 
is issued, or approved by an officer or department of the United 
States, a state or subdivision thereof.” H. R. 3969, introduced 
by Representative Leavitt, Montana, proposes to provide for 
annual inspections of the United States Veterans’ Bureau hos- 
pitals by an officer of the Inspector General’s Office, War 
Department. H. R. 4024, introduced by Representative Schnei- 
der, Wisconsin, proposes to provide for the hospitalization of 
persons discharged from the United States Navy or Marine 
Corps who have contracted tuberculosis in the line of duty 
while in the naval service. H. R. 4075, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Watres, Pennsylvania, proposes to provide a rehabili- 
tation center for veterans of the World War. 


Society for Prevention of Blindness.— The National 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness undertook two projects 
involving joint efforts during 1928: (1) a study in cooperation 
with the League of Red Cross Societies on international aspects 
of preventing blindness and, (2) an educational campaign in 
conjunction with the American Federation of Labor to reach 
the families of working people. The campaign to eliminate 
ophthalmia neonatorum is progressing. Blindness due to this 
cause among children entering schools for the blind has dim- 
inished until it is 68 per cent less than it was twenty years ago. 
The National Society for the Prevention of Blindness is foster- 
ing sight-saving classes and their number has grown from two, 
fifteen years ago, to 318. This work is accomplished through 
the use of large type books, movable desks, ideal lighting and 
special teaching methods whereby children with little vision are 
given the same sort of education the children with full vision 
receive. The society estimates that there is a need in this 
country for nearly 5,000 sight-saving classes. Another part of 
the preventive work is testing the sight of preschool children. 
By means of a special game, it is possible to test with some 
accuracy the sight of children 3 years of age, and thus be able 
to provide treatment for conditions which might not otherwise 
be discovered but which needs immediate attention. The national 
society says in the annual report that it is receiving the coop- 
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eration of 400 agencies, among which are the medical profes- 
sion, organized labor, educators, and federal, state, local and 
governmental officers. 

Experimental Investigation of Films.— The board 
appointed by the U. S. Army Chemical Warfare Service to deter- 
mine the cause of death in the Cleveland Clinic disaster made 
a report to the war department, June 15. In order to duplicate 
as nearly as possible the conditions present at the time of the 
disaster, the board constructed a special chamber at Edgewood 
Arsenal, Md., in which several tons of films were used in 
experimentation. According to the New York Herald Tribune, 
the board found that roentgen-ray films can be ignited without 
the actual presence of a flame by such means as an electric 
light bulb, a hot steam pipe, or other means of overheating 
them. By merely storing them in an overheated room, toxic 
gases may be produced. The gases produced by _ burning 
roentgen-ray films were found to vary. If burned in the open 
air, the films give off comparatively small amounts of poisonous 
gases. It decomposed by merely heating the film to sufficient 
extent, large volumes of brownish fumes occur and decompo- 
sition may proceed rapidly, causing the film to burst into flame, 
depending on the mass of the film and the degree of confine- 
ment. The fumes from this kind of decomposition, the board 
said, contained large quantities of carbon monoxide and nitrous 
fumes or higher oxides of nitrogen. If breathed in lethal con- 
centrations, carbon monoxide causes almost instant death and 
nitrous fumes may cause immediate or delayed death. The 
board learned that a storage vault 7 by 8 by 8 feet with a 16 
inch square vent in the rear wall just below the roof, held 
close by a 155 degree fusible link, affords reasonably safe 
storage for a ton and a half of roentgen-ray films. Of the four 
types of commercial extinguishers tested, not one was satis- 
jactory. Large amounts of water, however, were found to be 
effective if applied in time. For many years the hospitals of 
the U. S. Army and Navy and Public Health Service have 
used the so-called safety films for roentgen-ray work and prac- 
tically all ot the old explosive type film used in the hospitals 
have been destroyed. The “saiety films” which the government 
hospitals use are said to involve no greater fire hazard than 
cardboard or paper of equal thickness, and, although slightly 
more expensive, they seem to be as satisfactory as the inflam- 
inable nitrocellulose type of film. The safety roentgen-ray films 
have cellulose acetate for a base. The board conducting the 
investigation was appointed by the chief of the chemical warfare 
service of the U. S. Army, Major Harry L. Gilchrist, medical 
corps, and was composed of Comdr. Duncan C. Walton of the 
navy; Major Augustin M. Prentiss, chief of the technical divi- 
ion at Edgewood Arsenal; Major Edgar S. Linthicum, chief 
of the medical research division of Edgewood Arsenal; J. E. 
Mills, chief chemist of the chemical warfare service, and H. C. 
Knight, chief of the analytic section. 


FOREIGN 


King George Rewards His Physicians.—At the celebra- 
tion of his sixty-fourth birthday in London, June 3, King 
George rewarded the physicians who attended him during his 
recent illness. Lord Dawson of Penn was included among the 
privy councilors; Sir Edward Farquhar Buzzard and Sir Hugh 
Rigby were made baronets; Dr. Robert S. Woods was knighted, 
and Sir Stanley Hewitt was made a knight commander of the 
Order of the Bath. Four nurses who constantly attended the 
king were made members of the Order of the British Empire. 


The International Surgical Society.—The eighth congress 
of the International Surgical Society will be held at Warsaw, 
Poland, in the palace of the council, July 22-25, under the 
chairmanship of Prof. H. Hartmann. The chief topics on the 
program follow: (1) “Postoperative Embolism” to be presented 
by Chiasserini, Rome; Forgue, Montpellier; Govaerts, Brus- 
sels; Matas, New Orleans, and Ritter, Zurich; (2) “Resection 
of the Stomach,” by Bartrina, Barcelona; Baldo Rossi and 
Scalone, Milan; Lardennois, Paris; Ribas-Ribas, Barcelona; 
Schoemaker, The Hague, and Puig Sureda, Barcelona; (3) 
“Basedow’s Disease” by Bérard, Lyons; Crile, Cleveland, and 
Troell, Stockholm, and (4) “Reparatory Surgery of the Hip,” 
by Ashhurst, Philadelphia; Hybbinette, Stockholm; Mathieu, 
Paris, and Putti, Bologna. The scientific meetings will be open 
to the public. Further information may be had from M. Woj- 
ciechowski, secretary of the eighth International Congress of 
Surgery, Warsaw, 59 Nowogrodska Street. 

South African Medical Meeting.—The Medical Associa- 
tion of South Africa held its annual meeting at Port Elizabeth, 
May 13-18. The meeting was divided into five sections: medi- 
cine and mental hygiene, surgery, public health, gynecology and 
obstetrics, and special subjects. Some of the papers were on 
“Insulin and Insulin-Like Bodies”; “Disorders of Infant Feed- 
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ing”; “Laboratory Diagnosis and Medical Treatment”; “Diag- 
nosis and Treatment of Gastric and Duodenal Ulcers”; “The 
Medical Needs of the People and the Present System of Meet- 
ing Them”; “Present Day Public Health Problems”; “Avoid- 
able Pitfalls in Abdominal Diagnosis”; “Diseases of the Eye 
Arising from the Tonsil”; “Investigation and Treatment of 
Sterility in Women,” and “Relationship of Maternal Mortality 
to Antenatal Supervision.” The announcement mentioned that 
the golf club at Port Elizabeth is one of the best in South 
Africa, and that there are bowling clubs in several of the city 
parks, good motoring and magnificent scenery. As viewed 
irom the waters of Algoa Bay, Port Elizabeth stretches for 
six miles along the shore at the foot of a table land. At the 
southern end is situated the holiday resort of Humewood. In

Two classes of Jews have returned after 
thcir exile of centuries. The first comprises the Jews scattered all over 
E:rope and America, living in the most crowded districts of the great 
cities under the worst conceivable conditions, but with an acquired immu- 
nity so great that the disease has no terrors for them. There is universal 
tulcrculous infection but no tuberculous disease. The tuberculin test is 
positive. The second group is that of the Jews of the Yemen, who have 
led an isolated nomadic life in the Arabian desert and for centuries have 
been shielded from tuberculous infection. The tuberculin test is negative. 
These two groups of the same nation met in the streets of Jerusalem and 
the result was disastrous to the Jews of the desert, for they acquired from 
their urban compatriots not only tuberculous infection but also tuberculous 
disease and died off in large numbers. 


The Jewish World remarks: “If the professor is correct in 


his conclusions—and they. assuredly seem sound—then here is 
a distinct penalty to Jews arising from the Yishub.” 


Testimonial to Sir Ronald Ross 

A few friends have started a testimonial to Sir Ronald Ross 
in recognition of his work on malaria. He has received many 
honors from governments and learned societies, but his hsalth 
has been impaired by strenuous work in tropical climates and 
for some years he has been obliged to draw on his capital, 
including his Nobel prize, for family necessities. It is felt 
that he should be freed from financial anxieties in his declining 
years. His discovery has saved millions of lives, and the whole 
world is in his debt. But though $150,000 was voted to Jenner, 
the discoverer of vaccination more than a century ago, Ross 
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has received no pecuniary reward from the nation. He is now 
72 and is partially paralyzed. Lists of subscriptions will be 
publishec in the British Medical Journal from time to time. 
Sir James Barr, who has initiated the movement in the press, 
suggests that the subscription list should be as wide as possible 
and that a million shillings be aimed at, so that each subscriber 
can give as many as he may choose from one to-a thousand or 
more.

Smallpox of mild degree has been 
more than usually prevalent in England and Wales since 1922.

The distribution of these cases has been chiefly in certain 
industrial areas in South Wales, Durham, Derbyshire and the 
West Riding of Yorkshire, where vaccination among adolescents 
and adults has been relatively neglected. The increased move- 
ment of the people, with the extreme mildness of the degree of 
infection, has tended to disseminate this malady. The smallpox 
cases arising from the 7uscania, which reached England from 
Bombay, at the end of March, numbered fifty-one (out of 1,554 
passengers and crew), thirty-five of which cases occurred in 
England and sixteen in Scotland. Ten cases proved fatal. 
These cases, unlike those previously referred to, were of severe 
degree and weve imported. There have been no further infec- 
tions from the Tuscania since April. That outbreak, which was 
narrowly restricted, has definitely terminated. 

The general health of Great Britain is exceptionally good 
and compares favorably with that of other great nations and 
its own past records. The total death rate of 11.7 per thousand 
is within 0.1 per cent of the lowest on record. The infant mor- 
tality, always a living and susceptible index of ‘national ‘health, 
is 65 per thousand births, the lowest ever recorded. The total 
number of deaths from all forms of infectious disease in 1928 
was 83,660 (including all forms of tuberculosis and pneumonia), 
as compared with 96,571 in 1927. 


Vital Statistics of London: New Low. -Birth Rate 
Record; Steady Increase of Cancer 


The lowest birth rate on record, the second lowest death 
rate, and the fourth lowest recorded infant mortality rate are 
features of the provisional returns for the administrative county 
of London in 1928, given in a statistical abstract for London 
issued by the London County Council. The birth rate for the 
county was 15.9 per thousand of the population, compared with 
16.1 in 1927. The death rate was 11.6, against 12.1 in 1927. 
The deaths of children under 1 year were 67.-per thousand 
births, compared with 59 in 1927, and 64 in 1926. The excess 
of births over deaths was 19,682 in 1928, compared with 63,297 
in 1920 and 18,093 in 1927. The total population of the adminis- 
trative county of London is estimated at 4,502,000 today, as 
against 4,479,730 in 1920. The health statistics. show a-decline 
in the number of deaths from tuberculosis froin 7,048 in 1918 
to 4,140 in 1927, or from 1.78 per thousand’ iving ‘to 0.91. 
Deaths from cancer, however, showed a’ steady rise from 
5,247 in 1918 (1.33 per thousand living) to 6,774 (1.49) in 1927, 
and there was an increase, regular since 1920, in deaths from 
heart disease, which numbered 6,752 in 1918 and 9,122 in 1927, 
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the latter representing a rate of 2.01 per thousand Ilwing. 
Deaths from influenza, which reached the remarkable figure 
of 13,085 in 1918, the year of the epidemic, dropped to 
806 by 1926 but rose to 1,815 in 1927. In 1928 the number 
was 569. In the whole of the Greater London area, with a 
population estimated at 7,809,000, compared with 7,432,000 in 
1918, there were 11,246 deaths from cancer, 14,464 from heart 
disease and 6,569 from tuberculosis in 1927, compared with 
8,467, 10,046 and 10,430, respectively, in 1918. Deaths from 
influenza in 1927 in Greater London numbered 3,242, against 
the 21,312 of 1918.

New Statistics on the BCG Antituberculosis Vaccine 

Professor Calmette, assistant director of the Institut Pasteur, 
continues to produce proofs for the harmlessness of the BCG 
vaccine. He has communicated to the Academy of Medicine 
the results of the preventive vaccination against tuberculosis 
in the forty-two dispensaries of the Office publique d’hygiéne 
sociale de la Seine, during the past four years. He reported 
on 1,727 separate observations, 1,404 of which concerned chil- 
dren that had been constantly, since vaccination, in a tuber- 
culous milieu, and 323 of which were on children born of 
tuberculous parents but brought up in a healthy environment. 
Of 1,164 children of the first group, comprising children aged 
(at present) from 1 to 4 years, 240 have died from all causes, 
which constitutes a mortality of 12.05 per cent, whereas the 
ordinary mortality is 21 per cent. It may be said, therefore, 
not only that the BCG vaccine is harmless but also that it is 
effective. The foregoing statistics are more significant than 
appears at first sight, for the weakly children are more fre- 
quently vaccinated than the others, so that a higher mortality 
than normal would be expected. M. Calmette is convinced, 
however, that one need not hesitate to vaccinate all infants, 
including those born of healthy parents and living in a healthy 
milieu. He cited the case (which well demonstrates his con- 
tention) of a young couple of perfectly healthy appearance to 
whom two children were born, who, on the advice of their 
physician, were vaccinated in infancy. Two years later, the 
young mother had a sudden hemoptysis, which revealed cavitary 
tuberculosis, and sputum containing many bacilli. The children 
remained in contact with their mother but did not contract the 
disease. 

Experimental Creation of Neoplasms by Irradiation 

of Infectious Foci 

Some interesting experiments of MM. A. Lacassagne and 
R. Vinzent, communicated by them to the Société de biologie, 
possibly throw some light on the etiology of certain neoplasms. 
These investigators used a pure culture of Streptobacillus caviae, 
which is fatal to the rabbit. Twelve rabbits received a sub- 
cutaneous injection of Streptobacillus caviae in the thigh, and 
the abscess that formed was subjected six days later to the 
action of roentgen rays. Three rabbits thus treated developed 
sarcomas of the thigh. The three sarcomas, histologically 
different (one osteosarcoma, one fibrosarcoma, and one rhab- 
domyosarcoma), caused the deaths of the rabbits from metas- 
tases, eleven, sixteen and seventeen months, respectively, after 
inoculation. It appears that the combined action of the micro- 
organism and the roentgen rays was required to produce the 
cancers. The animals that were inoculated but not irradiated 
did not present any tumor. Likewise, the animals that were 
irradiated but not inoculated did not present any tumor. The 
difference in the tumors was due to the difference in the tissues 
in which they developed by metastasis; that is to say, by trans- 
portation of a cancerigenic element arising from the primary 
focus of inoculation. On the other hand, it should be noted 
that the rabbits did not succumb immediately to infection with 
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Streptobacillus caviae, as they surely would have done if irradia- 
tion had not intervened. It was found also that they were 
immunized against the effects of a new inoculation. The authors 
intend to continue their experiments. 


The Congress of Physiologists 

The third Congress of French-Speaking Physiologists was 
opened in Roscoff and was continued in Concarneau, small 
seaport towns of Brittany, northwestern France, where there 
are two laboratories of maritime physiology, associated with 
the Faculté des sciences de Paris. The congress was presided 
over by Prof. André Meyer, assisted by Prof. J. Demoor 
of Brussels. Only qualified physiologists attended the congress. 
Many communications were presented. M. Nicloux of Stras- 
bourg discussed the carbonic acid content of sea water and 
of distilled water. Distilled water, as it is obtained by the 
ordinary self-feeding apparatus used everywhere, always con- 
tains considerable quantities of carbonic acid, often as high as 
10 ce. per liter, which makes it perceptibly acid; a second 
distillation reduces the proportion to 1 cc. per liter. M. and 
Mme. Chaucard reported their observations, obtained with the 
aid of a special electrical apparatus, on the variations in 
the amount of impurities found in the mouths of rivers. 
MM. Edgard Zunz and Jean la Barre of Brussels considered 
the effects of secretin in glycemia; it is said to diminish the 
glycemia and stimulate the secretion of insulin. M. Gayet, 
however, having observed cases in which the pancreas was 
grafted, denies any such stimulation. MM. Dautrebande and 
Delcourt Bernard displayed a new type of mask for the deter- 
mination of the respiratory exchange in connection with the 
calculation of basal metabolism. MM. Rathéry and Kourilsky 
and Mlle. Y. Laurent studied the distribution, according to 
organs, of hypoglycemia, due to insulin administration, in thie 
dog; there are wide differences between the hypoglycemia of 
the venous blood and that of the arterial blood. The liver 
continues to recharge the venous blood with sugar and its 
glycogenic function is in no wise influenced. M. Jean Van ce 
Velde of Ghent presented his observations on the influence of 
alkalosis and acidosis on glycemia; the former causes the 
disappearance of sugar, while acidosis diminishes the sugir 
in the blood plasma and increases* it in the blood cells. 
MM. L. Brouha and H. Simonet implanted daily, in the mus- 
cular tissue, fragments of the exterior lobe of the hypophysis, 
and observed a marked stimulative action on the genital appara- 
tus of the male rat and mouse. They found in the urine of 
woman at the beginning of gestation a principle that exerts 
the same stimulative action, and hastens the development of 
the genital organs in young males who have not attained puberty. 
M. Henri Magne of Paris dealt with the mechanism of toxic 
accidents caused by burns, in studying which he had brought 
the circulation of one dog into connection with that of another 
dog whose lungs had been exposed to superheated steam. He 
secured thus evident toxic effects, with hypotension and vaso- 
motor paralysis, without modification by the injection of epi- 
nephrine. The accidents associated with burns, therefore, are 
autointoxications. Further communications were presented by 
MM. Tiffeneau, Geloso and Wurmser, Maignon, Tournade, 
Jourdan, Léon Bruet, Cardot, ani others. 


The Vaccination of Dogs Against Rabies 

Dr. Remlinger; director of the Institut Pasteur in Tangier, 
Morocco, has secured excellent results by vaccinating dogs 
against rabies, on which subject he recently presented a report 
to the Academy of Medicine. The reenforced Pasteur vaccine, 
in the form in which it is supplied today, acts as a preventive 
for several months, which is of practical interest, at least for 
watch dogs and shepherd dogs, which are exposed to the bites 
of stray dogs, which cannot all be vaccinated. A dog once 
vaccinated, even though considerable time has elapsed, so that 
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he may have lost most of his immunity, has the advantage, if 
he is bitten, of being saved by means of a single inoculation. 
Remlinger has recommended that this method be applied in 
France, where the law requires that every dog that is bitten 
and becomes infected shall be killed. Valuable dogs that are 
bitten may be isolated by a veterinarian for several weeks and 
kept under observation until the expiration of the normal period 
of incubation of the disease. If rabies develops, the dogs are 
lilled at once. Vaccination, Remlinger suggests, would save 
‘he lives of many valuable dogs. But M. Vallée, professor at 
the Ecole vétérinaire d’Alfort and member of the Academy of 
\fedicine, holds that the present provisions of the law should 
»ot be changed and that only dogs vaccinated before they are 
| 'tten should be exempted from the rule requiring bitten dogs 
be killed. Only dogs thus previously vaccinated should be 
bjected to antirabic treatment. For the others, it is advisab!e 
+) maintain the regulation requiring bitten dogs to be kept under 
servation and that they shall be killed if rabies develops.

SUPPURATION IN THE PLEURAL CAVITY 


The first main topic on the program, “Suppuration in the 
‘cural Cavity,” was presented by Professor Sauerbruch of 
rlin. The experiences of the influenza epidemics of the ninth 
1 tenth decades of the previous century, and, more particu- 
ly, the grave influenza epidemic of 1918 and 1919, in which the 
rtality of the radical operation for empyema with rib resection 
e to 90 per cent, have changed the views on the treatment of 
‘purative inflammation of the pleura. The rule set up by 
anz Konig that every empyema should be treated as soon as 
‘ible by a wide opening with rib resection has been over- 
‘own. The mode of treatment will depend on the nature of 

fundamental disease, the time of the appearance of the 
purative pleural inflammation, the general condition of the 
ient and, particularly, on the thoracic equilibrium, which is 
© termined by the expansion of the lungs and the tension of the 
‘oracie wall. The thoracic equilibrium is disturbed not only 
| the collection of an effusion in the pleural cavity but also 
|. other factors, such as pneumonic congestion of the lung, 
i ability of the healthy side to compensate for the diseased side, 
owing to impaired functioning of the diaphragm, shifting of 
t\c mediastinal structures to the diseased side, or by impair- 
incnt of the heart’s action. It is the problem of the physician 
to decide whether evacuation of the pus or elimination of the 
pathologic tension is the more important. The amount of the 
effusion is not so important in forming this decision. In a 
grave posttraumatic pleural empyema the need of a very wide 
opening is the chief consideration, whereas in a parapneumonic 
empyema the more important indication is the elimination of 
tension by puncture. Often the aspiration of a small quantity of 
pus is sufficient to change the picture and accelerate the resorp- 
tion of the exudate by improving the circulation. It is regarded 
today as a scientific error, in the presence of a parapneumonic 
exudate occurring during the crisis of the disease, and likewise 
in a severe case of influenza with severe general disturbances 
caused by the disease, to undertake a rib resection. By means 
of puncture, larger or smaller quantities of pus. should be 
evacuated, and the operation should be postponed until a later 
time, after subsidence of the pneumonia or the influenza, if such 
intervention should still be required. Experience with tuber- 
culous pleural inflammations, also in mixed infections, have 
shown that these may be successfully combated also by closed 
drainage treatment, such as was formerly recommended by 
Biilau. On the other hand, the sudden rapid evacuation of the 
pus, if the compensatory forces of the thorax, weakened as they 
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are by the primary disease, are not equal to it, may lead to 
catastrophes. Not infrequently a single puncture is sufficient to 
clear up an empyema. If needed, several punctures may be made. 
If, however, the exudate continues to collect again and again, 
closed drainage (Biilau, Perthes or Perthes-Hartert method) 
is recommended. Sauerbuch prefers the Bilau~ method, as 
modified by Iselin. The aspiration, in all these methods, should 
be accomplished gently without undue application of force. The 


lung should expand gradually. However, these more conserve-. 


tive methods will not always accomplish the purpose; often rib 
resection must still be resorted to, but rib resection is no longer 
the dangerous operation it was formerly. In the case of para- 
pneumonic exudates in infants, young children and influenza 
patients, puncture or aspiration treatment should be the rule. 
In metapneumonic exudates, whether the puncture method or 
resection is indicated will depend on conditions; ichorous 
exudates always demand resection. The best site for rib resec- 
tion is from the seventh to the ninth rib in the posterior axillary 
line. 

If possible the operation should be done under differential 
pressure, an increase of pressure up to from 3 to 5 mm. of 
mercury, or, at the most, to from 7 to 10 mm., being sufficient 
for the purpose. The increased pressure enables the operator 
to get a better view of the opened thorax. After the operation 
the wound should be closed by means of an air-tight valve clamp 
—in some cases, after introduction of a cathéter or drain. Of 
sixty-three patients with exceedingly severe influenza empyema, 
who were operated on under differential pressure, fifty-seven 
recovered without formation of fistula, while six died; on the 
other hand, of thirty-two patients operated on without differ- 
ential pressure, seventeen died. If, after evacuation of the pus, 
a cavity remains, the Perthes-Hartert method may be employed 
and by aspiration the lung can gradually be expanded. Too 
vigorous suction must, however, be avoided. The lung must 
expand through improvement of its own tonus. After restora- 
tion of physiologic conditions, a resorption of indurations may 
be brought about. Special forms of empyema, are the interlobar 
and mediastinal types, which can usually be diagnosed with 
certainty only by means of the roentgenogram. They must be 
opened wide, and, unless they lie in the wall, it may be necessary 
to pass a cautery through the lung. Bilateral empyemas will 
be attacked in one or two sittings, depending on the location of 
the collections of fluid. In from 18 to 20 per cent of the cases, 
residual empyemic cavities are left, often owing to defective 
after-treatment or to failure to remove drains or strips of gauze. 
The Schede plastic method constitutes a serious intervention, 
the mortality ranging from 25 to 30 per cent. If it does not 
prove possible, through aspiration by the Perthes-Hartert 
method, to cause the lung to expand, it is advisable, on the basis 
of the results in pulmonary tuberculosis, to perform extra- 
pleural, paravertebral rib resection. After from two to three 
weeks, the intrapleural intervention may follow, the pleura being 
opened by means of a flap incision and the lung freed from 
adhesions. A supporting intervention is phrenicotomy. Decor- 
tication by the Delormes method is not much used in Germany. 

Sauerbruch mentioned the frequency of efftisions in artificial 
pneumothorax. From the empyemas that are largely sterile at 
first, there develop suddenly, in association with influenza or 
angina, acutely infected empyemas, which constitute a grave 
danger for the patient. Here, too, if the condition of the patient 
permits, extrapleural measures should be -tried - first, and 
further interventions should not be employed until later, after 
contraction of the thoracic cavity. By the application of these 
principles, the mortality has been reduced from 90-100 per cent 
to 20 per cent. Sauerbruch presented a large number of patients 
on whom plastic operations had been performed with marked 
success. He called attention to the slight deformation, in spite 
of the serious nature of the interventions.

A letter has just been received from Mr. Caesar J. Scavarda, 
Chief of Police of Flint, Mich., asking aid in locating one 
“Charles W. Ross,” who is probably going under some alias. 
According to the Flint police report, this man poses as a 
physician and also attempts to get a position as an x-ray tech- 
nician and occasionally attempts to lease an x-ray outfit. Chief 
Scavarda’s letter continues:

We are reproducing with this article the photograph sent us 
by the Flint police. THE JouRNAL of June 8, 1929, in an item 
under “Michigan news,” referred to Ross’ recent escapade at 
Klint. The November, 1928, issue of Minnesota Medicine 
carried a brief article of this subject, reading as follows: 


“CuaRLes Ross (alias) R. J. Dietrich: The above man, 
whose true name is unknown, assumed the name of Ross J. 
Dietrich, a licensed practitioner of this state, and attempted to 
operate a hospital at Pine River, Minnesota. His place was 
closed by order of the Medical Board August 15, 1928. The 
original Dr. Dietrich is practicing at the present time in Kansas 
aud is in no way connected with the fraud attempted by ‘Ross.’ 

“ ‘Ross’ was employed as a pathologist by one of the Minne- 
sota clinics several years ago, and while there he learned of 
the original Dr. Dietrich, who was raised in that vicinity. The 
extent of the operations of ‘Ross’ did not come to light until 
he left the state in August, this year. He is indebted to people 
in Minnesota in excess of $1,000 and admitted to our legal 
investigator that he gave a check without sufficient funds to 
cover the same for the purchase of office equipment. This 
check was in the sum of $1,200.00. He claims to be an M.D. 
but has no credentials of any kind to back up the statement. 
He also claims to have been born in Europe, but at the time 
Mrs. Dietrich gave birth to a child at Pine River he stated 
that he was born at Mankato, Minnesota. He is about 40 years 
of age, five feet eight inches in height, dark complexioned and 
weighs about 150 pounds. His hair is quite thin, black in color. 
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“This man has absolutely no license of any kind to practice 
in Minnesota. He is in New Hampshire at the present time 
and a complaint will be filed against him if he returns to this 
state. He blames his present predicament to financial and 
domestic troubles. He is very evasive in his answers and only 
admitted what he did when he was convinced that the informa- 
tion was in the possession of the Board. He came to Minne- 
sota the second time from Summit, New Jersey, his departure 
from there being occasioned by the same circumstances as his 
hasty exit from this state. 

“The record of this man shows him to be an impostor and 
that he is guilty of several other crimes in connection with his 
attempt to practice medicine. He will be prosecuted to the 
limit of the law if he returns to Minnesota.”

MILK AS NONSPECIFIC PROTEIN—TREATMENT OF CHRONIC 
GONORRHEA—DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT 
OF EXHAUSTION 


To the Editor:—1. Do you recommend the use of beiled fresh milk by 
hypodermic injection as a nonspecific protein? If so, in how large doses? 
As I understand it, one must use fresh raw milk that has not been 
pasteurized and whole milk. Is this correct? Can milk be used after 
the cream has separated? If so, does one shake or mix it up or just 
use the skim milk? Can one use milk from 12 to 24 hours old? If the 
milk is fresh, does one use the whole milk, not skim milk? In what cases 
is it of therapeutic value and what does it do: increase the leukocytes, 
or what is the reaction that is of value? Can it be used in the following 
conditions with good results: boils, carbuncles, rheumatism, epididymitis, 
iritis, chronic gleet or chronic prostatitis? How does it compare in yalue 
to Squibb’s Leukocyte Extract or ordinary stock vaccines, or such prep- 
arations as Phylacogens and Immunogens of Parke, Davis & Co.? My idea 
was to use it in certain cases of the charity type when the patient cannot 
pay for the other more expensive serums and vaccines.. 2. How about oil 
of turpentine in olive oil? How do you make it up and how is it injected? 
Dosage? Indications? 3. What is the best treatment to elear up chronic 
posterior gonorrhea or gleet associated with a chronic prostatitis? If 
the patient has an indurated seminal vesicle on one side with a history 
of pain in the testicle but no definite epididymitis, what treatment would 
you advise? I cannot reach the vesicle to massage it satisfactorily. 
4. What treatment would you recommend for exhaustion in a man, 
aged 65, who has been a drinker periodically most of his life? The heart 
responds to digitalis without improvement in the exhaustion and dizzi- 
ness. The blood pressure, systolic and diastolic, is now 142/78; it was 
172/94. When digitalis was used, the pulse dropped from 104 to 69, 
but there was no gain in strength. There is no history of urinary fre- 
quency at night and the urine is negative for albumin and sugar. There 
is some bile in the urine and the condition of the patient seems to point 
to cirrhosis of the liver in the early contraction stage. The main complaint 
is dizziness and exhaustion. Would sodium iodide intravenously be of 


value? J. E. Arnotp, M.D., Miles City, Mont. 


ANSWER.—1. Milk is one of the most powerful compounds 
to produce aseptic nonspecific protein shock. For this purpose 
nonskimmed milk should be used, which is boiled but not pas- 
teurized. The dose for the single injection is 5 cc. for adoles- 
cents and 10 cc. for adults. The injection is done at best in 
the gluteus major. The therapeutic efficacy of this methdd is 
probably based on the stimulation of the reticulo-endothelial 
system. These injections are indicated or at least admissible in 
any instance of localized infection. 

2. If cardiac disturbances are prevalent, milk injections are 
better avoided on account of the severe general reaction they 
invariably produce. The injection of turpentine is liable to 
produce abscesses and grave irritation of the renal parenchyma. 

3. Chronic urethritis must be treated with systematic dilation 
of the urethra followed by instillations of some silver solution. 
The accompanying prostatitis and vesiculitis are treated by 
massage, diathermy and repeated administration of some mild 
protein shock. Stripping of the seminal vesicles is useful. 

4. There is probably more present than merely exhaustion m 
this patient. Cirrhosis is more common in those using moderate 
or large amounts of alcohol daily than in periodic drinking. 
The bile in the urine is much more suggestive of some disease 
involving the biliary tracts, as a carcinoma, or cholelithiasis. 
The fall in blood pressure could be a part of the picture in any 
wasting disease, including cirrhosis. Such a fall is seen also 
as the result of a coronary thrombosis, or advancing sclerosis 
of the coronaries. Digitalis is to be used-only for .certam 
definite indications. The lowering of the pulse rate.per se is 
rarely such an indication. The lowered rate cou!d possibly 
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increase the dizziness. Sodium iodide would not be indicated 
for the exhaustion and dizziness alone. It is of no more value 
intravenously than by mouth. Every effort should be made to 
learn more of what are the causative factors behind the condition. 





OZONE AND VENTILATION 

To the Editor:—1. To what specific substance or group of substances 
can be attributed the ill effects from lack of ventilation in an overcrowded 
room? 2. To what extent does the use of ozone correct these effects? 
3. I should like a comparison of the benefit from proper ventilation with 
that of the use of ozone in the presence of improper ventilation. 4. To 
what extent is the use of ozone substituted for proper ventilation in the 
United States with especial reference to school rooms? 5. I should like 
a discussion of this subject in relation to the practices on submarines. 
M.D., Missouri. 


ANswerR.—l. The ill effects from lack of ventilation do not 
arise from any contaminating substance in the air but are due 
to the physical properties of the air—chiefly its lack of cooling 
power. Carbon dioxide or lack of oxygen, to a degree such 
as could be obtained in a room other than an hermetically sealed 
metal vault, has no ill effects; emanations from the body or 
breath of the occupants may be unpleasant to smell, but except 
for bacteria in a spray of saliva they are not detrimental. “Bad 
air” is made so by being too warm, too moist or too stagnant. 
An excellent discussion on ventilation is the chapter from 
Chemistry in Medicine (the Chemical Foundation, Inc.) on 
Good and Bad Air by Earle B. Phelps. 

2. The use of ozone might overcome the unpleasant smell 
arising from the occupants. 

3. Ozone cannot be used as a substitute for good ventilation 
in a room any more than deodorants or perfumes can be used 
as a substitute for bathing the body. 

4. Little, if any. In one or two schools, experiments have 
been made with the use of ozone. 

5. It is not believed that ozone is used on submarines other 
than for possible experimental purposes. Ozone is an irritant 
poison. In theory, it should be bactericidal in the air. In 
reality, in the high concentrations necessary to attain this end 
the ozone, and also the nitrous fumes that accompany it, are 
distressing to the occupants of the room. Ozone has been sug- 
gested to neutralize carbon monoxide in the air, particularly 
in garages, but it is based on the misconception that it combines 
with carbon monoxide in low concentrations. Its use in garages 
is inadvisable, as ozone, by its odor, will give a feeling of false 
security and there will be a tendency to cut down ventilation, 
thereby inadvertently producing a hazardous condition due to 
higher concentration of carbon monoxide. There has been no 
sound scientific work brought forward to show that there is 
any place whatever for ozone in problems of ventilation; on 
the contrary, E. O. Jordan and A. J. Carlson reported that the 
available evidence demonstrated the lack of hygienic value of 
ozone in room ventilation. Their own experiments show that 
ozone has no place as a practical room disinfectant because it 
is not bactericidal in concentrations which can be borne by 
man; that in concentrations which can obtain in practical 
ventilation ozone is not a deodorizer and the masking of odors 
which it may effect is undesirable; that the inhalation of even 
small amounts of ozone is harmful, and that as a therapeutic 
agent the gas is valueless if not injurious (THE JOURNAL, 
Sept. 27, 1913, p. 1007).

INJECTION METHOD OF TREATING VARICOSE VEINS 
IN DIABETIC PATIENTS—LEFT-HANDED 
SURGEONS: 

To the Editor:—1. A woman, aged 46, seeks relief for varicose veins. 
She has a mild case of diabetes, easily controlled by diet. The urine has 
been sugar-free for the past year or more. Would it be safe to use the 
injection method of treating her veins, and, if so, should preference be 
given to any particular solution for injecting them? 2. Should a boy 
who is a confirmed left-hander be discouraged from studying medicine? 
Would his left-handedness be a handicap in the practice of surgery? Please 
M.D., Chicago. 


ANnsweER.—1l. Diabetes, if controlled by diet or by insulin, is 
no contraindication to any surgical procedure and especially no 
contraindication to the injection treatment of varicose veins, 
provided the deep circulation is.intact and there has not been 
a phlebitis for at least six months. Highly irritant solutions, 
such as sodium chloride and sodium salicylate solutions, ought 
to be particularly avoided in diabetic patients because of the 
possibility of necrosis and a subsequent aggravation of the sugar 
tolerance. Fifty per cent dextrose solution can be safely used 
in these patients. Of course, the additional amount of sugar, 
from 5 to 10 Gm. of dextrose, which is injected intravenously 
must be accounted for, either by reducing the patient’s carbo- 
hydrate intake on the days of injection or by giving 1 unit of 
insulin for every 3 Gm. of sugar injected. A mild glycosuria 
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following the dextrose injection is also observed in nondiabetic 
patients and will not influence in any harmful way the patient’s 
diabetes. Infection, however, should be carefully guarded 
against, as the slightest infection will aggravate diabetes. 

2. Left-handedness offers no handicap in the practice of sur- 
gery. The surgeon who has a left-handed assistant to some 
extent will be discommoded until he learns to place the man in 
a position at the table most advantageous to the latter. The 
actual performance of operative work makes the average com- 
petent surgeon ambidextrous in the handling of instruments and 
in various technical procedures. If the surgeon is not a left- 
handed thinker, his possibilities for a good performance are equal, 
regardless of the hand that he favors.

Admissibility of Hospital Records 
(Wilcox v. Massachusetts Protective Assu. (Mass.), 163 N. E. 251) 


Wilcox fell accidentally, striking the back of his head, July 
', 1924. He was taken to the Chelsea Naval Hospital. July 
. an operation was performed, the nature of which is not 
‘ated in the record. He died, July 22, and an autopsy was 
rformed by one of the physicians connected with the hos- 
p tal. The death certificate stated that death was due to a 
duodenal ulcer and intestinal hemorrhage. Wilcox had been 
i: sured by the Massachusetts Protective Association on a policy 
tliat did not cover disease. His widow, however, contended 
that his death was not due to disease but to the accident and 
brought suit to recover the benefits provided by the policy. 
A verdict was rendered in her favor, and the insurer appealed 
t. the supreme judicial court of Massachusetts. 
In the opinion of the supreme judicial court, the words “acci- 
tal death,” as here used, connote a death which follows on 
| is the immediate and direct result of an accident, as dis- 
‘uished from death which follows on and is a consequence 
sickness and injury. The evidence produced by the insurer 
s ample to warrant a finding that the death of the insured 
s caused by disease, but the evidence for the beneficiary 
-irranted a finding that the accidental fall or injury was the 
e cause of death. The motion of the insurer that the trial 
c irt instruct the jury to bring in a verdict in its favor was 
t. refore rightly denied. Moreover, the refusal of the trial 
judge to admit in evidence the records of the United States 
Naval Hospital at Chelsea was proper. Dr. Kelley, it was 
c autended, kept the records. At the time of the trial he was 
s\.tioned in the Virgin Islands, testified by deposition for the 
ce‘endant, and could have been examined on oath as to any 
of his own knowledge which would have been shown by 
records. If the records were not kept by Dr. Kelley, there 
no evidence to show that the person who kept them was 
within the jurisdiction of the court. No necessity was 
wn, therefore, for the admission of this form of hearsay 
ience. No evidence was offered which would warrant a 
ing that the record was one required or authorized by any 
‘ute of the United States or by any rule or regulation of 
Navy Department of the United States. There is no statute 
in Massachusetts which gives an evidential value to a record 
th.t is unsupported by the personal knowledge of the keeper 
or custodian and kept outside of the commonwealth. The 
supreme judicial court could find no reversible error in the 
‘ceedings of the court below, by which a verdict was returned 
jor the beneficiary under the policy. 
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When Physician Should Testify 
(Peck v. Henderson (Ala.), 118 So. 258) 


The 8 year old son of the plaintiff, Henderson, had a cotton 
seed in his ear. He was carried to the deiendant’s office for 
treatment, Oct. 26, 1925. Chloroform was administered, and 
alicr unsuccessful efforts by the defendant to remove the seed 
with a pair of alligator forceps, it was removed by one Griz- 
zard, who happened to be present. Later, “the ear burst and 
discharged.” The boy continued to suffer, and because of the 
failure of the defendant to respond to calls, another physician 
was called in. Death occurred, Nov. 23, 1925. According to 
the physician who was in attendance when it occurred, it was 
due to an infection of the middle ear, produced by the removal 
of the cotton seed. The father of the dead boy thereupon sued 
the physician first called in to attend the patient. Judgment 
was rendered in favor of the father, which was affirmed by the 
court of appeals of Alabama. Certiorari was denied by the 
supreme court of the state. 

The physician-appellant alleged before the court of appeals, 
among the other errors attributed by him to the trial court, 
failure to set aside the verdict of the jury and the judgment 
rendered on it, and to grant a new trial, on the ground that 
the verdict was against the weight of evidence. But in this 
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case, said the court, the physician, against whom grave charges 
were made, did not see fit to take the stand as a witness in his 
own behalf. The testimony of the plaintiff seemed unbelievable. 
But the statements made by him and by his witnesses were of 
such a character that no one was in a position to deny and to 
refute them so well as was the physician-defendant. His fail- 
ure to do so, directly and in person, was a circumstance which 
the jury could well have taken to indicate that his own testi- 
mony would not have been favorable to his defense. ‘The court 
was unable, therefore, to see that the verdict of the jury was 
so clearly against the preponderance of the evidence as to con- 
vince the court that it was wrong and unjust. a 


Roentgen Treatment Neither Medical Nor, Surgical 
(Missouri State Life Ins. Co. v. Le Fevre (Texas), 10 S. W. (2d) 267) 


The appellee, Le Fevre, sued to recover on a life insurance 
policy on the life of her son. Among the defenses offered by 
the insurer was the claim that the insured misrepresented in 
his application the facts concerning previous illness. The appli- 
cation called for an answer to the question: “Have you had 
any disease or injuries or have you received any medical or 
surgical advice or attention within the past ten years?” The 
insured answered that his tonsils had been removed, that he 
was disabled four days, that there were no complications, that 
the operation was a perfect success, and that it was done by 
a specialist whose name he did not remember. He did no: 
mention the three or four times at intervals of some eight 
months or a year that roentgen rays had been applied to 
reduce a swelling about his throat. The jury, in response to 
special issues, found that this did not constitute a false -state- 
ment as to a material matter. The evidence, said the court 
of civil appeals of Texas, Waco, was sufficient to show that 
the swelling was due to bad tonsils. The operation to remove 
his tonsils was the matter of importance, and this he did state 
fully. The application of roentgen rays was doubtless thought 
to be unimportant as compared to the removal of the tonsils. 
Moreover, Dr. Garrett, a witness for the appellant, testified 
that roentgen treatment is neither medical nor surgical treat- 
ment. The court of appeals did not believe that the failure of 
the insured to mention the application of the roentgen rays 
constituted a false statement. The claim of the appellant that 
the evidence did not justify the finding of the jury that the 
insured had not, with respect to this treatment, made a false 
statement as to a material matter, was overruled by the court. 


Civil Liability of Insane Person for Homicide 
(Parke v. Dennard (Ala.), 118 So. 396) 


Parke killed Dennard, Oct. 4, 1926, by shooting. He was 
acquitted of a charge of murder, on a plea of insanity. The 
widow of his victim, as administratrix of her htisband’s estate, 
sued Parke, under the Alabama homicide statute, to recover 
damages for the alleged wrongful killing. As a defense to this 
civil suit, Parke pleaded, among other things, his trial for 
murder and his acquittal. Judgment was rendered against him 
for $20,000. Parke appealed to the supreme court of Alabama. 

It is a general rule, said the court, that insane persons may 
be held to liability for their tortious or wrongful acts or neg- 
ligence. By the weight of authority, recoverablé damages are 
limited to compensation for the acts or injury ‘sustained by 
the plaintiff, but under the homicide statute of Alabama dam- 
ages are punitive, not compensatory. Therefore, since a person 
is not liable for punitive damages if he is insane, it follows that 
in actions under the statute the plea of insanity is a valid 
defense. Some of the charges given by the court to the jury 
were criticized because of the use of the term “disease of the 
brain.” It was insisted that the proper expression should have 
been “disease of the mind.” Heretofore, said the court, there 
have been no refined distinctions as to these two expressions; 
they have been rather freely used interchangeably. The expres- 
sion objected to has attained a fixed meaning as having relation 
to mental disease. No occasion arose in the present instance, 
said the court, for making the distinction sought to- be made 
by counsel for Parke. The judgment of the court below was 
affirmed. ;

Sweating 


Dr F. M. ALteNn, Morristown, N. J.: Sweating may be 
used for therapeutic purposes. Sweat contains some of the 
principal substances of the urine. In acute nephritis the sweat 
glands are not a sufficient substitute for the kidneys, but in 
chronic nephritis patients can be kept alive by sweating. How- 
ever, patients with vasculorenal disease react badly to sweating. 
Drugs that cause sweating have a weakening effect, as has also 
a hot, moist heat. Desert heat is better borne by the body, it 
is so much drier. Sweating in this atmosphere is profuse but 
it cools the body. However, we have found that climato- 
therapy has accomplished little for patients with nephritis, so 
we have endeavored to improve on desert atmosphere by con- 
structing a heat chamber. This room is 20 feet square, with 
8 feet head room. It is adequately ventilated, and hot dry air 
is used, from 140 to 180 F. The treatment can be given for 
from twelve to fourteeen hours a day, but the patients sleep 
in a cooler room. As much as 4 liters of sweat can be lost. 
The treatment has been used for rheumatic infections, arthritis, 
neuritis, skin troubles, peripheral arteriosclerosis and respiratory 
disease. Actual collection of sweat is difficult, but we put a 
rubber band round the patient, which holds absorbent cotton in 
place, and the sweat runs down on this. On examining the sweat, 
we have found that if urea and creatinine are high in the blood 
they are high in the sweat. We have found that in a large 
proportion of renovascular cases there is deficient activity of 
the sweat glands. It is not possible to treat all patients by 
this method; some patients collapse; some patients develop a 
fever. When vascular disorder is widespread throughout the 
body, the results are poor. The best therapy is obtained when 
the renal damage is the chief factor. 

We have made analyses of the blood and sweat taken simul- 
taneously. Sometimes the examinations run parallel, but there 
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are often discrepancies. Three or four liters of sweat will give 
chloride and urea in high figures. The sweat glands do not 
protect the salt reserve of the body. This is effected only by 
the kidneys. Some patients with edema are greatly benefited 
by this treatment. The most striking observation in our cases 
was on one man with progressive nephritis. He had a begin- 
ning uremia, in spite of a salt-free diet. Usually such cases 
are hopeless. The blood urea was 180-58, but his symptoms dis- 
appeared under the sweating treatment and he is now able to 
carry on his business. We think this is a good way to get out 
a little additional nitrogen from the blood, and often we have 
got out more urea through the skin than from the kidneys. We 
should find this method of help in a certain class of cases, and it 
is an improved method of sweating, as it is not so liable to cause 
exhaustion. 
DISCUSSION 

Dr. G. W. Norris, Philadelphia: I still have the idea that 
the best results obtained from sweating occur in special cases. 
Benefit from sweat is through an increased circulatory change 
throughout the body and through the kidneys. Fhe improve- 
ment seen in joint conditions is, I think, because of the improved 
speeding up of the circulation. 

Dr. Wirtt1am H. WeEtcu, Baltimore: How much do 
patients drink during this treatment? {fn a course of Turkish 
baths there is a definite technic. One can sweat much more 
readily at 160 F. if one steps into the steam room and then 
goes back into the other room. It is much easier to break out 
into perspiration. Then there is a certain technic as to the 
intake of fluid, and a good deal depends on this. 


Dr. F. M. ALLEN, Morristown, N. J.: If the patients have 
edema we do not allow much fluid to be taken. If they have 
no edema, 4 liters of water is allowed. If they can pass 4 liters 
of sweat, it helps the kidneys a lot. We do not use steam; 
we use only the dry chamber. I do not think that patients with 
chronic nephritis can be kept alive by sweating alone, but sweat- 
ing to a certain extent replaces the function of the kidney and 
thus gives the kidney a chance to rest. This is the reason for 
the improvement in the kidney. 


Chronic Hypoglycemia Associated with Primary 
Liver Cell Carcinoma 


Dr. CHARLES A. ELtiott, Chicago: This patient presented 
a persistent, progressive hypoglycemia, comparable to that seen 
in experimental hepatectomy. There were symptoms of obstruc- 
tion, loss of weight, and weakness. A nodular mass was felt 
in the liver. The pancreas appeared to be normal. The report 
at operation was adenocarcinoma. Twenty days after operation 
the patient became comatose. Fasting blood sugar was 14 mg. 
The patient, when deprived of food, passed into coma. The 
administration of 570 Gm. every hour failed to prevent coma. 
The attacks were characterized by fatigue and loss of conscious- 
ness. In the intervals between attacks he appeared normal 
mentally. The dextrose tolerance test showed that there was 
a progressive loss of sugar. Insulin could not be shown in 
50 cc. of blood. A whole lobe of the liver was occupied by 
the tumor. There were numerous metastases in the lungs and 
mediastinum. The liver tumor did not contain insulin. The 
pancreas showed 100 units per kilogram. The glycogen balance 
could not be maintained by the liver, and the hypoglycemia 
was due to the sugar imbalance function of the liver. Decrease 
of the liver substance was important, but functional degenera- 
tion of the remaining substance was the chief factor. There 
is also a functional deficiency associated with inadequate gly- 
cogen storage. 

DISCUSSION 

Dr. R. M. WiLpeEr, Chicago: Such extreme hypoglycemia 
from disease of the liver is extremely difficult to differentiate 
from hyperinsutinism. The hepatic cause for the hypoglycemia, 
with tumor of the pancreas, was in our minds before we came 
to the conclusion that. it was a tumor of the pancreas. This 
was difficult to rule out. We have had two cases of hypo- 
glycemia identical to the case described, in which no tumor of 
the islets was found. The patients were operated on in the 
hope that an adenoma would be found and the patient cured. 
No adenoma was found. Dr. Judd took out part of the pan- 
creas. One patient was much better after this procedure, the 


other not much improved. Dr. Finney operated on another 
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patient and removed part of the pancreas:: That patient was 
markedly improved: .. ‘This ‘is. evidently’ the right line- of. treat- 
ment for that disease. Surgeons will have to ,develop greater 
audacity in their attack on the pancreas. 


Case of Hemochromatosis: Studies of the Copper 
“Content of the Liver 


Drs. E. H. FunxK and H. F. St. Crarr, Philadelphia: In 
a white man, aged 44, an iron worker,. there .was .great loss 
of weight and pigmentation of the skin. The patient was 
markedly alcoholic. The blood pressure was 116 systolic and 
70 diastolic. There was considerable jaundice. The liver func- 
tion was moderately impaired; there was slight secondary 
anemia. Bacillus coli was isolated from the blood. The case 
came to autopsy. The liver, spleen and pancreas were enlarged 
and firm. ‘'Hemosiderin and hemofuchsin were found in large 
quantities in the liver and pancreas, with the pigment-in the 
cells of the parenchymal organs of the body. There were 140 
mg. per kilogram of liver tissue, and 6.2 Gm. of iron per kilo- 
eram, In the average adult there is ingestion of about 2 mg. 
of copper each day. Part is eliminated, and part,.is deposited 
in the liver. Hemoly sis, is not proved in hemochromatosis, and 
10 blood-forming activity is seen; therefore it is not likely that 
copper causes hemolysis with storage of iron pigment. 


Physiology of the Diaphragm 


Dr. W. S. Lemon, Rochester, Minn.: There is an absorp- 
‘ion by the lymphatics through the diaphragm. We have 
bserved a flow through normal as well as through paralyzed 
iuscles. The diaphragm in the normal person has an outward 
ud upward movement. If a graphite solution is introduced, it 
ows into the lymphatic plexuses of the diaphragm and then 
; asses upward through the substernal route. If the phrenic 
‘rve is snipped off, the muscle mever moves again and after 
vo weeks becomes atrophied. In the normal muscle the flow 
thirty minutes and in the paralyzed muscle it is ninety min- 
‘es. The graphite passes to the peritoneal surface, travels 
along with the phagocytes, and finally gets into the blood. 


DISCUSSION 


Dr. H. A. Hare, Philadelphia: I have been interested .in 
the relation of the phrenic nerve in connection with respiration. 

r. Martin and I cut the phrenic nerve in the horse, monkey 
aud guinea-pig. After resection of the phrenic nerve it is quite 
remarkable how soon .atrophy of the muscles of respiration 
takes place. It used to be considered a fatal accident in a 
surgical operation if we cut the phrenic nerve, but we found 
out that it was not so. In many infectious diseases we have 
jound degenerative changes in the musculature of the inter- 
custals, and this is an important factor in hastening the end of 
the patient, not because of paralysis but because the diaphragm 
is the largest and most important respiratory muscle in the 
body, but is also the pump which diffuses fluids through. the 
lymphatics. The poisons may pass the lymphatics and get into 
the receptaculum chyli and into the blood stream direct. 
Phrenectomized animals live indefinitely. Monkeys run about 
with nothing worse, than. dyspnea. ,The, muscles of respiration 
get hypertrophied, and -the diaphragm. flaps -back and forth. I 
saw a woman weighing 110 pounds (50 Kg.). She had a con- 
cave abdomen. She would get exhausted with the effort to 
cough. The ribs. were stretched,.the diaphragm was gone 
When an autopsy in pneumonia, is made,-one should pay par- 
ticular attention to the aspect of the a and the respira- 
tory muscles. 


Surgical Measures in the Treatment of Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis 


Dr. C. D. Pareitt, Gravenhurst, ,Ont,: . Out of 646 nna 
treated, 141 submitted to artificial pneumothorax, Thirty- four 
patients had~ phrenicotomy ; twenty-three had thoracoplasty. 
One patient died; ten improved, of whom nine maintained 
improvement from one and-one-half to twelve years. Since 
then we-have had.an apportunity to follow..up. more. patients 
and have found. fifty-two who..maintained their status. The 
indications are that this procedure is suitable in about 80 per 
cent of arrested .cases. .Thoracoplasty is* indicated when the 
Opposite lung shows little disease... It.should replace pneumo- 
thorax if the opposite lung can stand it. Only one fatality due 
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to operation has been observed. Success depends on selection 


,of the case, the * judgment of the surgeon, and: the care-of the 


patient before and after operation; resistance of the patient -is 
an important factor. Signs of repair in the lung are an indica- 


‘tion for thoracoplasty. Acute exudative lesions are not con- 


sidered a good field for operative intervention, but healed 
processes indicate a good degree of resistance. Other factors 
to be considered are race, sex, complications, family history, 
cured tuberculosis and longevity. These all have a bearing on 
the tuberculosis. To give the best results the surgeon should 
demand earlier lesions and a better type of patient. 


Relation of Herpes Zoster to Varicella 


Dr. T. M. Rivers, New York: Varicella and herpes zoster 
are characterized by vesicles in the skin and the lesions look 
identical, yet the site of the lesions and the immune reactions 
are different. Fever: blisters are caused by a specific virus, 
and herpes, though associated with many conditions, is a defi- 
nite virus disease. Some workers have thought that the blisters 
of chickenpox are the same. The seasonal incidence of these 
conditions varies. Chickenpox is scarce in July, August. and 
September. Herpes has no seasonal variation. There is a 
‘Striking difference in age incidence. Chickenpox is almost 
entirely a disease of the first decade of life. Herpes is almost 
always in subjects over 10 years of age. 


Brucella Abortus Infections in Man 


Drs. SOLOMON StTROUSE and K. M. Howe tt, Chicago: 
The clinical picture of Brucella abortus infection is an exceed- 
ingly indefinite one, and the serologic tests are uncertain. 
Undulating fever is a better name for the disease. There is 
a close relation to malta fever. There may -be headaches, 
malaise, fever and arthritic symptoms, but nething specific. 
Sometimes there is leukopenia with enlarged spleen. Blood 
cultures are often positive, and positive agglutinations tests can 
be obtained. Malta fever is disseminated by goats, and undulant 
fever seems to be occasioned by cattle and swine. There is a 
strong bacteriologic and serologic similarity. Often the lesions 
look like those of tuberculosis... Whether this disease is always 
the result of milk-borne infections we do not know. The dis- 
ease is often found in big cities. 


DISCUSSION 


Dr. THomas Orpway, Albany, N. Y.: During the past 
year there has been twelve cases in Albany. It may look like 
typhoid, tuberculosis or influenza. There may be an appear- 
ance of arthritis or orchitis. Sometimes the cases are consid- 
ered neurotic. We had one case without agglutinins in the 
blood, although there was a positive blood culture. I think 
that in doubtful cases guinea-pig inoculation is important. The 
lesions in the guinea-pig often look like those of tuberculosis. 
Cases from porcine infection seem more frequent than the 
bovine. In all the cases from milk-borne infection there has 
been a history of drinking unpasteurized milk. It may also be 
spread by cream, butter and cheese products: 


Dr. E. C. Dickson, San Francisco: There has been a good 
deal of this disease in California. I studied a case of this type 
but blood tulture was negative. This patient was not seen 
until agglutination was positive. We were able to trace this 
case directly to the source of infection. Many workers do not 
believe that agglutination means active infection. We tested 
animals with various conditions to see whether the presence of 
agglutinins would indicate infection. We found that positive 
agglutinins in guinea-pigs meant the presence of active organ- 
isms in the spleen. Another test we tried was this: We car- 
ried on parallel agglutination tests with serwm ‘ent to our 
laboratory for Widal examination, and we never obtained posi- 
tive tests for Brucella abortus in these serums. The disease is 
scarce in San Francisco, where 100 per cent of the milk is 
pasteurized, but I think it is necessary that board of health 
laboratories should receive blood -from places where raw milk 
is consumed, and similar tests should be carried out. 

Dr. GEorGE BLuMER, New Haven, Conn.: In the report 
of .the New York State Board of Health, the number of cases 
is increasing. I think this is not due to increase in the diséasé 
but to our having learned to recognize the disease.» In regard 
to the epidemiology of the disease and the mode of infection} 
it is generally assumed that cases are due to Brucella abortus 
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infection from cattle, but children do not suffer from malta 
fever. A large proportion of milk in this country is infected, 
so it is strange that children do not contract the disease. Cases 
should be studied to see what type of Brucella is present and 
what other mode of transmission there may be besides the 
method of inoculation through the mouth, studied by Theobald 
Smith. The percentage of porcine infections isolated from 
human beings should be studied. Cows are also susceptible to 
porcine infection. The whole question of etiology is obscure 
and needs careful study. 

Dr. H. L. Amoss, Baltimore: In this disease the blood 
culture may be negative and the agglutination test may be 
negative, or the blood culture may be alternately positive and 
This has led us to make an examination of the stools 
to search for the organism. We had repeated failures with 
typhoid detection methods. We then tried concentration by 
agglutination and washing by citrate before planting the organ- 
ism. We mixed a suspension of the stools with the serum, 
passed this through the centrifuge, and then planted it on eosin- 
methylene blue. We used serum of the patient or a stock 
polyvalent serum. Of twenty cultures, all were positive. In 
one case of ovarian infection the patient presented a clinical 
picture of tuberculous peritonitis.

Pathology of Epidemic and Postvaccinal 
Encephalitis 

Dr. SIMON FLEXNER, New York: It is important that we 
should be alert to the general subject of encephalitis following 
acute infections, particularly that which follows vaccination. 
Cases of encephalitis following acute infections, occasionally, 
have been known for many years. In recent years cases fol- 
lowing smallpox, varicella, measles and scarlet fever have 
appeared in the medical literature. In the last years of the 
war, as I know, cases which now go by the name of epidemic 
encephalitis were numerous and were observed, studied and 
reported throughout the world. There are records of such 
occurrences in 1927-1928. Alarming reports appeared, at first 
from Czechoslovakia, near Prague, then from secondary com- 
munities in Holland, which, when first interpreted, seemed to 
indicate that in some instances vaccination brought about in 
children the unusual result of epidemic encephalitis. Such 
lesions go by the name of postvaccinal encephalitis. The first 
reports were misleading because the encephalitis, so far as one 
could determine by histologic examinations, is not the same 
pathologic process that occurs in epidemic encephalitis. This 
was confirmed by later studies and showed that the isolated 
epidemics did not present the same features as the previously 
studied cases of epidemic encephalitis. Although cases, not so 
small in number, have been reported from the main European 
countries, few have been reported from the United States. At 
first sight it would appear that America has been spared this 
complication which Europe has suffered. That is not true. 
Four cases from Baltimore have been reported and there are 
other unmistakable cases of symptoms of encephalitis following 
vaccination, with recovery, in this country. One point that 
should be noted is that the European cases occurred in children 
vaccinated for the first time. It is doubtful whethef? they occur 
in persons vaccinated for the second time, if the first vaccina- 
tion was successful. They tend not to occur in children vac- 
cinated in the first year; they are infrequent under 2 years; 
they are most common in children about 6 years old. This is 
because children entering school, who have not previously been 
vaccinated, are required to be vaccinated before attending school. 
Thus there is an arbitrary reason for this time of occurrence 
in European cases. In this country vaccination is done early, 
which may explain why fewer cases are encountered. Histo- 
logically, epidemic encephalitis is characterized by diffuse 
inflammatory changes associated with exudation of blood cells. 
In the postvaccinal forms there is wide demyalinization of the 
nerve tissue so that the lesions resemble those of acute dis- 
seminated sclerosis. 

DISCUSSION 

Dr. Witt1aM H. Park, New York: About sixteen years 
ago the Hygienic Laboratory kept alive some of the calves 
used in the biologic plants. It was found that many of the 
animals had foot and mouth disease, but this did not affect 
people vaccinated from them, although there may have been a 
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filtrable virus occurring in the vaccine. However, such things 
are a possibility and may account for these sporadic outbreaks. 

Dr. GEORGE BLUMER, New Haven, Conn.: We have had 
smallpox in Connecticut during the past four or five years. 
During the epidemic in Bridgeport, a large number of people, 
from 30,000 to 40,000, were vaccinated during that time, and 
following that, there were two cases of encephalitis. In the 
New Haven scare, a year ago, a larger number were vac- 
cinated, and one case of postvaccinal encephalitis occurred in 
the New Haven Hospital. There was one difficulty, however, 
that arose in connection with the diagnosis, as to whether we 
were really dealing with a postvaccinal encephalitis, because 
both of the smallpox outbreaks occurred at a time of the year 
when encephalitis is apt to be present. Therefore, it is difficult 
to say whether we were dealing with a coincidence. The cases 
may have belonged to the ordinary run of cases of epidemic 
encephalitis. In cases of an entirely different nature, it is 
apparent that in recent years encephalitis has followed a variety 
of acute infectious diseases. I have seen a case associated with 
subacute bacterial endocarditis. The symptoms were fever, 
enlarged spleen, metabolic phenomena, heart murmur and per- 
sistent blood culture positive to Streptococcus viridans. The 
patient finally recovered. After a year the patient presented 
a typical parkinsonian syndrome. This might be an encephalitis 
due to a more chronic type of infection. 


Significance of the Types of Pneumococci on 

. Pneumonia of Children and Adults 

Dr. Witt1aAm H. Park, New York: Formerly it was 
thought that types I, II and III were all that would have to 
be taken into consideration, but later it became apparent that 
other types needed attention. Lister discovered another type 
prevalent in Africa. Miss Olmstead, who has worked on typ< 
IV, found that she could differentiate twelve distinct subtypes. 
An antibody serum has been developed to these which gives a 
slight reaction, but the usual preparation we use has no bad 
effects. Forty per cent of the adult cases are not of types I, 
II or III. Children are usually of type IV. We therefore 
tried to fix these other types with their specific serums ready 
for use. Miss Cooper was able to work out fourteen different 
strains. There is a great deal of difference in the result of 
the serum. In type I, serum is particularly successful. In 
type II it is less so. In type III, in which the pneumococci 
have large capsules, they are not influenced by the serum. We 
have developed a horse serum for all these preparations. Type 
I serum gives results in 50 per cent of the cases. 


Immune Serum in the Treatment of Pneumonia 


Dr. Rurus I. Cote, New York: In 1913 we worked with 
pneumococcus serum type I, and in succeeding years we con- 
tinued to report the results of our studies. The statistics con- 
tinued to be favorable. Other workers began this treatment, 
but, on the whole, their results were disappointing. We have 
continued to treat patients with large doses of type I serum 
and have analyzed results in all treated cases. Our mortality 
is 10.5 per cent. We excluded from these cases children who 
entered early, with good prognosis, patients with falling tem- 
perature, patients in whom the temperature had fallen, and five 
who died before the type could be determined. We examined 
our figures to see what other causes besides serum treatment 
could be operative. We find we have more patients in the early 
decades of life. If these are omitted, the mortality is 13.5 per 
cent. We believe that the results obtained indicate that the 
facilities at the Rockefeller Institute are exceptional as regards 
nursing care, cardiac condition and the use of the oxygen cham- 
ber. Another point is that the physicians are on duty twenty- 
four hours; the serum therapy is especially good; the serum 
concentration is high and the dose is given at regular intervals. 
The dose is watched carefully, as the concentrated serum needs 
to be used with considerable caution. 


DISCUSSION 


Dr. Russet L. Cecit, New York: I have been interested 
in the mortality at Bellevue and the apparent change from year 
to year. In 1921, in type I pneumonias, the mortality in 
untreated cases was 20 per cent. Each year since then the 
mortality has increased in untreated cases, until now it is about 
35 per cent. Probably the increasing laxity of the prohibition 
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laws'in New «York: City have something ‘to¢do with’ this and 
the numerous cases of ‘alcoholic: pneumonia -account for this 
increase. In type II the death rate is high, 50 per cent. We 
deal with ‘bad risks in Bellevue; I ‘think ‘that in other hospitals 
this’ rate would-be lower. Dr. Cole’s figure of a 10 percent 
mortality is striking. I think the reason is the intensive treat- 
ment given at the Rockefeller Institute. In Bellevue’ the 
patients may have to go from eight to twelve hours without 
serum. In Dr. Cole’s service there is an intern on duty all 
the time. In long intervals between doses there is a tendency 
to relapse and a tendency toward sepsis. I believe that frequent 
dosage is necessary until the condition is under control.

Atrophic Arthritis 


Dr. CHARLES z EMERSON, Tndia#apolis: A small group of 
- arthritides is one ia which’ trophic symptoms predominate. 
t is liable to occur in middle age, most frequently in women 
i ut the menopause. Often there is what is called a nervous 
breakdown, with loss of weight: not.loss of adipose tissue but 
loss of muscle bulk. Sometimes there . are definite. mental 
symptoms ; sometimes there is only marked* nervousness. The 
patient is not well, cannot walk; later, joint changes come on 
suddenly. There is thinning of cartilages between. the_phalanges, 
trophic changes, thickening of the nails, and loss of muscle sub- 
stance. Gradually the changes spread from joint to joint and 
there is crippling, disability, contractures and _ paresthesias. 
Inflammatory signs follow. These are secondary infections in 
points of Teast resistance. This appears like acute inflammatory 
rheumatism with hypertrophy of the joints. We take it that 
this is due to infection, but not direct infection. Blood cultures 
are negative. By dissection of the glands near the joint we get 
cultures, but these are secondary invaders, The use of antigens 
and operations on foci of infection do no good. It is necessary 
to study the endocrine system. In one group this syndrome 
follows extreme mental trauma. We have given up removing 
tonsils and pulling teeth. It does not do any good. One inter- 
esting feature in these casés is the muscular hypotonicity. Any- 
thing that helps this is of value. Heat is indicated, diathermy, 


t} 


hy drotherapy. These all relieve ‘muscle spasticity. As"the con- 


dition imptoves, this disappeafs. The striking point is the relief 





factor in the disease, with cure by desensitization, 
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of muscle spasm. We ought to spare these patients surgery if 
we can. We have to control the element.back .of the case or 
we cannot do any good. We have a condition which is physical, 
growing out of a disturbance of the central nervous system, 
the underlying cause of which is a trauma to the, mental life. 


Metabolic Studies in Regard to Certain Forms of 
Arthritis and Also Migraine, with the 
Proper Diet in These Cases 

Dr. T. R. Brown, Baltimore: In chronic arthritis and 
migraine, treatment is disappointing. Hypertrophic arthritis is 
due rather to metabolic errors than to infection. Even with 
infection, metabolism plays a part. The best plan of treatment 
is to find the metabolic error and institute dietotherapy. Our 
procedure has been to make basal metabolic readings and find 
the endogenous and exogenous uric acid output. Achylia was 
often present. These are perhaps atypical of gout. The chem- 
ical condition of the blood was apparently normal. Sugar 
tolerance showed no particular disturbance but was low in a 
few cases. Basal metabolic rates were low in a few instances. 
Purine output disturbed in a few. There was no marked factor 
which seemed to weigh in these cases. In regard to migraine, 
diet plays some part, but there is some secondary factor asso- 
ciated with migraine which excites the attack. It may be 
influence of the sella turcica, or it may be plugging of the 
foramen of Monro. Or the attacks may be anaphylactic in 
nature. Pituitary extract is disappointing in the treatment of 
these cases. The frequent relation of these attacks to men- 
struation indicates that they may be of endocrine origin. In 
a certain proportion of these cases the disturbance is due to 
some particular foodstuff. Carbohydrates seem to play the 
chiéf rdle in this respect. A sugar-free diet may effect a cure 
im’ some cases; in another, a protein-free diet. It is often 
obvious to the patient that certain foods produce the attack. 
‘The blood, on chemical examination, is normal in most cases 
but in some we have found a lowered sugar tolerance, and in 
some a temporary glycemia. Often in the attacks the liver 
becomes enlarged and tender and hyperemic. Bilious headache 
follows. Such cases are related to excessive carbohydrate 
intake. These are the cases in which a vasomotor disturbance 
is caused by an underlying endocrinopathy, with low sugar 
tolerance, and in which the reduction of the carbohydrate intake 
will lead to long periods of immunity. 


Cases of Malignant’ Disease of the Bones 
Considered as Arthritis 


Dr. Henry Jackson, Boston: The cases I refer to were 
early cases mistaken for arthritis, but usually the case was 
spoken of as “rheumatism.” Usually there were indefinite pains 
in the legs and back. There are two important signs pointing 
to malignant disease of the bone: (1) the presence of edema 
of the soft tissue, no swelling, and not associated with arthritis ; 
(2) a rather high leukocyte count with an associated fever. 
This is often present years before malignant disease is recog- 
nized, The early cases are usually not recognized. In nine 
cases in which we made a diagnosis, five had been considered 
psychic, two were called rheumatism, and three neuritis. One 
of the latter had carcinoma of the lung and the x-rays showed 
malignant disease. 

DISCUSSION 


Dr. JosEpH MILLER, Chicago: We are discussing a disease 
with different etiologic factors. We know that the bowel is 
concerned in these cases. I had one patient who had infectious 
arthritis for a year. She developed a severe diarrhea, which 
lasted seven weeks, and during that time the arthritis entirely 
disappeared. After the diarrhea ceased, the arthritis came back. 
In regard to migraine, we find one factor in the diet frequently 
mentioned, and that is chocolate. Chocolate contains 12 per 
cent protein. When we ask the patient to bring a list of foods 
taken preceding the attack, chocolate is one of them. Many 
patients never have migraine if they can keep away from choco- 
late. We are accustomed to use peptone injections intraye- 


nously, and often after six or eight injections the patients are 


entirely free from migraine. Some patients, however, are not 
helped. This relief would seem to point to an anaphylactic

Bacteriology of Blood and Joints in Chronic Infectious 
Arthritis.—In 61.5 per cent of seventy-eight cases of chronic 
infectious arthritis studied by Cecil et al., a streptococcus was 
isolated from the circulating blood. Of these streptococci, 
83.3 per cent were culturally and biologically identical, and 
appear to be attenuated hemolytic streptococci. This dominant 
strain has been referred to as the “typical strain.” The remain- 
ing strains fall definitely into either the viridans or the indif- 
ferent group of streptococci. A streptococcus, culturally and 
biologically identical with the strain isolated from the blood, 
can sometimes be cultivated from one of the affected joints in 
the same patient. A streptococcus, culturally and biologically 
identical with the strain isolated from the blood and joints, 
can sometimes be isolated from a focus of infection in the same 
patient. When the “typical strain” of streptococcus is injected 
intravenously into rabbits, a majority of the rabbits develop a 
chronic nonsuppurative polyarthritis. Microscopically, the histo- 
logic changes in the rabbit’s joints are practically identical with 
those observed in the joints of patients with chronic infectious 
arthritis. Cultures from the blood and from the joints of 
rabbits infected with experimental arthritis frequently yield a 
streptococcus identical with the strain originally injected. Cecil 
et al. feel that their observations tend strongly to confirm the 
theory that chronic infectious arthritis is a streptococcal infec- 
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tion, caused in a large proportion of cases by a biologically 
specific strain of this organism. The presence of this specific 
strain of streptococcus in the blood of several patients with 
advanced arthritis deformans goes far to corroborate the view 
already widely held that arthritis deformans and chronic infec- 
tious arthritis are one and the same disease. 


Clinical Significance of Premature Beats.—A series of 
100 cases of premature beats, divided into four heart rate groups, 
and followed over a period of years, is presented by Esler and 
White. This is accompanied by a series of a similar size of 
control cases, having the same diagnoses as those of the pre- 
mature beat group but not showing arrhythmia. Premature 
beats which occurred at the more rapid rates in this series did 
not bear a more serious prognosis than those at slower rates 
when allowance was made for the increase in mortality due 
to increased rate alone. The presence of premature beats in 
the series reported here did not add gravity to the prognosis. 
The death rate was actually slightly greater in the 100 cases 
showing normal rhythm. Auricular premature beats were not 
found to be more significant so far as prognosis of life is con- 
cerned than were ventricular premature beats. Multifocal ven- 
tricular premature beats did not appear to bear a much more 
serious prognosis than those of unifocal origin, nor were they 
present in the patients who showed evidence of heart disease to 
nearly the degree of those of the unifocal type. It is doubtful 
whether multifocal premature beats are always accompanied by 
myocardial involvement. The frequency with which premature 
beats occurred in a given case seemed to bear little relation to 
prognosis. 

Cutaneous and Venous Blood Sugar Curves.—Arteri:! 
(cutaneous) and venous blood sugar curves have been studied 
by Friedenson et al. after the administration of dextrose or 
mixed meals in patients with nondiabetic glycosuria and wit) 
diabetes, with and without insulin therapy. The presence cr 
absence of a positive arterial-venous blood sugar difference after 
meals cannot be used to distinguish benign glycosuria froi1 
diabetes. In patients with benign glycosuria, the arterial-venous 
difference may be so great that the venous blood sugar, deter- 
mined at thirty minute intervals, may never show hyperglycemia 
that is strikingly evident in the venous sugar curve. For the 
differentiation of types of benign glycosuria, venous sugar 
curves are of little value. In mild diabetes, arterial-venous 
differences can usually be demonstrated at an abnormally high 
level. After the administration of insulin, such differences 
develop at lower levels. Insulin, however, may lower the blood 
sugar level without causing an appreciable difference. 


Auricular Fibrillation—This paper by Wolff and White 
consists primarily in a clinical study of the action of quinidine 
sulphate in sixty-two cases of permanent auricular fibrillation, 
eight cases of permanent auricular flutter, twenty-nine cases of 
paroxysmal auricular fibrillation, two cases of paroxysmal 
auricular flutter, and a small group of cases with paroxysmal 
tachycardia and premature beats. A follow-up study of a series 
of seventy-five additional cases of permanent auricular fibrilla- 
tion and flutter reported in 1923 is also presented. In the series 
of seventy cases, comprising sixty-two of permanent auricular 
fibrillation and eight of flutter, normal rhythm was restored in 
65.7 per cent. In apparently normal hearts (seven cases), 
permanent auricular fibrillation was terminated by quinidine in 
100 per cent of the cases, irrespective of the age of the patient 
and the duration of the fibrillation. The next most responsive 
group is that of patients with rheumatic heart disease who are 
less than 41 years of age. In the hyperthyroid group the 
response in somewhat better than in the group of patients with 
hypertensive and arteriosclerotic heart disease. In this new 
group of seventy patients there was one death which might 
possibly be attributed to quinidine but probably was not due to 
it. Quinidine is of value in preventing and terminating parox- 
ysmal auricular fibrillation and is effective in some cases of 
paroxysmal tachycardia and premature beats. In cases of 
auricular flutter, digitalis is probably more effective than quini- 
dine. Digitalis appears to be more effective than quinidine in 
occasional cases of paroxysmal auricular fibrillation and 
paroxysmal tachycardia. 

Effect of Digitalis on Electrocardiogram.—In Brams’ 
experimental study, dogs were given various preparations of 
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digitalis in: different doses: and«by “various: routes. “The: quan- 
tities given -varied from what would: correspond to therapeutic 
doses to quantities causing definite toxicity and death... Electro- 
cardiograms taken at frequent intervals and over a long period 
of time failed to show, a. constantly lowered T wave. The wave 
was never seen to be negative. Intravenous administration pro- 
duced effects in a few minutes when the dose was sufficiently 
large. It seems an open question whether the T wave*can be 
used as a criterion of the action of digitalis. Experiments on 
a small series of cats produced variable results. The T wave 
sometimes became negative~ and at other times remained 
unchanged. The observation that’ the wave may become nega- 
tive for a time and then return as-a positive wave after more 
digitalis was: given seems to point to the necessity for more 
study with these animals.

Arteriovenous Aneurysm.— The physiologic effects of 
arteriovenous aneurysm on the circulation and their importance 
in relation to surgical treatment have been: studied experimen- 
tally by Holman. The production of an arteriovenous fistula is 
accompanied by a marked fall in blood pressure and by an 
increase in pulse rate. To compensate for these changes, .an 
increase in total blood volume occurs. Dilatation of the heart 
and of the artery and vein proximal to a fistula invariably occur 
in the presence of the larger fistulas. The extent of the blood 
volume increase and the extent of the dilatation of the heart 
depend on the size of the fistula. The dilatation may proceed 
to complete myocardial failure. Arteriovenous fistulas. should, 
therefore, be eliminated, preferably by quadruple ligation of 
The elimination 
of a fistula may precipitate a cardiac decompensation incident 
To avoid this 
excessive dilatation, venesection may be necessary in the course 
of the operation. A prolonged convalescence after operation is 
necessary to avoid the myocardial strain that is imposed by the 
increase in diastolic pressure accompanying the elimination of

Output of Heart in Patients with Abnormal Blood 
Pressure.—In two groups of cases studied by Burwell and 
Smith, one presenting systolic blood pressures of more than 
175 mm. and one systolic blood pressures of less than 95 mm. 
of mercury, the total cardiac output per minute, the cardiac 
output per minute per kilogram of body weight and the cardiac 
output per hundred cubic centimeters of oxygen absorbed did 
not show significant differences. 


Effect of Digitalis Bodies on Velocity of Blood Flow. 
—Strophanthin and tincture of digitalis were administered intra- 
venously and by mouth, respectively, to eight normal persons. 
Their effect on the velocity of pulmonary and peripheral venous 
blood flow, on the vital capacities of the lungs, and on the 
arterial and venous pressures were observed. Amounts of these 
drugs corresponding to large therapeutic doses failed to change 
appreciably the velocity of the pulmonary blood flow and the 
other aspects mentioned of the circulation in the normal sub- 
jects. When strophanthin or tincture of digitalis in large 
therapeutic doses was administered to fourteen patients suffering 
from cardiovascular disease, the velocity of the pulmonary blood 
flow became increased in seven, was unaltered in four, and was 
definitely decreased in three. Although the average pulse rate 
in seven patients showed a reduction of 14 beats a minute, the 
pulmonary circulation time showed an average reduction of 6.9 
seconds, which corresponds to an increase of 30 per cent in 
the velocity of pulmonary blood flow. The velocity of blood 
flow in the pulmonary circuit is decreased in patients with 
circulatory failure. With clinical signs of improvement due 
to the administration of digitalis or to rest, the velocity of this 
blood flow increases, although the degree of the patient’s 
improvement and the change in velocity may not be parallel. 
Patients with symptoms and signs of congestive failure, even 
when at rest, have had a greater tendency to show definite 
increase in the velocity of blood flow in the pulmonary circuit 
{ollowing the administration of digitalis than patients who were 
compensated at rest. Weiss and Blumgart assert that these 
studies help to provide a rational basis for the therapeutic admin- 
istration of digitalis to patients suffering from circulatory 
failure. 

Paroxysmal Hemoglobinuria.—Five cases are reported by 
MacKenzie. One patient, who received the most intensive treat- 
ment, showed the most prompt cessation of symptoms and the 
earliest disappearance of the Donath and Landsteiner and the 
Wassermann reactions, even though the Donath and Landsteiner 
had a higher titer in this patient than in any other patient of 
the series. It is shown that artificial production of a paroxysm 
caused hemoglobinemia with or without hemoglobinuria, fre- 
quently a sudden drop in the total white count and the percentage 
of polymorphonuclear cells, with a‘subsequent leukocytosis and 
increase of the percentage of polymorphonuclears, an elevation 
of blood pressure, and a rise in the temperature. 


Effects of Thyroid Hormone and Thyroid Disease.— 
Aub and his associates found that the calcium excretion in 
patients with exophthalmic goiter and in those with hyperfunc- 
tioning thyre’d adenomas is increased markedly above the 
normal. This increase (231 per cent) is far greater than the 
increase in basal metabolic rate (55 per cent). The ingestion 
of thyroid by normal persons likewise increases the calcium 
elimination. The calcium excretion in myxedema is markedly 
diminished below that found in normal persons. A marked 
increase in phosphorus excretion was also found. This increase 
was quantitatively such as to suggest that most of the calcium 
excreted came from tertiary calcium phosphate in the bones. 
This high rate of calcium elimination is not obvious in the 
blood, for essentially normal values for calcium and phosphorus 
are found in the serum. Roentgen evidence is presented which 
indicates that marked osteoporosis may develop in the bones 
from prolonged hyperthyroidism. The increased calcium excre- 
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tion is not dependent on the elevated metabolism alone, for three 
out of four patients with high metabolism due to leukemia or 
fever had normal calcium eliminations.

Treatment of Raynaud’s Disease by Resection.—In five 
cases of vasomotor neurosis of the spastic type with symptoms 
(Raynaud’s disease), reported on by Adson and Brown, there 
was marked and maintained vasodilatation in the feet for periods 
as long as three years following operation. Vasomotor activity, 
as measured by the surface temperature, was absent or markedly 
diminished, with complete relief from the signs and symptoms 


of this disease. Cervical sympathetic ganglionectomy by the — 
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anterior approach, carried out’ in two cases of Rayndtd's ‘disease 
of the hands, was urisuccéssfil in producing vasodilatation or 
in ameliorating the signs or symptoms.

lumbar and dorsal. sympathetic ganglionectomy in Raynaud’s 
disease seém to warrant the belief that surgical” control in this 
disease ig an’ accomplished fact. ee eave Freee 
Developmental Abnormalities at Lumbosacral Junc- 
ture. — One hundred and fifty lumbosacral fusion operations 
on 147 patients who had low back symptoms which were thought 
to be due to some purely mechanical defect of the lumbosacral 
juncture are reported on by. Hibbs and Swift. There was no 
operative death in the series. There were eight, or 5.3 per 
cent, unsuccessful operations due to a failure of fusion or 
pseudarthrosis, and these patients have been reoperated on. 
The results of the entire series gf 150 operations are as follows: 
110 patients,,or 73.3 per cent, are entirely relieved; twenty-one 
patients, or 14.0 per cent, are improved; nineteen patients, or 
127 per cent, are unimproved.

‘Irregular Uterine Hemorrhage.—The involution of the 
puerperal uterus has been reinvestigated by Shaw, and he shows 
‘that the views of Goodall cannot be supported. The vesse's 
of. the uterus are reduced in size through-atrophic changes in 
their walls, which, in the case of the veins and sinuses, are 
peculiar in that a hyaline degeneration first occurs. The reduc - 
tion in the caliber of the lumen is mainly determined by a 
proliferation of the subendothelial tissues. The elastic tissue 
‘content of the uterus is invariably increased after each puer- 
perium, so that the uterus of a multipara who has borne many 
children always contains a large amount of elastic tissue. This 
depesit should be regarded as physiologic. It is not determined 
by the condition subinvolution. There is no reason to believe 
that the elastic tissue content of the uterus in-any way 
controls the incidence of irregular catamenia. There is no evi- 
_dence to support the view that cases of irregular uterine hem- 
orrhage are determined by subinvolution. “The commédnest form 
of menstrual irregularity is that in which the cycle is reduced 
and the periods are excessive. It is shown that the excessive 
bleeding can be attributed to hyperemia of the endomettium. 
The alteration in the menstrual cycle is ‘due to ovarian distur- 
bances which lead to a reduction in the ovarian cycle. It has 
been found possible to classify other cases into well defined 
groups in which ovarian disturbances can again be demon- 
strated, but in 17.5. per cent of cases no explanation of: their 
etiology has been offered. Shaw proposes that the term metro- 
pathia be used to describe those cases of irregular uterine 
hemorrhage in which there are no physical signs to explain 
the abnormal hemorrhage, and that the terms endometritis and 
chronic metritis be strictly limited to cases. in which a true 
infection of the uterus can be demonstrated.

Familial Perforating Ulcer of Foot.—Guillain and Thé- 
venard report a rare case of familial perforating ulcer of the 
foot, due to syringomyelia localized ir. the lumbosacral part of 
the spinal cord. The patient had had several recurrent attacks 
of perforating ulcer of the foot, healed mostly by a rest cure, 
before he was examined by the authors. A painless ulcer 2 cm. 
in diameter was observed on the proximal part of the sole of 
the right foot, which was somewhat enlarged, thickened and 
slightly deformed. The temperature sense was diminished on 
both sides from the middle of the legs and was completely 
abolished on the soles, where the pain sense, also, was dimin- 
ished. The tactile and the deep sensibilities were normal. 
Only the plantar reflexes were abolished; the other cutaneous 
and tendon reflexes were normal or brisk. No other distur- 
bances of the nervous or muscular system were observed. The 
Wassermann reaction was negative in the blood and in the 
cerebrospinal fluid. Acid-fast bacilli were not found in the 
ulceration. The patient was the sixth child in a family of 
ten children. One of his older brothers, who died at the age 
of 13 years, had had a similar but more extensive perforating 
ulcer of the foot, but with more pronounced deformities of 
the toes. 

Contractile Effect of Epinephrine Hydrochloride on 
Spleen.—Benhamou et al. studied the effect of epinephrine 
hydrochloride on the size of the spleen and on the erythrocyte 
count in normal persons and in many patients with splenomegaly 
of various origins. In normal persons they invariably observed 
a transient decrease in the size of the spleen (verified by means 
of a series of roentgenograms) and a considerable increase (of 
more than one million) of the erythrocytes in the blood, that 
appeared, on the average, twenty minutes after the injection 
of the epinephrine hydrochloride and disappeared ten minutes 
later. This effect was absent in splenectomized patients and in 
primary splenomegaly, whereas it was observed constantly in 
splenomegaly in malaria, in acute infections (typhoid, recurrent 
fever), in acute febrile anemia and in portal hypertension. 
Therefore it is valuable in the diagnosis and prognosis of 
various kinds of splenomegaly. The authors think also that, if 
the spleen does contract under the action of epinephrine hydro- 
chloride, splenectomy is contraindicated and the treatment should 
be medical as long as possible.

Syndrome of Gastric Achylia.—Rosnowski and Mar- 
czeswki consider achylia gastrica not only a disease of the 
stomach but also a syndrome in the evolution of which several 
organs, such as the intestine, pancreas, liver and blood, par- 
ticipate. The condition itself is only exceptionally primary, 
being usually observed in such diseases as tuberculosis, chronic 
rheumatism and exophthalmic goiter. Normally the duodenal 
contents are sterile, or almost sterile, and in vitro rapidly destroy 
micro-organisms. But in achylia gastrica, the bactericidal 
power of the duodenal contents seems to disappear; this, 
together with the absence of hydrochloric acid in the stomach, 
promotes an excessive growth of micro-organisms in the whole 
intestine, including the duodenum. The excessive amount of 
toxic products of the consequently increased intestinal fermen- 
tation or putrefaction causes a catarrhal conditioa of the intestine. 
In passing through the portal system only a part of the toxic

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products are neutralized by the liver; the remainder accumulate 
in the liver and eventually produce cirrhotic changes, with 
corresponding functional disturbances. The resulting decrease 
of cholates in the organism inhibits intestinal absorption and 
especially the absorption of cholesterol, of which the cholates 
are the only solvent. The disturbances in the cholesterol 
metabolism cause disturbances in the nervous system, supra- 
renals and especially in the blood (pernicious anemia, hemolytic 
jaundice). After an initial hyperfunction of the pancreas (to 
compensate for the absence of hydrochloric acid) the pancreatic 
secretion usually decreases, sometimes to complete achylia pan- 
creatica, caused partly by overwork and partly by cirrhotic 
changes in the pancreas due to the intestinal infection. For 
illustration the authors report a case of achylia gastrica with 
duodenal catarrh and pancreatic hyperfunction in a man with a 
light form of pulmonary tuberculosis. In the second case, in 
a man (also tuberculous), aged 31, achylia gastrica was asso- 
ciated with inflammation of the duodenum and of the bile ducts, 
hepatic insufficiency, pancreatic hyperfunction and intestinal dis- 
turbances ; in the last two cases reported, the same disturbances 
were observed but the patients also had anemia. 


Effect of Insulin an Sugar Tolerance Test.—Moutier 
and Camus studied the effect of insulin on the sugar tolerance 
test in 120 patients (normal, thin, fat, or with diabetes, mellitus). 
A sugar tolerance test (with 50 Gm. of dextrose, ingested with 
the stomach empty) was done on each patient, and forty-eight 
hours later the same test was repeated but associated with a 
simultaneous subcutaneous injection of 20 units of insulin. The 
hyperglycemia occurring after the ingestion of the dextrose was 
decreased in all cases by the hypoglycemic action of the insulin 
and the decrease was 41 per cent in the normal persons, 45 per 
cent in the thin ones, 47 per cent in the fat ones and 54 per 
cent in the diabetic: patients in comparison with the hyper- 
glycemia in the sugar tolerance test in the same patient without 
insulin.

Autotherapy by Means of Serum of Blisters in Com- 
municable Diseases.—Modinos used with good results sub- 
cutaneous injections of the serous content of blisters (caused 
by the application of cantharides plaster to the skin) in the 
treatment of several hundred cases of various diseases, such as 
typhoid, paratyphoid, acute articular rheumatism and influenzal 
septicemia. He reports a case of undulant fever in a boy, aged 
16. The cantharides plaster was applied to the skin, the serous 
content of the blister was withdrawn and injected under the 
skin of the abdomen, and the boy recovered rapidly after two 
injections. In three other cases reported by him, three patients 
were cured of typhoid, asthma and microbian dermatitis, respec- 
tively, by the same method of treatment, which was also suc- 
cessful in the prevention of influenza and measles during the 
1926-1927 epidemic in Alexandria.

Electrocoagulation in Recto-Anal Region. — Bordier 
extols the good results of the electrocoagulation treatment im 
various diseases of the anus and the rectum. The treatment 
was carried out under local anesthesia in the anal region and 
without anesthesia in the rectum. The patients were not con- 
fined to bed, and the local postoperative care consisted only in 
irrigations with a weak antiseptic solution, applications of anti- 
septic ointment and the administration of mild cathartics to 
keep the stools soft. In the anal fissures the pain disappeared 
immediately after the electrocoagulation of the fissure (with 2 — 
needle applied for a few seconds), and the scars were eliminated 
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in eight days, on the average. In hemorrhoids, insulated needles 
were used for the massive electrocoagulation of all the hemor- 
rhoids at one treatment, or, preferably, the electrocoagulation 
(monopolar or bipolar) of the hemorrhoids was done in several 
stages. Rectal prolapses were cured after from four to five 
treatments by electrocoagulation with noninsulated needles. The 
electrccoagulation was used often successfully in the treatment 
of the benign tumors of the rectum and even of the sigmoid, 
and in blind perianal fistulas. Thus, in a case reported by the 
author, a chronic blind perianal fistula in a woman was cured 
by three electrocoagulation treatments. 


Diathermic Treatment of Abdominal Pains.— On the 
basis of their own experience in more than 100 cases and of 
the results reported by other authors, Delherm and Laquerriére 
come to the conclusion that diathermy in the form of thermo- 
penetration is a valuable therapeutic method in the treatment 
of abdominal pains, especially the pains caused by adhesions and 
perivisceritis. Only exceptionally is ft badly tolerated by the 
patients; usually it gives good results (cure in more than 37 
per cent), even in patients who have been treated by repeated 
surgical interventions for a long time and without avail. Good 
results of the treatment are explained more by a decrease in 
the congestion than by the resorption of the adhesions, because 
a considerable difference was not observed between the roent- 
geuograms taken before and after the treatment in the cases 
of a complete cure. However, the authors think that diathermy 
cannot be completely substituted for the other methods of elec- 
trotherapy or radiotherapy. 


Physical Therapy in Herpes Zoster.—Vignal considers 
roentgen therapy of great value in the treatment of the pain 
occurring in herpes zoster and of the pain that persists for 
months as a sequel of herpes zoster. The roentgen rays have 
a strong resorptive action on the round cell infiltration of the 
spinal ganglions and of the posterior spinal roots, corresponding 
to the region of the herpes zoster, whereas even the largest 
doses of roentgen rays have no effect on the nervous tissue 
itself. Usually after the first or the second -roentgen irradia- 
tion of the corresponding segment of the vertebral column, an 
exacerbation of the pain is observed, of which the patient 
should be informed in advance. However, the pain improves 
after the third irradiation and usually disappears completely 
after from five to six irradiations. The recovery of the patient 
may be accelerated by the use of diathermotherapy or of dia- 
thermotherapy combined with electro-ionic aconite treatment 
aiter the pain has decreased, and the skin of the patient can 
tolerate the contact of the electrodes. By this method the 
author cured many patients, one of whom, a man, aged 64, with 
chronic neuralgic sequelae of herpes zoster, refractory to other 
treatment, and cured after six diathermic treatments, is reported 
on by him. 


Accidents in Ultraviolet Therapy. — Delaplace believes 
that the immediate accidents that occur during ultraviolet irra- 
diations, such as burns caused by sparks or by an explosion or 
breaking of the lamp, may be prevented by adequate care of 
the apparatus and by a lateral position (not directly over the 
patient) of the lamp. Nausea and vomiting in some patients 
with a hypersensibility to ozone are prevented by good ventila- 
tion of the treatment room. Of the secondary accidents, 
occurring a few day% after the irradiations, acute or chronic 
conjunctivitis (with lacrimation, photophobia and edema of the 
lids) is prevented by the use of the special protective glasses, 
and erythema of the skin with subsequent hypertrichosis and 
hyperpigmentation ‘is observed only as an effect of too large 
doses of the ultraviolet rays. To the same cause are due the 
late accidents in ultraviolet therapy, such as death of children, 
and hemoptysis or generalization of tuberculosis in tuberculous 
patients. As to whether or not there is any increase or decrease 
of the general resistance to infections is a question that is still 
under discussion. ’

Vallery-Radot et al. report three cases of recurrent attacks of 
transient conjunctivitis that occurred as a single symptom and 
as the equivalent of the attacks of bronchial asthma in three 
patients aged 40, 21 and 32, respectively, who for many years 
suffered from bronchial asthma. No hypersensibility to any 
kind of animal or vegetable proteins was ever observed at the 
thorough examination of the patients; however, the attacks of 
conjunctivitis were in all points similar to the attacks of anaphy- 
lactic conjunctivitis observed by the authors in the other 
patients, who had positive skin reactions with some definite 
kind of foreign protein. Thus the authors come to the conclu- 
sion that in patients with bronchial asthma and without definite 
anaphylactic reactions, the attacks of conjunctivitis are equiva- 
lent to and of the same vasomotor origin as the disturbances 
of the respiratory organs.

Pelvic Sympathectomy in Gynecology. — Aubert per- 
formed pelvic sympathectomy in sixteen patients with severe 
dysmenorrhea, unsuccessfully ‘treated previously by various 
therapeutic methods. The results were good in all cases, and 
in some cases, five of which are reported by him, the cure was 
complete and lasting. The author states that the operation is 
easy to perform, gives good immediate and late results, and 
may be combined with any other surgical intervention which 
may be advisable in a given case (ligamentopexy, or appendec- 
tomy or excision of a tumor). 

Study of Fifty-Five Cases of Gastroduodenal Perfora- 
tions.—Fermaud studied fifty-five cases of perforated gastro- 
duodenal ulcers out of 407 cases of gastroduodenal ulcers treated 
in the service of Professor Kummer in Geneva in the last 
eleven years. Ninety-four per cent of the cases were observed 
in men; the perforation was located in the pyloroduodenal region 
in 64 per cent of the cases and was preceded by gastric distur- 
bances and accompanied by an increased muscular resistance in 
the epigastrium (besides the pains) in 87 and 66 per cent of the 
patients, respectively. The best results (cure in 81.5 per cent) 
were observed after gastro-enterostomy, which was performed 
in 58.5 per cent of the patients, usually after closure of the 
perforation by means of a purse-string suture; whereas after 
closure or excision of the perforation without gastro-enterostomy 
and after gastroduodenal resection, cure was observed in only 
18.5 per cent. Drains were used in 60 per cent of the patients 
without any particular advantage as to the mortality among the 
patients. The sooner the surgical intervention was performed 
after the beginning of the symptoms, the better were the results. 
Thus cure was observed in 92 per cent of the patients if the 
operation was done in the first five hours after the perforation, 
but no patient was saved if more than twenty hours elapsed 
after the perforation. In the fifty-five cases studied, postopera- 
tive death (from generalized peritonitis in the great majority 
of the cases) occurred in 29 per cent. As to the late results 
of the treatment, 77 per cent of the patients recovered com- 
pletely, 3.5 per cent had some slight recurrence of the abdominal 
pain, and in 19.5 per cent the results were unsatisfactory, and 
the patients were operated on again. The worst late results 
were observed in the patients with duodenal ulcers, and the 
best results after gastro-enterostomy following the closure of 
the perforation. Therefore if gastro-enterostomy could not be 
done at once because of the poor condition of the patient, usually 
the closure of the perforation was done at the first laparotomy 
and gastro-enterostomy was performed from five to six weeks 
later; gastroduodenal resection was performed only on the 
patients in good general condition and in the first hours after 
the perforation. 

Desensitization in Insulin Urticaria.—Jeanneret reports 
a case of hypersensibility to insulin in a tuberculous woman, 
aged 22. After the first insulin treatment, the general condi- 
tion of the patient improved and her weight increased, but by 
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the end of the second insulin treatment, which was given about 
seven months later, an extensive urticarial eruption, with edema 
of the face and intense itching, was observed after each injec- 
tion of insulin, and the patient lost some weight. The skin 
reaction with several brands of insulin was always positive in 
the patient (a large urticarial wheal on the site of the injection 
with intense itching of the whole forearm, occurring ten min- 
utes after the injection), whereas the control skin reaction with 
the same kind of insulin was negative in three other patients. 
Desensitization of the patient was done by means of a series 
of intradermal injections of insulin (the skin reaction was 
negative at the seventeenth intradermal injection of insulin), 
followed by a gradually increasing dose of insulin given 


subcutaneously.

External Cephalhematoma in the New-Born.—Maurizio 
calls attention to a retardation of the coagulation time in new- 
born infants with cephalhematoma, as compared with healthy 
infants. The retardation persists for a long time, reaching its 
maximum on the fifth or sixth day; it then diminishes gradually 
and disappears in about two months after the birth of the child. 
The author is inclined to think that, in the etiology of cephal- 
hematoma, this defect in the coagulation of the blood must play 
a rather important part. In three cases of cephalhematoma 
studied, Maurizio sought to find evidence of hereditary influence 
but was unable to find any. On the basis of this fact alone, he 
excludes true hemophilia, and favors the idea of sporadic 
hemophilia.

Infantile Leishmaniosis in Italy.—Although Italy has the 
record of the largest number of cases of any European country, 
it has nevertheless the honor of discovering the specific treat- 
ment. In the clinic at Naples, since Jemma assumed direction 
in 1914, 551 cases of the disease had been diagnosed up to 
September, 1928. The morbidity in the province of Naples has 
averaged, since 1925, about fifty cases a year. The infection 
is found chiefly in children just under 2 years of age, but it 
occurs also in the first year of life. The disease is most 
prevalent during the transition from winter to spring. The 
disease occurs mainly among the poorer classes of the city 
and rural districts, and especially among persons who, by reason 
of their occupation, are in close contact with animals (coach- 
men, stable workers, and the like). There are a few cases 
among the better situated classes, when the living conditions 
and the environment are deficient from the hygienic point of 
view. Investigation has disproved the possibility of direct con- 
tagion from man to man. As a means of definite diagnosis, the 
search for the offending parasite is no longer, except in cases 
of necessity, carried out through puncture of the spleen but 
practically always through puncture of the bone marrow (the 
tibia), which is not very painful, is simple in its technic, and 
furnishes reliable information, for which reasons it deserves to 
be adopted by physicians in general. In the author’s series of 
cases, 78 per cent of cures was effected. However, there has 
been a constantly higher percentage of recoveries: 1920, 51 per 
cent ; 1922, 66 per cent; 1925, 87 per cent, and 1928, 90 per cent. 
These excellent results have been brought about by improve- 
ments in the details of the treatment. In the administration of 
antimony and potassium tartrate the author has in recent years 
reduced the dosage (from 0.02 to 0.03 Gm. in patients under 
2 years of age), which fact prolongs the treatment somewhat 
but enhances its efficacy. The highest percentage of cures was 
effected in periods of treatment extending over one to three 
months. Ambulatory treatment of infants has been very success- 
ful, as hospitalization has proved especially dangerous for 
patients with leishmaniosis. Various organic compounds of 
antimony, though well tolerated (also by intramuscular route), 
have not been found to possess any higher curative value than 
antimony and potassium tartrate. There is, however, one 


problem still unsolved, and that is the prophylaxis. The author 
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thinks that the present low mortality of 10.4 per cent can, at no 
distant day, be still further reduced.

Hemorrhagic Pleurisy in Children.—Morquio reports on 
six cases of hemorrhagic pleurisy in children aged from 3 to 
14 years. One of these children recovered; three improved to 
such an extent that recovery may be expected, and the other 
two died. In the first patient the hemorrhagic effusion appeared 
during the third week of typhoid. The evolution was favorable 
and the pleural effusion disappeared spontaneously. In the 
second patient, the hemorrhagic pleurisy appeared suddenly 
accompanied by acute pulmonary tuberculosis. The withdrawal 
of fluid did not give relief and the child died four months after 
the onset of the disease. The third patient developed hemor- 
rhagic pleurisy three weeks after an abdominal operation. Dur- 
ing her stay in the hospital an enlarged heart and signs of 
mitral incompetence were found. She recovered. The fourth 
patient had hemorrhagic pleurisy of a tuberculous nature, and 
tuberculosis of the lymph nodes and of the lungs. She made 
slow but progressive improvement. The fifth patient had 
hemorrhagic pleurisy of a neoplastic nature. Her general con- 
dition was poor and she died two months after the onset of the 
disease. Necropsy showed a mediastinal neoplastic tumor, 
metastases, adenitis, renal infarcts and necrosis of the pharyngeal 
wall. The sixth patient developed a pleural effusion aiter 
sustaining a fall.

Multiple Malignant Pustules.—Molinelli and Natin say 
that among 580 patients observed in the clinic of communicable 
diseases in Buenos Aires, there were two cases of multiple 
malignant pustules. The patients (father and son, aged 47 
and 7, respectively) stated that two days before the onset of 
their condition, they had skinned a cow. It is believed that 
the animal had the same disease. Two days later, the father 
presented five malignant pustules on the left arm, and the son, 
three of them on both legs. At the same time, fever and 
general disturbances appeared in both the patients. In both 
cases a diagnosis of malignant pustules was made. Treatment 
consisted of rest in bed, a milk diet and a cathartic, and the 
daily administration of 10 drops of a 1:1,000 solution of a 
digitalis preparation ; 40 drops of a 1: 1,000 solution of epineph- 
rine hydrochloride ; intramuscular injections of 30 cc. of a 5 per 


cent peptone solution at twelve hour intervals, and daily local 
application of diathermy for one hour. Both patients recovered.
